Conference Session, 1913. 


Tuesday, February 11th, 1913. 


The Finance Committee met at the Deaconess Home, Sing- 
apore, February 11th, 1913, at 8 p. m. Bishop J. BE. Robinson 
in the chair, Present: C. S. Buchanan, W. G. Shellabear, W. EB. 
Horley, A. J. Amery, and H. B. Mansell, Cor. Sec. 


Minutes. On motion of H. B. Mansell the committee chose 
O. J. Morris as minute secretary and directed that the minutes 
be typewritten, the pages numbered and bound in annual or other 
convenient sized volumes, and that an index to the minutes past 
and current be prepared by the secretary. 

Huong Pau Seng. W. G. Shellabear recounted the circum- 
stances under which Bro. Huong Pau Seng came from Foochow to 
Sitiawan by arrangement with Bishop Oldham, and referred to the 
correspondence, which he laid before the committee. On motion — 
of H. B. Mansell the committee requested W. G. Shellabear to 
ascertain, (1) the 2nd class Japanese Mail fare to Hongkong, (2) 
the 2nd class local steamer fare to Hongkong, to Foochow, and 
Foochow to Hongkong, if possible; and on the basis of this inform- 
ation to report to this committee what W. G. Shellabear considers 
would be a fair lump sum to offer Bro. Huong towards the pas- 
sages of the latter to Foochow and of himself and family (5 persons 
in all) from Foochow to Sitiawan. 

On motion of C, S. Buchanan the committee recommended 
that the salary of Bro. Huong for 1913 be estimated at $75 per 
mensem, of which $25 would come from the appropriation and $50 
from the local church; in the event that the stewards of. the 
Sitiawan Chinese church estimate for a higher salary, then for 
every $10 over $50 contributed by the local church, $5 will be 
withdrawn from the monthly grant, until the whole support is 
secured locally. 

On motion of A. J. Amery the committee allowed three 
months’ leave on half pay to Bro. Huong Pau Seng, the leave to 
date from the time of his leaving Singapore, to enable him to 
bring his wife and family from Foochow. ; 

All the foregoing arrangements with Bro. Huong Pau Seng 
are subject to his agreeing to spend three full years after his 
return in the service of Malaysia Mission, 


- 
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Oldham Hall accounts. H. B. Mansell as auditor of 
Oldham Hall reported certain charges which he was unwilling to 
pass without the sanction of the Finance Committee. On motion 
of W. G. Shellabear the charges were allowed for 1912 and the 
Secretary instructed to write to the Principal of Oldham Hall 
that the rickisha allowance heretofore made has ceased because Mrs. 
Wells and himself were no longer teaching in the Anglo-Chinese 
School, and that expenses for rickisha hire and repairs for bicycle 
on work for the Hall should be met out of Hall funds. 

A. J. Amery informed the committee that W. A. Wells requests 
an allowance for his child born in August 1912. After a discussion 
of the matter the secretary was directed to write to Bro. Wells 
explaining to him that he and Mrs. Wells are already receiving 
the allowance of a married missionary with one child, the sum 
being made up as follows :—

total $194 per mensem, or $2328 per annum as against $1300 
(gold) or $2250 Straits, plus from Singapore $100 for hill transit, 
a total of only $2350, or $22 more than Bro. Wells is now zeceiving, 
in cash or its equivalent. 

Sitiawan Chinese Parsonage. ‘lhe plans for the proposed 
Chinese Parsonage at Sitiawan were submitted by W. G. Shellabear. 
Some doubt was expressed regarding the possibility of building 
so large a house for $1000, but as the tocal Chinese think they can 
do it the plans were passed and signed. 

The Committee then adjourned to meet at the Deaconess 
home at 8 p.m. February 12. 


Wednesday, February 12th, 1913 


Committee met at Deaconess Home at 8 p.m. Present :— 
Bishop J. E. Robinson, and Messrs. Shellabear, Pykett, Horley, 
Buchanan, Mansell, and O. J. Morris, Recording Secretary. 

The Minutes were read and after a few corrections they 
were adopted. 


Transit bills. The committee instructed the Secretary to 
announce that all transit or other bills of 1912 accounts, which 
were not presented by the Saturday morning session of the Con- 
ference, would be disallowed. 

Reserve fund. Action was taken to increase the “ Reserve 

2) eft) ce 39 2¢ . 
Fund of the “Pool” to $2000, taking the amount from the 
Current Revenue account. 


Contract Teachers. The committee decided that when a 
three-year contract teacher becomes a missionary under the Board, 
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— 


the amount of payment to the “Teacher Transit Fund ” required 
of the institution employing such teacher shall be, from that 
time, paid at the five-year-contract-teacher rate. 

The treasurer was instructed to transfer the amount now. 
accumulated and appearing on his books under “ Teacher Transit ” 
for Mr. and Mrs. E. F. Lee, to thé emergency fund. 


_ N.I. Accounts. It was decided to ask the Treas. of the N. I. 
Dist. to place a statement of the N. I. accounts before the Finance 
Committee, if possible before this session of the conference closes. 


Co-operative Loan Association. On motion of W. E. 
Horley, seconded by W. G. Shellabear, the Bishop appointed a 
committee of four for the purpose of investigating plans for the 
creation of a Co-operative Loan Association. The following were 
appointed, 

W. G. Shellabear, W. E. Horley, C. E. Draper, and the 
Treasurer, H. B. Mansell. 

Committee adjourned to meet at the call of the Bishop. 


Thursday, February 13th, 1913. 


Bishop J. E. Robinson called the Finance Committee together 
at “ Woolsthorpe” at 5 p.m. Present:—Bishop Robinson, and 
Messrs. Shellabear, Mansell, Buchanan, Horley, Amery, Pykett, 
Hoover, Worthington, and O. J. Morris, Recording Secretary. 

The Minutes of the preceeding meeting were read and ap- 
proved. 

R. L. Archer. The Committee discussed R. L. Archer’s case, 
and C. 8. Buchanan was asked to get information as to the cost and 
means of bringing out Mr. Archer’s intended wife, this year. 

Noel Horley. ‘The Cor. Sec. was instructed to write the 
Board requesting them to furnish such bonds or guarantee as would 
be necessary in order that Noel Horley and his Tamil attendant 
might enter the United States. 

Mr. McCoy. Mr. McCoy was granted a bonus of $100 
(gold) for his extra year’s service as principal of the Kuala Lumpur 
School, and also the priviledge of securing passage home via Manila 
for himself and wife. 

Miss Williams. Messrs. Mansell and Shellabear were ap- 
pointed to confer with Miss Marsh concerning the Kuala Lumpur 
Girls’ School assuming Miss Williams’ support since November 
last. 
Contract Teachers. It was agreed to appoint a sub-com- 
mittee to draft rules regarding Contract-teachers to be submitted 


to the committee. Messrs. Mansell, Pykett and Shellabear were 


appointed. 
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The Redistribution was taken up, discussed, and changes 
made without taking any definite action. 

The Bishop submitted a letter from Mr. M. Cathiravalo, of 
Penang, containing most appreciative words of the work of the 
Mission, and a proposition to assume the support of Rev. G. BF. 
Pykett from the Ist of January 1913, subject to the approval of 
the Finance Committee. . 

The following action was taken: We hereby record our 
appreciation of the proposition made by Mr. Cathiravalo; and are 
willing that a formal agreement shall be entered into by him and 
G. F. Pykett, which before its final execution shall have the 
approval of the Bishop. 


Saturday, February 15th, 1913. 


Bishop Robinson called the Committee at Woolsthorpe at 
2pm. Present: Bishop J. E. Robinson, and Messrs. Shellabear, 
Buchanan, Worthington, Pykett, Horley, Mansell, Hoover, Amery, 
and W. T. Cherry, having returned to-day from America, joined 
the committee at this session; O. J. Morris, Recording Secretary. 


Huong Pau Seng. On motion of G. F. Pykett seconded by 
J. M. Hoover action was taken to pay the transit of Huong Pau 
Seng to Conference from Sitiawan. 

W. G. Shellabear reported his investigation made according 
to the instructions of the committee in their meeting of Feb. 11th. 
After a little discussion it was brought out that Lim Poh Chin, 
with his family, had made the trip from China for less than $250 
Straits, but W. G. Shellabear’s findings were that it would cost 
about $60 to make the trip from here to Huong Pau Seng’s home 
by Chinese steamer; therefore for his trip to China and the return 
trip of the family (paying 5$ passages for the return), it would 
amount to $400, It was proposed that the lump sum of $400 be 
granted for the purpose of Huong Pau Seng returning to China 
and bringing his family to this Mission, being allowed three 
months to make the return trip. This was granted. 

It was then agreed that the Treasurer should pay Huong 
Pau Seng $70 on his leaving for China, and that the balance be 
paid to him by the Treasurer of the Mission in Foochow at the 
time he is ready to take passage for the return trip to Singapore 
with his family. 


. meacht Pund. ch M. Hoover then proposed that since he and 
C. Ki. Davis are now living far apart, and the only means of travel 
is by water, $300 be taken from the now existing yacht fund for the 
purpose of purchasing a launch for ©. E. Davis, the Borneo Mission 
to ae the balance. On motion of W. G. Shellabear this motion 
carried. 
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Anglo-Chinese College. <A. J. Amery brought up the 
matter of the action of the Committee some year or more ago as to 
who should keep the accounts of the College endowment funds. 
After a short discussion W. G. Shellabear moved that these accounts 
be ie in the hands of the treasurer of the “Pool.” This motion 
carried, 


Mission Treasurer. Bishop Robinson brought up the 
matter of election of a Mission Treasurer, stating that the con- 
ference should nominate. After a short discussion no action was 
taken. 


Conference Auditor. H. B. Mansell moved that the 
Principal of the Commercial Department of the A. C. S., Singa- 
pore, be made the Conference Auditor. After a somewhat lengthy 
discussion the following substitute motion was made by W. T. 
Cherry: that the Principal of the Commercial Department of the 
A. C. S., Singapore, be appointed Conference Auditor for the 
period of one year, to visit the stations of the Mission according to 
the action of the Finance Committee on August 7th, 1912, for a 
semi-annual audit of all mission accounts; and for the remuner- 
ation named therein, subject to the consent of the Central Con- 
ference to the proposal in the case of the audit of the M. P. H. 
accounts; and further, that he be the Secretary and not the auditor 
in the case of the Sitiawan Missions Plantations, Ltd. 

Kulim and Nibong Tbal Property. G. F. Pykett handed 
the Sec. B. B. L., W. T. Cherry, the “Surat Putus” of the Kulim 
property, and the conveyance of the Nibong Thal property. The 
Sec. pointed out a discrepancy in the conveyance just handed in 
with regard to the title of the corporation. The Bishop ruled that 
it was unnecessary to amend the document. 

Financial Board. The Sec. B. B. L. was authorised to take 
legal advice if necessary in regard to the letter from the Registrar 
of Joint Stock Companies demanding the filing of Balance Sheets 
of the Financial Board. 

‘Malacca Church Title Deeds. Mr. Shellabear reported 
that the deeds of the Malacca Church property can not be found. 


Monday, February 17th, 1913. 


The Committee met in Wesley Church; all members present 
except Bro. Denyes. 

Huong Pau Seng. Huong Pau Seng was present and stated 
that he could not accept the proposition made by the Committee. 
He stated that his party would consist of himself, wife, their 
daughters and daughter-in-law, and four small children, a total 
of five adults and four children. 
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On motion of J. M. Hoover the treasurer was authorized to 
pay $700 to Huong Pau Seng for his passage to China and return 
with the party named by him. 


Wednesday, February 19th, 1913. 


Finance Committee met at Woolsthorpe, at 5 p.m. Present: 
Bishop Robinson, and Messrs. Mansell, Abraham, Buchanan, 
Horley, Pykett, Hoover, Baughman, Worthington, Cherry and 
Morris. 

The Minutes of the two former meetings were read and 
approved. ‘The Secretary was instructed to include in the minutes 
the minutes of the short session held after conference on the 17th 
inst. 

The minutes of the Board and Building and Location were 
permitted to be included in the minutes of the Fin. Com. according 
to a former action of the Com. Bishop Robinson suggested that 
arrangements be made soon for the separation of these records. 


M. B. S., K. L. Mr. McCoy was asked to make a statement 
concerning finances of the M. B. S8., K. L. He stated that the 
church could pay about $70 of Mr. Parker’s salary per month. 
His salary being $115 this was $45 short. The School pays Mrs. 
Parker’s salary of $115. Beyond this they would only be able to 
pay about $110. 

Permission was given the Principal to borrow $1000 if 
necessary, the amount to be recovered from the Goyt. grant. 

The Sec. was instructed to write the Board asking that a man 
be secured for this School at once, preferably a single man, the 
name of Ralph A. Felton to be mentioned as a suitable candidate. 

B. J. Baughman. Mr. Horley moved that the estimate for 
B. J. Baughman’s salary be included in the re-distribution extend- 
ing it till July Ist. 

Conference Auditor. The Conference Auditor was in- 
structed to gather the following concerning the properties of the 
Mission stations, as suggested by the Treasurer’s report: 

The amount of insurance carried on each building; the cost 
of the same; the indebtedness on each building or property; the 
value of the land exclusive of the buildings (land held on a non- 
transferable title to be valued nil); to whom the money’is due; 
the provision for the liquidation of the debt: his opinion as to the 
soundness of that provision; and any other desirable information. 

Other matters in the report discussed but no action taken. 


Rs L: Archer. On motion of H. B. Mansell, the treasurer 
was authorised to transfer the amount of R. L. Archer’s transit 
to the Relief and Reinforcement fund, 
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_ On motion of C. 8. Buchanan, R. L. Archer was given per- 
mission to arrange for the outcoming of his fiancé, the amount of 
her transit to be charged against the Relief and Reinforcement 
fund if necessary. 

Tamil District. Bishop Robinson asked that an allowance 
(perhaps $500) be made for the Tamil District. 

The Chairman then asked to be excused and called Mr. Cherry 
to the chair. 

Oldham Hail Accounts. Carried that Mr. Wells be allowed 
to take the $24 set aside for himself and Mrs. Wells for medical 
bills and sanitarium transit, and that they be responsible for these 
expenses when incurred. 

Gelang. Permission was given to Miss Irwin to take $150, 
to be charged to the Gelang Church fund, with which she might 
purchase drawn thread work to take to America with her for sale, 
proceeds to go to the Gelang Church. 

K. E. Pease. Mr. Cherry read extracts of letters from Mr. 
Pease giving information as to what he had done and is doing at 
home. 

On motion of W. E. Horley, W. T. Cherry was instructed to 
write Mr. Pease thanking him for the work he is doing. 

Port Swettenham. Mr. Shellabear made a proposition in- 
volving a loan of $1000 for the building of a church at Port Swet- 
tenham. No action was taken. 


Thursday, February 20th, 1913. 


The Committee met at Oldham Hall. Present: Bishop Robin- 
son, and Messrs. Buchanan, Baughman, Shellabear, Hoover, Horley, 
Mansell, Worthington, Cherry, Pykett, Abraham, and Morris. 

The Minutes of previous meeting were read and approved. 

K. L. Property. The disposal of Malacca Street Church, 
K. L., was discussed, and on motion of W. G. Shellabear it was 
decided to retain this Church and not dispose of it to the Govern- 
ment as proposed. 

Moved by W. G. Shellabear that if a road can be made on the 
railroad side of Petaling Hill Property, we erect a chureh on that 
site without further reference to this committee. 

On motion of W. E. Horley, it was agreed that if funds could 
be raised, we build on the Tamil Parsonage lot and present church 
site an institutional church for the Tamils and Chinese. 

Noel Horley. In view of the ‘explanations made by W. H. 
Horley the Committee considers it wise that Mrs. Horley accom- 


pany Noel to America. 
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Allowances. Mr. Horley asked for $50 to be used in secur- 
ing a Chinese preacher for K. Lumpur. 

(. S. Buchanan asked that the Board be requested to add to 
the appropriations $100 each for Messrs. Bower and Wilcox, for 
furniture. Approved. 

Tamil District. Tamil District funds brought up and it was 
found that there was now available $75 per month for this work. 
The Committee increased this sum by $500. 

Statistics. W. T. Cherry moved that the Secretary be in- 
structed to notify the Annual Conference committee on Statistics, 
that they should include a column for District Superintendent’s 
support. Carried. 

Board Accounts. The Treasurer was authorised to write 
New York requesting that the balance in Class Il for 1912, be 
applied on the overdraft of Class IX; and that the treasurer be 
requested to find the balance of Class LX overdraft. 


Sundry Payments. Carried that any claim that Brother 
Parker may have from December salary be met out of the $41.75 
balance of E. F. Lee’s salary, and that the remainder, if any, be 
apphed on the loan made to the Manse at Kuala Lumpur. 


Orchard Road Property. Moved by W. T. Cherry, and 
carried, that the four locally resident members (Cherry, Shellabear, 
Mansell, and Sullivan) of this Committee be empowered to deal 
with the purchase and lease of all property on Orchard road, in 
front of Oldham Hall, provided they act unanimously. 

Loans. Telok Ayer—Mr. Cherry was granted permission 
to draw on the funds in hand for the Telok Ayer Institutional 
Church, for expenses such as drafting plans, ete. 

Schools—The Committee approved of granting such loans as 
are merely advanced to Schools until the Government Grant comes 
in. 2 

Malacca School—On motion of W. T. Cherry, W. G. Shel- 
labear was authorised to erect a $6000 School Building on property 
already held in Malacca, on condition that he secure $3000 before 
the building is put up, and that $3000 be loaned to him in anti- 
cipation of a Government Building Grant. 

_Singkawang and Pontianak.—Loans were granted for Churches 
at Singkawang and Pontianak on condition that the interest and 
10% of the principal be paid back each year, this to have the first 
call on the appropriations to those stations ; the intention being to 
resume the contract with the Domine at Pontianak.

N. I. Training School. B. J. Baughman was authorised to 
go on the “Still Hunt” for funds for the endowment of the N. I. 
Training School, while he was on furlough. 

Nominations. The Secretary was instructed to forward to 
New York the nominations for membership on the Finance Com- 
mittee and to request that the Conference Auditor be an ex-officio 
meniber. ; 


Redistribution. On motion of G. F. Pykett the re-distribu- 
tion was taken up. 

S. M. P., Ltd-—On motion of W. T. Cherry the Secretary was 
instructed to request the Directors of Sitiawan Mission Plant- 
ations, Ltd., to provide $600 (gold) for Mr. Draper’s salary for the 
year 1913 and carry the same against the first profits accruing to 
the Mission. 

Railway Transits—On motion of W. G. Shellabear it was 
earried that railway transits provided by this committee be on the 
basis of First instead of Second class. 

W. T. Cherry Transit.—The treasurer was instructed to carry 
W. T. Cherry’s transit expense of $1000 as a claim against the 
Publishing House, to bear interest after December 31st if not 
paid. 

Deficit—Carried that the Bishop and the Treasurer point out 
to the Board of New York that of this year’s re-distribution deficit, 
$700 is represented by Bro. Ward’s salary for which no increase 
was made in our appropriations when he was transferred to the 
conference ; and we request the Board to make provision for this 
by special gifts or otherwise. 

Adjourned to meet at 8 p.m. at Mr, Cherry’s. 


Evening Session. 

Meeting called to order at W. T. Cherry’s at 8.15. Present: 
Bishop Robinson, and Messrs. Worthington, Shellabear, Abraham, 
Buchanan, Baughman, Cherry, Mansell, and Morris. 

Medical Work. On motion of W. T. Cherry $180 (gold) 
for rent for Medical Evangelistic Work, was added to the budget; 
not to be paid unless, needed. 

Sitiawan Hospital. The Committee approved of the general 


‘plan of a Hospital at Sitiawan and appointed a sub-committee to 


consider the matter and report to the mid-year session, viz, G. F, 
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Pykett, H. B. Mansell, W. G. Shellabear, W. T. Cherry, and C. EK. 
Dra'per. 

Sitiawan Shop Houses. The draft of agreement with Ling 
Ti Kong for the erection of shop houses at Sitiawan was author- 
ized, the houses uponreversion to be held by the Sec. B. B. L. for 
the Sitiawan Schools. 


Sitiawan Silk Culture. The Secretary presented a com- 
munication from the Board of Education concerning Silk Culture 
at Sitiawan. It was recommended that C. 8. Buchanan be re- 
quested to investigate its culture in Java and report to C. E. 
Draper, and that C. E. Draper investigate all he can locally. 
regarding the same and report to the mid-year Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Miss Williams. Mr. Mansell reported his finding concern- 
ing the relations of Miss Williams to the Kuala Lumpur Girls’ 
School. It was agreed that if any difficulty arose concerning this 
matter the Singapore members of this committee be allowed to 
settle it. 


Furloughs. It was agreed that permission be asked of the 
Board at New York for furlough for H. B. Mansell and family 
at such time during the year as arrangements can be made from 
the field with K. E. Pease, it being our wish that Brother Pease 
come from America as Mr. Mansell’s substitute without expense 
to the Board; Mr. Mansell assuring us that Mr. Pease can be 
financed locally. 

The committee recommended F. H. Sullivan for furlough 
next year and asked the Board to find a man to take his place in 
the Training School. 

The Sundrum and Paul Loans. The Committee authorized 
the treasurer to notify T. C. Paul that it will be necessary to sell 
the jewelry held as security, unless payment be made as promised. 

The Treasurer was instructed to write S. Sundrum informing 
him that unless he makes the payments on his loan it will be 
necessary to refer the matter to his guarantor, Bishop Oldham. 

Oldham Investments. Bishop Oldham’s offer of his inter- 
est in the Rosely Rubber Estate to the Press and College, share 
and share alike, was accepted, agreeing to pay $2000 to Williams 
and $1208 to W. F. Oldham, together with an annuity of $1000 
(gold) on the lives of Dr. and Mrs. Oldham, the annuity to be 
furnished in equal parts by the Press and the College.

Mid-year Session, 1913. 


Wednesday, August 6th, 1913. 


The first meeting of the Finance Committee of the Malaysia Con- 
ference in mid-year session was called to order by Bishop J. E. Robinson 
at 9.30 a.m. Wednesday August 6th, 1913. Present: W. G. Shellabear, 
W. T. Cherry, G. F. Pykett, W. E. Horley, H. B. Mansell, S. Abraham, 
F. H. Sullivan; 0. J. Morris, Conference Auditor; and Leonard Oechsli, 
visiting. 

Organisation. 0. J. Morris was appointed recording secretary 
for the session. 

In view of his approaching furlough, H. B. Mansell tendered his 
resignation as Corresponding Secretary, and it was accepted. 

The Treasurer, H. B. Mansell, reported that he was sending his 
resignation to New York, and suggested that the new Treasurer be 
nominated so that he might enter upon his duties at once. W. T. Cherry 
was on motion of H. B. Mansell, nominated as Treasurer of the Board 
of Foreign Missions for Malaysia Conference. ; 

Leonard Oechsli was nominated as Assistant Treasurer on the 
understanding that at the outset he should be responsible for the accounts 
of the Board of Foreign Missions only. Mr. Oechsli was invited to sit 
with the Committee and take part in its deliberations. 

W. 'T. Cherry was elected Coorresponding Secretary. 

The hours of session of the Committee were set for 2 to 4 p.m. 
to-day, thereafter 8.30 to 12 a.m. and 3 to 5 p.m. daily. 

Auditor’s Report. The Conference Auditor’s report of the first 
trip made since the establishment of this office was then read. 


Bank Accounts. On motion it was directed that Finance Com- 
mittee send a notice to every person having a Mission bank account, 
requesting that the account be kept in the name of the institution or 
work of the station, and signed by the one in charge-of suck work: as, 
ec Publishing House, (Signed) W. 7. Cherry, Publishing 
Agent.” ; 


_Manse, Kuala Lumpur. The Finance Committee on motion 
advised that the M. B. S., Kuala Lumpur, pay for its teachers’ board 
a sum sufficient to allow a margin of about $10 per capita over and above 


the actual cost of their board, this margin to be used for the purpose 
of liquidating the debt on and furnishing the Manse. 
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Native Work, K. L. The matter of the debt of the native work 
at Kuala Lumpur was held over for further information. 


Afternoon Session. 


Bishop Robinson called the Committee to order at 2 p.m. 
The Minutes of the forenoon session were read and approved. 


L. A. Samuel’s Debt. The discussion of the Auditor’s report was 
resumed. 

It was moved and carried that the payment of the doctor’s bill 
against L. A. Samuel, the Tamil preacher at Sitiawan, be referred to 
the District Superintendent. If necessary to pay the amount, it was 
to be secured from local funds if possible. 

Penang Accounts. Mr. Pykett pointed out that the Auditor had 
taken no cognizance of the fact that the school was paying off its in- 
debtedness to the Government at the rate of $2,500 per year, there 
being one more payment to make, after which this amount would be 
available to apply on other debts. Also that no mention was made of 
the condition of the Kulim property, which has appreciated very much 
in value since its purchase, and will soon be bringing in a fair income 
from its rubber. 

In the accounts of the Mission Treasurer the title “ Hughenden ” 
should be “ Penang Road (Wood House) Property.” 

The treasurer was instructed to credit $7,316.88 to the Penang 
Anglo-Chinese School charging Neubronner (Penang Road Property) 
with $4,000 and Fitzgerald Memorial Church with $3,316.88, this being 
a distribution of the funds that had been charged to Fitzgerald Memorial 
Church and credited to A. C. 8. in Penang accounts. 

Ipoh Bungalows. Moved that the rent to the Pool on the two 
bungalows at Ipoh be withdrawn, and that Mr. Horley be allowed to 
take over the debt on them as a loan from the Pool at 7%. This was 
granted on condition that Mr. Horley deposit with the pool in advance 
a sum sufficient to meet the annual interest. 

Auditor’s Report. The Auditor’s Report was accepted and or- 
dered to be placed on file. 

Date of Conference. ‘The prospective date for the coming An- 
nual Conference was fixed as January 8th, 1914. 

Accounts of Pool. It was proposed by Mr. Mansell and approved 
by the Committee that the accounts of the Pool be closed on the 30th of 
November and 31st of May instead of the 31st of December and the 30th 
of June as formerly. 

Loan to C. E. Draper. The Treasurer read a part of a letter from 
C. E. Draper and based on the information and request contained therein 
proposed that the Treasurer be authorised to loan Brother Draper $600 
for the purpose of purchasing a motor cycle for himself and Mrs. Draper ; 
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the loan to bear interest at 7% and to be paid as soon as convenient by 
Mr. Draper, we understanding that Mrs. Draper has money coming 
shortly by which this can be met. It was authorised. 


Not desiring to take up any further new business until the arrival 
of the members from Java, the committee adjourned to meet at 8.30 
Thursday morning. 


Thursday, August 7th, 1913. 


Bishop Robinson called the meeting to order at 8.30 a.m. Present: 
Bishop J. E. Robinson, W. G. Shellabear, W. 'T. Cherry, G. F. Pykett, 
W. E. Horley, C. 8. Buchanan, 8. Abraham, C. M. Worthington, F. H. 
Sullivan, L. Oechsh, O. J. Morris. 


The Minutes of last meeting read, corrected, and approved. 


Date of Conference. A motion by C. S. Buchanan to reconsider 
the date of Annual Conference prevailed. 


It was then moved that the date for the coming Conference be 
altered to the last week in February. After some discussion the follow- 
ing substitute motion was approved by the Committee: That a com- 
mittee consisting of C. S. Buchanan, C. M. Worthington, G. F. Pykett 
and W. E. Horley, be appointed to effect a compromise and bring in 
their report later. 


Board of Education. The report of the meeting of Board of 
Edueation of August 6th was read. The committee then ordered that 
the report be adopted and included in the minutes and instructed the 
secretary to send a copy of the report to the Women’s Finance Com- 
mittee now in session, with the recommendation that they also approve 
of the same. The report is as follows: 

Contract-Teacher Engagements. Resolved, that we approve of 
the continuance of the system of engaging contract-teachers, with em- 
phasis upon the following points :— 

(1) The term of the contract shall be not less than three years. 

_(%) A fair proportion of the teachers engaged should be men, 
having in mind the recruiting of the staff of the Board of Foreign 
Missions.

gage in, with a view to devoting their lives to, vernacular evangelistic

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of the latter should be adequate for manning positions to which the 
former may not be assigned. 

(6) Conditions—(a) Passage to and from the field will be pro- 
vided on the same basis as in the case of Board missionaries. 

(b) In accordance with the practice of the Board, the payments and 
allowances (other than passage) herein provided for shall begin upon 
the appointee’s arrival at his post on the field, and cease upon his depar- 
ture therefrom. 

(c) Appointees will be provided with board and lodging, with an 
annual trip to the Mission Sanitarium, and their authorised doctor’s 
bills will be paid. 

(d) Appointees will be paid monthly in local currency the equi- 
valent of an annual allowance of $200 U. S. currency, and a further 
allowance of $75 U. S. currency in lieu of laundry, car fare, and all 
other incidental expenses. No sums will be paid other than those 
provided for in this contract. j 

(e) In the event of the appointee being certified by two reputable 
physicians to be unfit for work, he shall be entitled to passage home, but 
not to salary after leaving his post or after his appointment is filled by 
another worker. 

Correspondence Votes. Resolved on motion of W. T. Cherry 
that the Corresponding Secretary be requested to report all matters 
acted on by correspondence since last Annual Conference. 

The Treasurer’s report was called for and the Committee agreed 
to take up each item to be dealt with as it was read. 

Taipeng Church Debt. The liquidation of the debt on the Tai- 
peng Church was left in the hands of the F. M. 8. District Superinten- 
dent and the Tamil District Superintendent for careful investigation 
and to see if steps cannot be taken to reduce it. — 

K. L. Church. Moved that the Malacca Street site K. L., includ- 
ing the parsonage lot, be set aside for Tamil work, on the understanding 
that the Tamils pay off the indebtedness and that the present con- 
gregations have use of the building until we get a new church. 

Sitiawan Orphanage. On motion of W. G. Shellabear the com- 
mittee resolved to secure $1,000 for the Sitiawan Orphanage from the 
sale to the W. F. M. 8. of “Stafford ” property in Penang, stating that 
Dr. Luering raised money for the two properties. 

The Sundrum and Paul loans were left in the hands of the 
Treasurer to see what could be done towards their liquidation. 

Gelang. The committee endorsed the vote taken by correspondence 
for the separation of the two purchases of land at Gelang, the treasurer 
being instructed to charge against the value of the property the interest 
accruing on the second purchase. 

The plans for the Gelang Church were approved, with the suggestion 
that the’space between the folding doors be of wood instead of brick. 
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Mowe Property. ‘The Supt. of Malacca District was instructed to 
make provision for the payment of the interest on the Mowe property, 
Sibu, the purchase of which was agreed to by the Committee by corres- 
pondence vote.’ 

Reserve Fund. On motion of the Treasurer it was ordered to 
transfer $450 from the Revenue Account to the Reserve Fund. 


Deficits and Payments. The Corresponding Secretary was in- 
structed to ask the Board in New York to use their influence to induce 
the Leagues that are supposed to be raising Mr. Davis’ salary to pay 
their arrears, making what use they can of the services of Mr. Hoover 
while he is on furlough. 

The Treasurer was requested to ask the Board to make some pro- 
vision for the deficit on Noel Horlev’s and Mr. Oechsli’s transits. 

The Treasurer was instructed to refer the matter of W. T. Ward’s 
salary to Bishop Oldham, to see what can be done towards raising it. 

On motion of C. 8. Buchanan, adjustment of the deficit incurred by 
Hung Pau Seng’s transit expenses was deferred till Conference time. 

The Committee approved of the transfer of the sum of $7 now in 
the Tract Fund to the Tract Fund in the Methodist Publishing House. 

The Publishing Agent was instructed to pay to the Treasurer the 
sum of $300 to the credit of Wesley Place, Batavia, with interest from 
the date of its receipt by the Publishing House, this amount by mistake 
having been included in the Publishing House accounts. 

This motion was amended by striking out the interest clause, and 
the motion as amended was passed. 


Native Work, K. L. The Committee approved of the Treasurer 
allowing the Kuala Lumpur work to extend its debt of $140 until Con- 
ference. 

The Singapore Medical Mission having expressed its desire to 
be no longer a part of our work, the Treasurer was instructed to hold all 
special gifts for that work, and to notify the donors of the change in 
its relation to the Mission. 

The Treasurer’s Report was accepted and ordered to be placed 
on file. ‘The accounts of the Board were accepted as presented by the 
Treasurer, pending audit. 


Audit. On motion of W. T. Cherry, W. G. Shellabear and G. F 
McComb were asked to audit the Pool accounts. 
_ _Thoburn House. The matter of renting Thoburn House was left 
in the hands of the Sec. B. B. L. 
_ Japanese Church. On motion of W. T. Cherry a record in the 
minutes was made to the effect that the $4,000 for a Japanese Church, 
reported on page 43 of the Minutes of the Malaysia Annual Conference 


of 1913, is not in the hands of this committee or of the Dist. Supt., but of 
trustees of the donor’s choosing. ; 
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The motion prevailed that a compilation of all requests for loans 
from the Mission Treasurer be made the order of the day after the 
approval of the minutes at next session. 


Afternoon Session. 


Bishop Robinson called the meeting to order at 2 o’cleok. Those 
\resent same as in the morning. 


The minutes were read, corrected, and approved. 


Loans. The order of ‘the day—compiling a list of requests for 
{oans—was taken up. 

The motion was passed that the standing rule apply to the entire 
list of loans now being compiled; that is, that no advances be made 
except on the condition that the interest and one-tenth of the principal 
be paid annually. 

The following loans asked for were placed on the list for later 
action, 

Singapore District—(1) $2,000 for the erection of a church at 
Gelang on the condition that the District complete payment for the land 
and raise $1,000 in cash before the loan is made. 

(2) An advance of about $400 to erect a temporary building at 
Telok Ayer. 

(3) $8,700 for the Telok Ayer land and building on condition that 
the same amount be raised locally. Mr. Cherry presented the following 
specification concerning this proposition. 


Scheme to provide Premises for a Vernacular Institutional Church at 
Telok Ayer. 

It is noted that in 1912, a 999-year leasehold site was purchased at 
Telok Ayer Street for $3,600, with an area of approximately 3,600 square 
feet, funds for same haivng been loaned by the Treasurer at 7% interest. 

The D. S. is authorised to acquire from Govt. and from the Trustees 
of the Anglo-Chinese Free School, adjacent land as shewn on the Land 
Office plan of back lane scheme for this entire area, at $1.50 per square 
foot, bringing the entire area up to approx. 6,000 square feet, and the 
entire purchase price up to approx. $7,200, 

The D. S. is authorised to borrow for the purpose of giving effect 
to this and other action herein, and the Sec. B. B. L. is authorised to 
act in accordance herewith. 

The D. S. is authorised to ask the W. F. M. S. to advance the 
$5,000 gold promised by them for a pro rata interest in the premises, 
and to guarantee the repayment of this money if the scheme does not 
become effective. 

The Treasurer is instructed to include in the Estimates, and W. T. 
Cherry is instructed to write to the Board, urging them to provide a sum 


equal to that provided by the W. F. M.S. 
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The following are appointed a Building Committee with power to 
give effect to this scheme :—The Supt. of Singapore District, Rev. F. B 
Sullivan, Rev. W. G. Shellabear, the W. F. M. 8. Treasurer, the Prin- 
cipal of the B. W. T. 8., and two Chinese members to be chosen by 
this Com. at its first meeting. Vacancies shall be filled by the Com. 
until confirmed by Finance Com. 

The D. 8. is authorised to borrow the equivalent of $5,000 gold, and 
if borrowed of the Treasurer, the Treasurer is authorised to lend this sum 
at 7%. 

Provided in either case that the Building Com. raise from other 
sources than those mentioned and inclusive of special gifts already 
devoted to this purpose, the equivalent of a further $5,000 gold, 2. 
$8,700 Straits. 

And the Com. is authorised to proceed with the erection of the 
building so soon as it is assured of the provision of three of the four sums 
of $5,000 gold herein mentioned. 

Provided, however, that the Com, shall not incur expense in excess 
of funds at its command; but the Com. may at its discretion erect half 
or more of the proposed building if funds are insufficient to complete 
entirely, plans to be passed by Fin. Com. as usual. 

On any debt to the Treasurer already incurred or to be incurred 
under this scheme, interest shall be charged at a rate not exceeding 7%, 
and accrued interest may be added to the principal up to the limit of 
$1.50 per square foot on the entire lot, purchase price included. 

Payment on the principal debt may be made at any time and in- 
terest shali be computed as above on the unpaid balance after such 
payments, 


Malacca District.—-$2,000 for the purchase of land for the A. C. S., 
Malacca. 


N. I. District — Renewal of the loan of a year ago for $2600 for a 
church at Singkawang. 

$500 for the purpose of purchasing land at Poerwokerto, secured by 
the land. ; 

Tamil District—F400 for the Church in Seremban, to be secured 
by the Malacca and Tamil Districts jointly. 

S. Abraham asked for a further personal loan of $2,000 at 8% to be 


added to the Mortgage of $3,000 now on the property acquired by him- 
self in Kuala Lumpur. 


Penang District—$500 for the Nibong Tbal School and Church at 
least half to be repaid in February 1914 from the Govt. grant. 

General.—H. B. Mansell asked for a loan not to exceed $6,000 for 
the Anglo-Chinese School, to be repaid by the Govt. grant. 


Mr. Mansell also called attention to the fact that the W. F. M. § 
would be asking for a loan. ; 
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Renewal of the last previous arrangement for the M. P. H. to borrow. 


Estimates. The Committee ordered that the Estimates be the 
order of the day after the approval of the minutes on Friday morning. 


Friday, August 8th, 1913. 


Com. called to order by Bishop Robinson at 8.30. 
The Minutes were read and approved. 
Estimates. Consideration of the estimates was resumed. 


Salaries and Allowances. The Cor. Sec. was instructed to ask 
the Board for an authoritative copy of the scale of field and furlough 
salaries and allowances for children, with especial reference to George 
Pykett, who is expecting to attend University College, Reading, England ; 
Eddie Horley, now in Kingswood School, England; and Ellace Bucha- 
nan, who is attending school in America and boarding ina private 
family. . 
The Cor. See. was also instructed to inquire whether the basis for 
computing a missionary’s salary is to be the date of his first arrival on 
the field, or the date when he was accepted by the Board, the inquiry 
having special reference to the cases of Bros. W. E. Horley and C. M. Wor. 
thington.

W. F. M. S. Estimates. At 10 o’clock the Woman’s Finance 
Committee met in joint session with the Committee. 

After singing and prayer, the W. F. M. S. Estimates were read, 
discussed, and approved. 

The case of Miss Stefanski’s conference transit was referred to the 
Woman’s Committee. 

Board of Education. Mr. Cherry read the resolutions taken by 
the Educational Board for the information of the joint committee, as 
follows: 

The Board met at the Nind Home, Singapore, August 7th, 1913, 
at 8 p.m. Present:—Bishop J. E. Robinson in the chair; Messrs. Shel- 
labear, Pykett, Mansell, Buchanan, Abraham, and Cherry ; and Misses 
M. Olson and M. Marsh. 

The Board effected permanent organisation by electing Dr. Shel- 
labear as chairman and W, T. Cherry as Secretary. 

Secondary Education —The following resolution was unanimously 
carried :—That we express it as our fixed conviction that secondary work 
is an inseparable part of our educational policy, and that we cannot 
entertain any suggestion that contemplates surrendering or discontinuing 
such work. 

Normal Training—It was resolved that we appoint a committee 
to wait. upon the Colonial Secretary to express our readiness to set apart 
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to normal training work the best teacher we can appoint to such work, 
and to undertake teacher training, provided Government will give the 
same per capita allowance to our normal pupils as it now pays or will 
pay to Government normal pupils. 

The Committee appointed under this resolution is as follows :—W. 
G. Shellabear, H. B. Mansell, W. I’. Cherry. 


Seremban School.—lt was resolved that we start a school at once in 
the building given us by Government in Seremban. 

Gelang.—Permission was also given to open a school in the proposed 
church at Gelang, to place it under the Anglo-Chinese School, and if 
possible under Government recognition. 


Singapore College-—The question was discussed of seeking local 
support for the College scheme but it was decided that the present dis- 
position of workers made it inadvisable to proceed forthwith. 


W. T. Cuerry, Secretary. 


Appointments. Bishop Robinson read the following :—“ In view 
of the fact that missionaries occasionally reach Singapore from America, 
of whose appointment by the Board advice may not have been forwarded 
before their arrival, the Bishop deems it advisable to appoint the Super- 
intendents of the Singapore and Malacca Districts and the Treasurer 
of the W. F .M 8.. a committee to arrange for the employment of such 
missionaries pending their formal appointment by him. 


Audit. The payment for the Auditor’s fees for W. F. M. 8. 
accounts was brought up, and the ladies consented that the W. F. M. 8. 
Treasurer should pay the amounts assessed and then arrange with the 
different stations. 


The joint session then adjourned.

The business of the Finance Committee was resumed. 


Furloughs. ‘The question of Mr. Pykett’s furlough was left over 
until Conference. 

A list was compiled showing the probable dates at which missionaries 
would be going on furlough, and consideration given to providing for 
the appointment of their successors. 

Miss Nettie Moore, a primary supervisor in the M. B. 8., K. L., 
being due to leave in February, request was made that her successor 
arrive by January 1914. 

Request was made for a man to succeed Miss Layer, Cambridge 
class, A. C. S., Singapore, to arrive here by August Ist, 1914. 

The question of a successor for R. L. Archer, Buitenzorg, was de- 
ferred until Conference, with the record that we recommend Bro. Archer 
to fulfil his contract and then take a longer furlough than the contem- 
plated few months, and that he use his time to cultivate the interest

of the Epworth Leagues of Pittsburg Conference in Java work ; provided 
the original plan, for his fiancé to come to the field before Conference, 
is not carried out. 

Miss Emma Olson’s successor, for the A. C. 8., Singapore, is desired 
to arrive by August Ist, 1914. 

Mark Freeman is due to leave in July 1914, and a provisional re- 
quest was made for some one to succeed him at Pangkal Pinang. 

Permission was granted for Mr. Horley to return to Ipoh after the 
afternoon session. 


Afternoon Session. 


The Committee was called to order by Bishop Robinson at 2.30. 
All present. : 


The Minutes were read, corrected, and approved. 

Conference Date. ‘The Com. on date for Annual Conference re- 
ported in favour of the date already agreed upon. 

Telok Anson teacher. It was recommended that a man be 
secured from America for the Telok Anson School, that his outward 
transit be provided for by the Teacher’s Transit Fund, and that transit 
payments for the first year be charged on the books and if necessary 
refunded at the end of the first year; this arrangement to prevail for one 
year only. 

Reappointment of Missionaries. ‘Ihe Com. placed on record 
its appreciation of the work of Bro. Morris, and while requesting him to 
remain a year longer before taking furlough, recommends his recognition 
as a missionary of the Board. 

On motion of C. S. Buchanan, the action referring to Bro. Under- 
hill was reconsidered, and his case deferred until Conference time, his 
D. S. being instructed to investigate very thoroughly the reasons for 
reconsideration; and all previous references to this case were ordered 
stricken from the minutes. 

It was carried unanimously that we ask the Board to return H. B. 
Mansell to the field after his furlough. 

It was directed that the Board be asked to sanction F. H. Sullivan’s 
furlough, but with the minute that if circumstances demand his re- 
tention on the field, his departure will be deferred until a later date 
than the adjournment of the coming Conference. 

It was resolved, that we earnestly desire the return of Dr. B. F. West 
to Malaysia, and that he be reinstated by the Board in the same relation 
to the budget as regards length of service as he occupied at the time of 
his departure from the field. 

The Corresponding Secretary was instructed to ask for the return of 
B. J. Baughman with the proviso that if he remain off the field for the 
purpose of studying, beyond a year’s furlough, he cease to be a charge on 
on our budget until his return, 
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Medical Work. After the discussion of the appointment of a 
Doctor to Sitiawan, a committee, consisting of G. F. Pykett, W. E. 
Horley, and C. E. Draper, was appointed to investigate and report very 
definitely to our next session on the location of a hospital at that 
station. 

Saturday, August 9th, 1913.

Dr. Oldham transfers to the Mission, the benefit to be shared by the 
College and the Publishing House, his interests in Rosely Rubber Estates 
Ltd., the Mandai Syndicate, and the Sitiawan Mission Plantations Ltd., 
for the sum of $18,000 gold, payable as follows: $4,000 forthwith, $4,000 
six months hence, the remaining $10,000 to remain with the Mission at 
5% interest for five years, at the end of which time Dr. Oldham shall 
have the right to determine, subject to six months’ notice, what further 
disposition is to be made of this sum; interest to be payable half yearly 
in advance, the first payment to be made in January 1914. :

and should she not so return, her contribution shall be returnable to her, 
and the donation to the M. P. H. 

Sundry payments. The Treasurer was authorised to pay Miss 
Nichols’ salary from Feb. 15 to March 31 from the Transit Fund. 

S. Abraham was allowed to claim Conference and Finance Com- 
mittee transit one way by rail, and one way by boat. 

The moving expenses of B. O. Wilcox from Soerabaya to Sing- 
kawang were ordered paid from Class LX, and those of H. C. Bower by 
the N. L. District. ;

Moved and agreed to unanimous- 
ly, that Messrs. Mansell Cherry and Shellabear, be authorised to 
hid on the Lambert property next to Oldham Hall lane, which is 
to be so'd at. auction by Ching Keng Lee & Co. on the 29th inst., 
at the following maximum prices: Lot No. 1 Stables, $40,000 or 
$1 per foot; Lots 2, 3, 4, Orchard Road, $2 per foot for one, others 
$1.50; Lot 5 adjoining View Place, $15,000 or 25 cents per foot; 
Lots 6 and 7, Vacant lots off Oldham Hall, lane, $20,000 or $1 per 
Toot. 

Moved and carried unanimously, that Cherry, Shellabear, and 
Mansell be authorized to make arrangements for a Bank overdraft 
or otherwise to find the funds to carry into effect the above action; 
and to enter into enquiries concerning the future occupation of 
lands to be purchased. 

Loans. Moved and carried that the committee authorise a 
further loan to the Sitiawan Mission Plantations, Ltd., of $1,500 
from the Pool Funds, interest at 8%.

Tuesday, January 13th, 1914. 


The Finance Committee met at the Methodist Publishing 
House Singapore, January 13th, 1914. Present:—Bishop J. EH. 
Robinson, and Messrs. Horley, Pykett, Buchanan, Denyes, Oechsli, 
Sullivan, Abraham, Shellabear, Cherry and Morris. 


The Board’s Balance Sheet to December 51st, 1913, was 
then presented (see next page). 

The following items from the Board’s Balance Sheet were in- 
cluded in the Redistribution for 1914. B. J. Baughman’s Transit 
$211.53, Madeleine Horley’s Transit*$181.09, J. R. Denyes’ Transit

The D. S. of Penang and the Conference Auditor were ap- 
pointed to adjust the accounts in Penang making the transfer of 
“Stafford ” to the W. F. M.S., they having agreed to same by cable 
from U.S. A. Also the transfer of the $1000 to Sitiawan Orphan- 
age as per mid-year minutes, page 17.

Van Dyke Debt. Mr. Cherry presented a letter from A. J. 
Amery, as attorney for B. F. VanDyke asking for payment of money 
due him from the Sitiawan Station. On a statement from C. E. 
Draper of funds due to Sitiawan Station from the Plantation, the 
Secretary of the Plantation (O. J. Morris) was asked to settle this 
account that Mr. Draper might make the payment due to Mr. 
Amery. 


B. B. L. Report. The following report of the Sec. B. B. L. 
was read and accepted :— 

(1) The final liquidation of the Financial Board has been 
effected, and that Board no longer exists. 

(2) Our Solicitors in Kuala Lumpur have submitted to 
Government an ordinance incorporating your Secretary in the 
Federated Malay States, but I have no advice that the Ordinance 
has yet been passed. When the Bill for this matter has been paid, 
I propose to collect the costs from the various properties benefitted 
by incorporation in the F. M. S., as already authorised by you, 
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(8) During the year 1913 we acquired the following pro- 
perties: 2 lots oft Oldham Hall Lane, from the Lambert Estate. 
‘Lhe Wilson & Co. property on Orchard Road. 

(+) Application was made to Government, at the request of 
the W. F. M.S. Finance Committee, for the conversion of the title 
to the Short Street School, but our request was not granted. 

(5) The Statutory grant for the “ Hill View ” and Fitzgerald 
Church site at Penang, for which we surrendered the title déeds, 
has been deposited with your Secretary. 

(6) The W. F. M.S. has consented to the purchase of the 

Stafford” property in Penang. Will your instruct the proper 
persons to adjust their accounts ‘accordingly ? 

(7) Government served notice of its intention to alienate. a 
portion of our land at Petaling Hill, Kuala Lumpur, but as the 
sah of negotiations by Mr. Horley, this action was rescinded. 

(8) I desire definite instructions in regard to Rosely Rubber 
Kstate, concerning which I have correspondence to submit. 

(9) I also desire instructions as to the use you desire to make 
of the Wilson property on Orchard Road. 

(10) The mortgage on the Ravensway property has been. paid 
off. 

(11) The sum of $1200 was asked for by, and paid to, the 
Mortgagors of the Publishing House property. 

(12) The Bank allowed an overdraft limit of $75,000, and the 
deeds of the Ravensway property have been deposited as collateral 
security, in addition to deeds already with the Bank. 

English Work. ‘The chair appointed a committee of three 
(Cherry, Denyes and Shellabear) to bring in a report concerning 
the chaplaincy and other matters concerning Wesley Church, at the 
next mid-year session. 

Orchard Road Property. ‘The committee on purchase and 
sale of Orchard Road property was discontinued. 

A committee was appointed to consider the question of build- 
ing on the Orchard Road property in front of Oldham Hall, vvz., 
Cherry, Shellabear, Oechsli, Denyes, pane and Polglase ; report 
to be made at the mid- -year session, 


‘Sitiawan. The interest on the loan to 8.°M. P. Ltd. was 
ordered to be reduced as from Jan. Ist, 1914, from 8% to 7%, 
whether the loan be due to the Treasurer or to any Mission insti- 
tution. 

The matter of securing a preacher-teacher and dealing with 
the Sitiawan Day School was referred to a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Draper, Pykett, and Shellabear. 

Orphanage expenditure was referred to the same committee. 
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Audit. A communication from the New York office concern- 
ing O. J. Morris was read, and the committee unanimously endorsed 
the proposal, and requested his return to the Mission. It was 
decided to revert to the old system of audit during Mr: Morris’ 
absence, the same fees as paid last year to be collected this year, 
the money to go towards Morris’ furlough salary. W. G. Shellabear 
and L. Oechsli were appointed auditors for the M. P. H., and pro- 
vision for the other audit work was left to Annual Conference, 


Wednesday, January 14th, 1914. 


N. I. District. ©. S. Buchanan proposed that two other 
members from the N. I. Dist be allowed to sit with the Committee, 
in order that they might get acquainted with some of the methods 
of doing business, looking to the time when it would be necessary 
to have a similar committee in Java. R. L. Archer and W. 'T. Ward 
were accordingly seated. 

Medical Work. ‘The Sitiawan Hospital proposition was 
brought up and C. E. Draper gave a report on the information 
collected. After discussing the openings for medical work at Siti- 
awan, Sibu, and Java, it was voted to request the Cabinet to appoint 
Dr. Perkins to Java. 

Conference Transits. ‘The question of conference transits 
was referred to a committee consisting of Messrs. Pykett, Horley 
and Shellabear, their report on rules governing conference transi/, 
to be brought in at the mid-year session. 

It was then ordered that a lump sum of $25 be granted to 
Huong Pau Seng for transit this year. 

Furlough. R. L. Archer was advised to fill out his contract 
term and that the matter of his furlough and re-engagement would 
be brought up for further consideration at the mid-year session. 
Mr, Underhill was asked to report on his financial arrange- 
ments. The committee authorised that /300 from the funds 
secured by his night classes be granted Mr. Underhill to be applied 
on his medical bills; that his ergan be paid for from the same 
sources ; that steps be taken to get a man in his place, that he be 
allowed to go home immediately the new man arrives, and that he 


be recommended to the Board for recognition and for return to this 
field as a married missionary.

Friday, January 16th, 1914. 


Conference having adjourned, the newly elected Committee 
met, viz., the Bishop, and Messrs. Shellabear, Denyes, Buchanan, 
Horley, Cherry, Abraham, Oechsli, Archer, Ward, Hoover, Wor- 
thington, and Parker. 

The Redistribution was continued. Mr. Cherry asked for 
$1000 of the $1500 addition to the appropriation, for the Teluk 
Ayer project. Granted. 

Conference Claimants. The Mission Treasurer was in- 
structed to ascertain from his books where the Conference Claimants 
funds are invested. It was also recommended to the Board of 
Stewards that $5 per month be granted to each of Gnanasihomany’s 
two children while they continue in our school in India, 

Sanitarium. L. Oechsli was given permission to use a sum 
equivalent to his Sanitarium allowance in making a trip.to Java 
for a vacation. 

W. T. Cherry was given permission to rent a house at the sea- 
side for one month at the expense of the M. P. H., since it would be 
impossible for him to use the Sanitarium this year. 

Sec’y Education. ‘The travelling expenes of the Educational 
Secretary was ordered to be divided among the different schools 
in a ratio to be determined later.

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Penang Finances. A committee consisting of Denyes, 
Pykett, Cherry and Morris was appointed to study the Penang 
financial situation and formulate a policy for taking care of in- 
vestments made there. 


Medan Property. It was carried to permit W. T. Ward to 
borrow $5000 from the Pool for a school building in Medan on 
condition that he first raise $5000 from other sources, and that he 
must keep up interest payments and. return $500 on principal 
yearly. 

It was suggested that the Bishop, G. F. Pykett and W. T. 
Ward take steps to institute a money campaign in Medan for a 
school building fund. 


K. L. Property. The following committee was given power 
to act with reference to the further loan to S. Abraham, as well as 
to deal with the Tamil Parsonage lot and other K. L. property :— 
Messrs. Cherry, Shellabear, Horley, Denyes, Parker and Abraham. 


As recommended by the Auditor, it was ordered that as soon 
as the grants are received, $122.53 be paid on The Manse debt from 
the rubber account in the M. B. S., that the interest on the $850 
for this year be paid from the same fund, and $100 per year be 
paid on the principal until the debt is liquidated. The balance in 
this rubber fund to be kept subject to the disposal of the Finance 
Committee at next Conference. 


The C. Y. M. A. building proposition was referred to the K.

The Educational Secretary was authorised to examine the pro- 
perty accounts of the N. L. District. 

‘The ‘Treasurer was instructed to secure a proper promissory 
note for the Philippine Islands Mission loan and to urge the rapid 
repayment of the debt. 


Conference Claimants. The Bishop requested the Con- 
ference Treasurer to secure proper written acknowledgements of 
all moneys belonging to the Conference Claimants fund, now in the 
hands of the Pool Treasurer. 


Rates of Interest. Gelang Church and the Tamil Church 
building funds were put on the 6% list. 


The amount to be transferred to Oldham Hall reserve fund 
fiom current account, was referred to W. T. Cherry, O. J. Morris 
and W. A. Wells. 

Nind Home electric lighting fund, and Nind Home Dormitory 
were put on the 6% list of labilities. 

The small sum to Dr. West’s credit was ordered sent to him. 

‘The Pool Treasurer was instructed to receive sundry deposits, 
paying 5% to Mission workers and institutions, 4% to thers 
making a fixed deposit of 6 months, and 25% on miscellaneous 
deposits, these rates being advisory only. 

The sum of $500 was transferred from Revenue to Reserve 
fund. 

L. Oechsli, W. T. Cherry and W. G. Shellabear were appointed 
to ascertain the meaning of “ India Special Gift” in the Board’s 
balance sheet, and to make disposal of same. 

The Pool balance sheet was adopted subject to audit. 


Loans. W. G. Shellabear was authorised to expend the 
estimated proceeds of Sitiawan Church Lot rubber to the amount 
of $900 as follows:—Erection of teachers’ quarters on the school 
lot with the timbers of Van Dyke’s house for $400; payment of 
parsonage loan $500. And he was authorised to borrow up to $900 
during the year to meet this expenditure on the understanding that 
the whole amount be repaid this year.

January 27th, 1914. 


Kuala Lumpur Property. The sub-committee appointed by 
Finance Committee to deal with K. L. property met in Kuala 
Lumpur Jan, 27th, 1914, at 9.30 a.m. Present, Bishop J. E. 
Robinson, W. E. Horley, W. G. Parker, S. Abraham, W. G. 
Shellabear. W. G. Shellabear was appointed Secretary. 

The proposed sites for Chinese Young Men’s Association and 
the new church buildings were viewed, and an informal discussion 
took place. 


January 28th, 1914. 


The Committee re-assembled at 2 p.m. on Wednesday, January 
28th. Present, Bishop Robinson, W. G. Parker, S. Abraham, W. 
G. Shellabear, W. T. Cherry, O. J. Morris, J. R: Denyes. After 
seeing the various sites it was resolved as follows: 

I. That the site for the Chinese Young Men’s Association 
building be approved, and all details as to plans and erection of 
building be entrusted to the Dist. Supt. and the Missionary-in- 
charge, and that a formal lease be made with the Board of Build- 
ing and location of a nominal rent of one dollar per year for the 
land and approach to the building, on condition that the building 
be used only for the purpose of the Chinese Young Men’s Asso- 
ciation, that the Board of Control of the said Association be com- 
posed of seven members of whom four shall be appointed annually 
by the Malaysia Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh, and that should the building be diverted to any use other 
than that of the Association, or cease to be used by the Association 
for a period of six months, it shall revert to the owners of the land; 
the said lease shall be for a period of ten years and thereafter sub- 
ject to twelve months’ notice in writing to the Association, but 
should the Mission terminate the lease under twenty years from the 
date thereof, the Mission shall compensate the Association for the 
building then standing, at a valuation; and should the building 
at any time be destroyed by fire or otherwise, the lease shall then 
and there terminate.* 

II. That for the new church site we prefer the N. W. corner 
of the Mission property, and recommend (a) that immediate steps 


oN 
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be taken for the levelling of the site and the construction of a 
road along the right of way leading to Sultan Street; (b) that the 
total expenditure on the building and furnishing, and on the pre- 
paration of the site and approaches, shall not exceed $20,000 ; (c) 
that we approve of obtaining as much as possible of this sum by the 
sale for not less than $12,000 of the lower half of the portion of 
Petaling Hill property next to the Golf Club, the matter of the 
sale being committed to W. E. Horley, W. G. Parker, and the Secy. 
B. B. L.; (d) that when the question of the right of way on the 
approach from Sultan Street is settled in our favour, the Treasurer 
be instructed to provide not more than $2,000 for the preparation 
of the church site and approaches, payable in instalments of $500 
each, to the order of W. G. Parker; (¢) that when the question of 
the site is settled, W. E. Horley and W. G. Parker be authorised 
to prepare plans of the church and submit them to the Board of 
Building and Location.* 

If. That in view of the fact that the Boy’s School teachers 
have been living in the Misison House without paying rent, we 
. request the School Finance Committee to make such improvements 
and alterations as are necessary to provide accommodation for two 
married couples, as well as for the single teachers now occupying 
the house, at a cost not exceeding $750. 

IV. That a further sum of $1,500 be advanced to S. Abra- 
‘ham, making the total amount of $8,500 on lots A and B on which 
stand Visuvasar Villa and the new house now nearing completion, 
this loan to be conditioned on a new form of charge being 
executed for this amount in favour of the Secy. B. B. L., in whose 
favour the two houses are also to be insured for their full value. 

Redistribution. The Treasurer presented advance proofs of 
the Redistribution showing that the Deficit for 1914 is $574.41. 

Staff. The Cor. Secy. announced that the Board had accepted 
Mark Freeman as a missionary of the Board, and that Dr. Oldham 
had declined to recommend a special grant for the return to the 
field of Kllace Buchanan, stating that if the Com. desired her 
return it should be financed through the Redistribution.

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The two accounts with S$. M. P, Ltd. represent the amounts 
charged for Mr. Draper’s salary (a) prior to this year, (b) during 
this vear, in accordance with your action of Jan. 13th last. These 
will increase until relieved by a dividend from the Plantation. 

Dr. Perkins’ transit and the 1914 Deficit are both concerned 
with a letter from the Board which is before you. 

Pool Balance Sheet.—I. On the list of Liabilities you will 
observe : 

(1) Ariyanayagam loan: Interest is paid to Mr. Abraham, 
but the Treasurer takes no account of what becomes of the money 
after that. 

(2) H. E. B. Memorial is a new account. I have no in- 
formation as to what the money is for. It was sent by the Board. 

(3) Superannuates Fund: the increased credit is due 
chiefly to the receipt of Book Concern dividend of $421 gold. The 
payments authorised by the Minutes of Jan. 16th are being made, 
though no action has yet been taken by the Conference Stewards. 

(4) W.F. Oldham: ‘The sum of $10,000 gold represents the 
5% fixed deposit on which interest is paid half yearly in advance. 
The other sum to his credit, $2,903.49 has since been sent him. 

(5) Sundry Deposits at 6% and 5% represent chiefly per- 
sonal deposits by missionaries. A lst is on the table if the Com. 
Wishes to inspect same, 

(6) Nind Home Electric Light and Pierce Bequest 
funds have been transferred from the 5% to 6% list as directed. 

(7) Reserve Fund has been augmented by the transfer from 
Revenue account of $500 as ordered, plus $70 interest. 

(8) The Yacht Fund has been diminished by the payment 
ordered to B. O. Wilcox. 

(9) School Current accounts are grouped together as 
they represent sums that will practically all be withdrawn by 
Conference time, namely $29,000. 

(10) Petaling Hill account represents the amount paid for 
the property taken for us by Goyt., less a small sum remitted to 
Kuala Lumpur. 

(11) College Fund: This represents the first three items 
and part of the fourth under the heading “ College accounts ” at 
the foot of the list of Assets. It should include them all but the 
balance credit in the Singapore College account was insufficient to 
pay the entire purchase price of the Wilson property by some 
$25,000. Pending the receipt of funds for this purpose, will you 
authorise the Treasurer. to apply to this purchase such funds as 
may from time to time be in the College account, meanwl 
ing interest on the unpaid part of the purchase price of t 
property ?

(1) Penang shows some reduction of its debt. Mrs. Old- 
ham has paid $880 gold to Fitzgerald Memorial Church, and the 
W. F. M.S. has paid $2,000 gold on the purchase of Stafford. By 
debiting the price of Stafford to the W. F. M.S. before they remit 
the whole of the purchase price, interest is being incurred, and 
this must be met as well as the transfer price. 

(2) Several small loans authorised at last session have been 
made to Malacca, Sitiawan, Soemoeden and Poerwokerto. 

(3) The Sitiawan Mission Plantation repaid $1,500 of its 
supplementary loan of $4,000, and now owes but $870.35 in excess 
of the original $30,000 loan. 

(+) Rosely Estate stands $9,000 in debt, but the tenth and 
final $1,000 has since been loaned. I will explain this verbally. 

(5) The Philippine Islands Ioan has been repaid since this 
Balance Sheet was drawn up. ‘This materially improves our credit 
at the Bank, but deprives us of a 7$% loan. 

(6) The Benjafield, Wijeyekoon, and Abraham loans 
keep up their interest payments. Mr. Wijeyekoon Jr., returns to 
the Colony shortly, and in due course should undertake the repay- 
ment of this money. Mr. Abraham’s insurance policies are in the 
hands of the Secy. B. B. L. but one of them is in his own name. 

(7) The Sundrum and Paul loans are very troublesome 
and unsatisfactory. I have taken the liberty of getting new notes 
in both cases, removing Bishop Oldham’s name from. same, and 
reducing the rates of interest and amount of instalment, but even 
this does not result in much reduction of the debt. Paul is a sick 
man; his debt is partly secured though I have not the securities. 
Sundrum has been out of work part of the time, but might have 
paid more than he has. I request leave, if circumstances require 
it, to turn this Sundrum loan over to a solicitor to collect. 

(8) Oldham Investments belong equally to the College and 
Publishing House. They consist of Rosely, Mandai, and Sitiawan 
stock, and cost us $18,000 gold ($31,403.41). Of tlis sum, 
$8,000 gold has been paid to W. F. Oldham, and the balance 
remains on fixed deposit as already reported. ‘The interest is 
paid half yearly and charged to College and Publishing House. 
The latter account is named M. P. H. Oldham Investments. The 
Publishing House is not paying its share of the charges but is 
allowing the whole affairs to remain on the Pool accounts for 
the time being. ‘The amount of these investments will increase 
about $3,000 when the Mandai affair is concluded. 

(9) The following accounts are not keeping up their interest 
payments :—Malacca: Chinese Parsonage, Chureh, A. ©.

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III. I now wish to report on two matters of special im- 
portance : 

(1) The Bank overdraft had risen, by the time the school 
grants came in, to about $70,000. When the grants had been re- 
ceived, and pressing claims upon same had been met, the overdraft 
stood at about $25,000 with which to commence the financial year. 
The Tsutada loan of $6,000 had to be repaid, $33,000 was needed 
to complete the purchase of the Wilson property, $7,000 was due 
Bishop Oldham, $2,000 to Rosely, there were heavy claims on 
Teacher Transit funds, and, our account with the Board of Foreign 
Missions being heavily in the Board’s favour, we had to pay out 
about $3,500 a month without receiving any remittances from New 
York. It was obvious that our arrangements for credit at the 
Bank were inadequate, so with the written concurrence of Bishop J. 
E. Robinson arrangements were made for an overdraft limit of 
$120,000, and the deeds of the Wilson property were deposited as 
additional collateral. Since then, the deposit of the Petaling Hill 
money and the repayment of the Philippine Islands loan have 
improved our credit by about $41,000, and the overdraft at June 
20th, after booking these items, was reduced to $33,000. There are 
now no large sums, so far as I know, likely to come in or go out 
between now and the end of the year, but in the ordinary course 
of business the school grants will be gradually withdrawn, amount- 
ing to $29,000, and some of them may overdraw. 

(2) The Board’s overdraft a year ago stood at nearly 
$14,000. On this sum we paid no interest, but it saved us 6%, or 
$840 per year. It was not to be expected that the Board would 
approve of that state of affairs, as its exchange is not supposed to 
be sold by the Treasurer until needed. So for months the Board 
has sent us no money, and your Treasurer, while working off this 
balance, has had to carry the entire budget out of local resources, 
and also to lose the interest that this balance earned us last year. 

Deprived of the interest earned by this Board overdraft I have 
to point out to you that your Reserve Fund and Revenue account 
are in danger. You have built up a Reserve of $3,120.21, and in 
addition had $1,029.17 in Revenue account. The latter account 
represents the difference between interest received and interest paid 
out, and has to bear all incidental expenses of administering the 
Pool funds, including the clerk’s salary $60 per month. I have a 
pill from the Board for $550 gold interest on overdraft with them: 
this will wipe out our Revenue account, which barely held its own 
the past six months, and cannot do so the next six months. 

I now suggest two or three things that may be done to meet 
this state of affairs, namely: (1) Transfer the John Mason Annuity 
to the 6% class, as we can get money locally at that rate, and this 
annuity costs the School 54%. (2) The Ariyanayagam Fond ce 
be treated in the same way but it will save only $10 a year and there 
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are sentimental reasons for not altering this. (3) Reduce the rate 
of interest on current accounts of Mission institutions to 4%. This 
is the maximum bank rate on fixed deposits and is four times as 
much as can be had on current accounts. The application of these 
suggestions to the present Liabilities will create an average saving 
‘or the next nine months of $31. per month, assuming that the 
grants will be withdrawn at the rate of $4,000 per month.

Sundrum Loan.—The Treasurer was authorized to collect 
by law the debt due on the Sundrum note. 


S. Abraham’s Loan.—It was ordered that the insurance 
po.icies on the property for which a loan was made to S. Abraham, 
he vested in the Secretary of the Board of Building and Location. 


Sanitarium.—W. FE. Horley and W. G. Shellabear were 
appointed a committee to make a list of the payments to be made 
by missionaries for Sanitarium upkeep. 

Rate cf Interest.—The Treasurer was ordered to reduce the 
rate of interest from 5% to 4% on institutional deposits, and from 
65% to 6% on the John Mason Annuity. 

The Cor. Sec. was order to request the Board not to charge 
interest unless our debits at New York exceed 25% of our appro- 
p:iations and special gifts, or a time allowance be made for re- 
mittances in transit. 

The Treasurer’s Report was then accepted. 


The Report of the Secy. B. B. L. was presented as follows :— 


Insurance.—We have never appointed a Conference custodian 
of insurance policies, nor recorded any formal report on the subject ; 
but as most of the policies are now, with the title deeds, in my 
hands as Sec. B. B. L., I present some information on the subject 
in tabular form herewith. 

This report covers only such policies as I happen to have. 
Some important properties are conspicuous by their absence from 
the list, and I suggest (1) That the Secy. B. B. L. be made 
custodian of all policies and renewal receipts not held by other 
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parties as security; (2) That the District Superintendents be in- 
structed to see that all such papers from their respective districts 
be forthwith deposited with said custodian, together with a list of 
all risks not covered by insurance; (3) That the Com. issue its 
instructions in regard to the deficiencies reported herewith; and 
(4) 'Lhat in the Neth. Indies Dist., the Dist. Supt. be the custodian 
of Insurances.

The purchase of the Wilson & Co. property, Orchard Road, 
Singapore has been concluded, and in addition to the 20 years’ 
lease of the photo premises provided for in the teansfer, I have 
permitted Mr. Michael the use of the remainder of the site tem- 
porarily on the nominal rental of $10 per month, pending your 
instructions. 

Permission is asked in the case of property used as mis- 
sionary residences to meet the expense of the caretaker from local 
sources o.her than at the missionary’s personal expense; and to 
adjust 1914 accounts accordingly.

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Deficit 1914.—The transit of Dr. Perkins under Class VI was 
transferred to the “locally found” column as ordered by the 
Board, any saving from this transfer being credited to 1914 deficit 
account. 

Staff.—C. E. Draper was permitted to take his vacation at 
Penang instead of Taipeng. 

The Cor. Sec. was instructed to ask for a graduate of an 
Agricultural College to take C. E. Draper’s place at Sitiawan from 
January 1916. 

Miss Urech was given permission to go home at the end of 
August, and the Treasurer was instructed to provide her transit 
direct to Europe. 

P. lL. Peach’s letter was presented in regard to his relation 
to the Board and a draft letter in reply was approved to the effect 
that he should be supported by the school as a Board missionary.

Sec. was instructed to inform the 
Board that it is the sense of this committee that missionaries should 
not be allowed to extend their furloughs beyond 12 months, except 
in the case of actual ill health, or for work which they have been 
requested to do by their own Finance Committee, and in case their 
furlough is extended for other reasons, that their support should 
be provided from sources other than our appropriation. 

Staff.—The Board was requested to recall A. H. Fisher and 
to provide for his transit from the Emergency Fund. 

The Cor. Sec. was instructed to ascertain from the Board 
whether O. J. Morris is to be returned to this field. 

W. L. Ward was excused from further attendance. 


Thursday, July 16th, 1914, 


Secretary of Education.—The Cor. Sec. was instructed to 
request the Board to ask the Board of Education for the support 
of the Secretary of Education, and in the event of their being 
unable to obtain such a grant, to increase our appropriation 
ai Sa in addition to any increase which might otherwise 
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The Estimates were adopted. (See Estimates). 

N. I. District—The motion limiting Finance Committee 
transits from the Netherlands Indies to two men, was reconsidered, 

On motion it was ordered that the unexpended balance of 
Finance Committee transits under the Redistribution Class LX, 
be allowed to the three representatives from N. I. District. 

The Board’s letter of March 25 was read :— 

Salaries.—'The Cor. Sec. was instructed to reply that we 
approve the principle of paying missionary salaries towards the 
end instead of at the beginning of each month, and will adjust our 
accounts as soon as possible, and in case of new missionaries the 
action will take place at once. 

Also that we accept the suggestion that the Treasurer be 
advised not to bank the Board’s drafts until necessary. 

Audit.—The Treasurer was authorised to deduct audit fees 
from the various institutions from which they are due. 

Statistics.—The Cor. Sec. read a letter from the Board of 
Bishops of Southern Asia, dated 18th June. 

‘Lhe matter of reporting on Property was referred to the Sec. 
B. B. L., and the Dist. Supts. were instructed to furnish the 
needed information; and, in addition, the replies to the question- 
naire accompanying Dr. Sheetz’s trip. 

Conference Claimants.—The Dist. Supts. were urged to 
give their earnest attention to the collection for Conference Claim- 
ants, 

Missionary Provident Fund.—A letter from Mr. Hobart, 
of China, regarding a Provident Fund for missionaries, was read, 
and no action was taken. 

Sunday School Grant.—The Cor. Sec. called attention to 
the grant for Sunday School Literature and requests for such were 
ordered to be sent to the Local Publishing Committee. 

W. F. M. S.—The W. F. M. 8. Finance Committee met with 
this Committee in joint session. 

The W. F. M. 8. Estimates were read. 

Staff.—On motion it was ordered that Miss Hendee be re- 
leased from work with the Malacca Girls’ School and with the 
Mission from the date of next Conference, and that the Finance 
Committee expresses to her its thanks for her services. 

Bishop Eveland and W. E. Horley were appointed a com- 
mittee to approach the Parent Board and W. F. M. 8. with the 
object of making such an exchange as will provide for a married 
missionary to carry on the Girls’ School at Taipeng, and a W. iy 
M. 8.. lady to work at Ipoh. 


(4) MALAYSIA FENANCE COMMITTEE. 


Bishop J. W. Robinson.—W. E. Horley presented the fol- 
lowing resolution:—The joint session of the Finance Committee 
desires to express its appreciation of the visit of Bishop J. W. 
Robinson and trust that God will bless his labours in the home 
land. “The resolution was adopted by a rising vote. Bishop 
Robinson then took his departure. 


Provident Fund.—The following applications for member- 
ship in the Provident Fund were presented and approved :—Charles 
B. Paul, Josephine Shepherdson, and Beryl Coombes, Singapore A. 
C. 8.; F. Kanaga Sabapathy Vanniasingham, Penang A. C. 5. 

Until next conference session, the N. I. District was permitted 
to make payments to the Provident Fund subject to its ap- 
plications being submitted to the next session for approval, and if 
not so approved the payments will be returned to them. 

The Treasurer was authorised to formulate and print a 
certificate for issue to the members of the Provident Fund. 

The Treasurer of the Provident Fund was authorized to 
apply the amount due to Choon Huat against his debt with the 
Publishing House. 

The Treasurer was authorised to repay Ezekiel’s contributions 
to the Provident Fund, his debts to various Mission institutions 
being first met, on the understanding that he sever his connection 
with the Mission. 


Thursday, July 16th, 1914. 


Finance Committee reassembled at 2.45 p.m. 


Board of Education.—The Report of the Board of Education 
Was presented, 

‘The payment to Miss E. Moore by the Methodist Girls’ School, 
Short Street, Singapore, of certain claims amounting to $280 was 
approved.

One man for Normal Work as soon ag he is qualified by local 
experience. 


Mission Extension.—The Bishop and Finance Committee 
were requested by the Board of Education to devise ways and 
means for securing a sufficient fund to be used for- the purchase 
of land for mission purposes in the yarious towns,in the Malay 
Peninsula and the Dutch Islands, and the Bishop appointed J. R. 
Lenyes, W. 'T. Cherry and W. G. Shellabear as such Committee. 


Contract Teachers’ Agreement.—A draft form of agree- 
ment with contract teachers was presented, revised, and adopted, 
and ordered to be printed. 

It was further ordered that copies of same be sent to the 
Board at New York, with the request that this form invariably be 
used, when new contract teachers are sent out. 

Contract teachers already on the field were given the option 
of signing the agreement. 


Teacher Transits.—The following rules governing payments 
to the Teacher Transit Fund were adopted :— 

1. Schools employing teachers on 5-year contracts shall pay 
into the Fund the sum of $20 per month; on 8-year contracts $30 
per month; payments to be made each month commencing with the 
first pay day after the arrival of the teacher on the field. 

2. Teachers engaged in the United States will be allowed 
the sum of $300 U. 8S. currency for the outward journey, and a 
like sum for the homeward.journey, said allowance to include all 
charges for which the Mission is responsible. 

3. For teachers from places other than the United States the 
amount to be paid monthly shall be determined in,each case by 
Finance Committee, and until so determined shall be as above. 

4. If a teacher’s transit is paid in part or wholly from 
sources other than above-named, the school to which he is assigned 
shall pay the same as if no such special provision were made, that 
all the schools rather than an individual school may benefit 
thereby ; but the Committee may at its discretion suspend this rule. 
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5. Ifa teacher be continued at work beyond the term of his 
agreement, the school shall for such extra term of service pay to 
the Transit Fund $20 per month, and from such payments the 
‘Teacher at his departure from the field shall be paid at the rate of 
$100 gold for each year of extra service, but no extra payment shall 
be made for less than one year’s service unless agreed to by Finance 
Committee. 


6. Vacation allowances, and medical bills other than those 
involved in the breakdown and home-going of the teacher are pay- 
able by the local school and not by the Fund. Vacation allowances 
not used from year to year are not afterwards payable. 


Friday, July 17th, 1914. 


Sitiawan Village Schools.—The Supt. of the Dist. was 
authorised to arrange with the Chinese at Sitiawan for the erection 
of not more than 5 village schools, the buildings to be erected at 
the expense of the Chinese, on the understanding that school 
equipment at $2 for each pupil, and $8 a month salary for each 
teacher be provided from the revenue of the Church lot for the 
year 1915. 


Staff.—The Cor. Sec. was authorised to write to Mr. Hinch 
informing him that we regret our inability to make him any re- 
engagement offer which would be sufficiently attractive to induce 
him to return to this field. ' 


Tiong Hoa Hoe Koan.—The request of the Tiong Hoa Hoe 
Koan that we send a teacher for their school on the island of 
Siaoe was declined on account of its great distance from our 
nearest station. 


Church Lot, Sitiawan.—The question of cutting out the 
coconuts on the Church lot, Sitiawan, was referred ‘to W. G. 
{ E 1 ) = 
Shellabear and C. E. Draper with power to act. 


_ Conference Transits.—A proposal in regard to transits of 
Asiatic preachers was referred to the. Committee on Conference 
Transits, also the question of the transits of missionaries’ wives. 


Staff.—The sum of $30 was voted from lapsed donations of 
Provident Fund to assist the Supt. N. [. Dist. in the sickness-of Li 
Su Chin. 


Java Hospital.—A Committee was appointed to settie upon 
a site for a hospital near Tjisaroea, and to proceed with the erection 
of buildings provided: that the consent for which Mr. Buchanan 
has written be received from New York. The Bishop appointed 
the Supt. N. I. Dist., J. R. Denyes, and W. G: Shellabear, 
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Friday, July 17th, 1914. 


Mrs. Lim Eng Chuan’s Loan.—The Committee voted to 
take over from the A. C. S. Ipoh, the loan of Mrs. Lim Eng 
Chuan of $1000 at 5%. 


Penang Property.—J. R. Denyes and W. T. Cherry were 
given authority to take over the Mohamed Arif $3,000 mortgage 
on the Alexandra Home property, if after correspondence with 
Kennedy and Co. and G. F. Pykett, they deem it advisable to do 
so, the rate of interest to be 7%. 


Loan to B. O. Wilcox.—A personal loan of $500 was autho- 
rised to B. O, Wilcox for the purchase of a motor cycle, on the 
understanding that the loan be guaranteed by a charge of $50 a 
month on his salary. 


K. L. Property.—The missionary-in-charge at Kuala Lumpur, 
the Dist. Supt., J. R. Denyes, W. G.Shellabear and W. T. Cherry 
were appointed a sub-committee on the K. L. Church Plans with 
power to act. 

The Missionary-in-charge at Kuala Lumpur was authorised 
to draw on the Petaling Hill Property Fund in sums of $1000 
or multiples thereof, payments to the contractor to be made on the 
architect’s certificate with the concurrence of the Dist. Supt. 

The Committee confirmed the circular vote taken by Mr. 
Horley authorising an expenditure on the Kk. L. Church building 
of $18,000, on site and approaches $2,000, on furniture and in- 
cidentals $3,000 ; the last-named sum to be raised locally. 

The Committee confirmed the circular vote substituting a 
location for the C. Y. M. A. Building different to that authorised 
in the Minutes of 28 Jan., 1914. 

The draft of a lease to the Kuala Lumpur C. Y. M. A. was 
read and its terms confirmed. W. E. Horley, W. G. Parker, Lau 
Yip Heng and U Daik Nang were elected to the Board of Control. 

The question of acquiring land adjoining Petaling Hill pro- 
perty was referred to a sub-committee consisting of the Sec. B. B. 
L., Dist. Supt., and Missionary-in-charge, with power to act. 


Port Swettenham Church.—It was voted that we support 
the project of the erection of a church at Port Swettenham by a 
loan of $2,000, on condition that the conveyance of the property 
and the $4,000 promised locally be in our hands, and that the 
shophouses in front can be secured by the payment of the mort- 
gages thereon. 

The plans already passed for the Gelang Church were sub- 
stituted for those submitted for the Port Swettenham Church. 
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Seremban School.—The Finance Committee approved of 
the pledge made to Govt. by the Dist. Supt. for the erection at 
Seremban for a $10,000 school building, for which pledges are 
already in hand up to $8,900, and a loan of $1,000 was approved. 

Singkawang Church.—The alterations made by Mr. Wilcox 
in. erecting the Singkawang Church were approved. 

Medan Loan.—The conditions attaching to the Medan 
loan as per. Minutes of 17th January, 1914, were waived, the loan 
increased to $6,000 payable to Sec. Board of Education, and the 
payment of principal and interest on the usual terms was post- 
poned for two years. 

Orchard Road Property.—The question of the Ravensway 
lease was referred to Committee on Orchard Road Property. 

Salaries.—A proposed scale of salaries for Tamil preachers 
was presented and referred to S. Abraham, J, R. Denyes and W. 
G. Shellabear with instructions to investigate the matter, and 
report at next Conference Session. 

Yacht Fund.—Al] unexpended Yacht Fund moneys voted to 
B. O. Wilcox were ordered to be returned to the Treasurer. 

Sitiawan Colony.—The question of Sitiawan Colony having 
been raised, W. G. Shellabear stated that the Govt. had relieved the 
Mission from all financial responsibility and that the collection of 
land revenue was undertaken by the Land Office. He was re- 
quested to obtain a statement from the Perak Govt. to that effect. 

- Loans.—The following overdrafts were authorised :—A. ©. 8. 
Singapore, $5,000; A. C. S., Penang, $5,000; A. C. §., Ipoh, 
$2,000; M. B. S., K. L., $3,000; M. P. H. $5,000. 

The loan was authorised of $2,850 to the A. C. S., Ipoh; and 
$1,000 to the Seremban School. 

The Recording Secretary and Treasurer were appointed a 
committee to print and publish the minutes. 

Executive Board of Southern Asia.—In view of Bishop 
Robinson’s representation that-the legal status requires the election 
of two delegates from Malaysia to the Executive Board of Southern 
Asia it was decided to elect such delegates, and that we record our 
regret that they could not be spared from the field to attend the 
Board’s sessions. 

W. E. Horley and W. 'T. Cherry were elected. 

On motion a recess was taken till 8 a.m. tomorrow to hear the 
reading of the minutes. 

Finance Committee resumed its session, the minutes were read 
and approved and on motion the Committee adjourned.

Mansell, and it was re- 
solved, that we desire the return of Mr. Mansell by the Ist of November 
next, 


Contract Teachers.—The Bishop was advised to reply to Dr. 
Oldham’s inquiry that we desire no change in the list of teachers asked 
for. 


Cor. Secy’s Duties.—The Bishop inquired what the custom of 
the Committee was in regard to notifying workers of action taken by 
the Committee concerning them, and the reply was that the District 
Superintendents being ex-officio members of the Committee, were 
expected to convey to workers on their respective Districts such Com- 
mittee action as concerned them, the duty of Cor. Secy. being that of 
representing the Committee to the Board at New York. 


Seremban.—On motion of J. R. Denyes it was directed that the 
Supt. of the Malacca-Sarawak District be authorised to borrow from 
Petaling Hill funds for the acquisition of property in Seremban, up 
to $5000 conditioned upon a like amount being raised in Seremban.

Insurance. ‘The Committee on the Insurance of Mission Property 
reported, and was continued with the addition of H. B. Mansell. 


Property Questionnaire. The Bishop called the attention of 
the Committee in general, and the Dist. Supts. in particular, to the 
Property Questionnaire sent out by the Board, and to the importance of 


immediate action if we are to have any share in the property and equip- 
ment movement. 


M. P. H. Property. The Publishing House was authorised to 
borrow up to $60,000 from the Bank, or from the Pool if the Bank pre- 
fers extending our present overdraft, the Sec. B. B. L. to deposit the 
deeds of the Press property as security for such increase, releasing 


oF 
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View Place from encumbrance; the Press to pay interest monthly at 
the rate of 6% per annum; and. the Pool was also authorised to take 
over from the Press without altering the terms, its loan to W. G. Shel- 
labear of approximately $10,000 at 7% per annum, interest payable an- 
nually, secured by the deeds of the Kampong Acheh estate. 


Rosely Estate. The Pool Treasurer was authorised on the 
security of Rosely Estate to advance further sums up to a limit of 
$5,000 for the current year. 


Conf. Transit. The sum of $25 was allowed to Huong Pau Seng 
for Conference transit on condition that he stays until the close of Con- 
ference, and that his Dist. Supt. notify him that as he is not a member 
of this conference he will not be paid any allowance for transit another 
year. 

Furloughs. ‘The question of the furlough salaries and transits 
of locally supported Board missionaries was referred to a committee 
named by the Chair, namely, H. B. Mansell, J. R. Denyes, and W. 'T. 
Cherry, with the suggestion that they consider the advisability of pro- 
viding for same by monthly instalments. 

Teacher Transit. On motion of W. T. Cherry the stoppage of 
payments to the Teacher Transit fund on account of Miss Urech and 
Mr. Hinch, and the payment of H. E. White’s transit bill including 
freight, were approved. 

Fin. Com. Transit. The transit to mid-year Finance Com. of the 
D. S. and one other member appointed by him from the Neth. Ind. 
Dist. was authorised. 


Special Grants. The Cor. Sec. was directed to ask the Board for 
a special furniture grant from the Emergency fund for Dr. Perkins. 


W. T. Cherry presented a request from C. E. Draper that the Board 
at New York be asked to make an emergency grant of $50 gold to cover 
the excessive charges of the Penang Hospital for attendance upon Mrs. 
Draper. In reply the Rec. Sec. was instructed to notify Bro. Draper 
that similar expenses had been incurred by other missionaries without a 
special grant, hence the committee regrets that it cannot make any 
recommendation in this case. 

Friday, February 19th, 1915. 

Book-keeping. The Board’s new system of book-keeping was 
referred to a committee consisting of the Treas., Asst. Treas. and Mr. 
Mansell, with power to make whatever arrangements were necessary. 

New York Bills. It was voted that each missionary be instructed, 


by announcement in conference, that all persons incurring bills through 
the Board’s N. Y. office shall invariably use the Board’s form, 
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“ Request to Pay Bills,” the same to be counter-signed by the ‘Treasurer, 
or in the case of Neth. Indies, by the sub-treasurer, the latter being 
responsible for bills against Neth. Indies staff. 

Accounts. The matter of the over-payment by S$. Abraham of 
benevolences for the Tamil Dist. for 1913, was referred to a committee 
consisting of the Treas. and G. F. Pykett. 

C. C. Underhill was allowed a bonus of $400 gold and his passage 
home, $100 of the above to be paid before leaving Singapore and the 
remainder to be paid by the Board in U. 8.; and it was decided that 
we inform him that we do not see our way clear to request his return to 
the field. 


It was further voted that 3/7 of the above amount was to be paid 
from the Soekaradja Teacher Transit fund, 4/7 to be provided for in part 
by the amount paid into the Teacher Transit fund, and the remainder 
from the Teacher Transit Reserve. 

W. A. Wells. It was voted to request the recognition of W. A. 
Wells as a missionary of the Board, that his furlough salary for one 
year be provided for in the redistribution, and that we decline at this 
time to extend the furlough beyond one year. 

R. L. Archer’s recognition as a missionary of the Board was asked 
for, together with his return to the field, and that furlough salary as a 
single man be granted him from the redistribution. 

M. P. H. Permission was given to the Publishing House to erect 
a godown on one of the Oldham Hall lane lots at an estimated expense of 


$2,500, interest at 7% on the cost of half the lot so used, to be paid to 
the College. 


Gelang Church. The land (six lots) being already paid for, and 
$1,200 cash in land, the advance was authorised of a sum not exceeding 
$2000 to complete the fund for the erection of the Gelang Church 
according to the plans already approved, repayment to be made according 
to the usual conditions. A committee consisting of the Supt. Singapore 
Dist. and the Principal A. C. S. was appointed to arrange for the use of 
the building as a church and a school, the latter to pay for the fur- 
nishings and an annual rent. j 


Mission Extension. A communication was read from a joint 


session of the F. M. 8. and Tamil Dist. Confs., containing the following 
requests :— 


(1). In view of the need of a new Chinese chapel at Tronoh, we 
nag aca request the Finance Committee of the Malaysia Conference 
to take some action toward erecting such a chapel. 


(2). As new chapels are also needed for the Tamil work at Sentul 


and Sungei Siput, we likewise respectfully request that action be taken 
to provide same, 
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(3). We further request the Malaysia Annual Conference to con- 
sider the possibility of putting an experienced missionary solely for evan- 
gelistic work in the Federated Malay States, to be supported entirely by 
the Board of Foreign Missions. 


Propositions (1) and (2) were referred back to the proposers with 
the suggestion that a definite proposition be put before the committee on 
Mission Extension. (3) was referred to the cabinet. 


Port Swettenham. The matter of the land in front of the Port 
Swettenham Church was referred to the Com. on Mission Extension, 
with power to assume the whole mortgage on that property if it seemed 
advisable. 


The Kuala Lumpur Church building plans were. referred to the 
committee previously appointed, G. F. Pykett to be added to the Com. 
on his return from furlough. 


Java Hospital. The Supt. of the N. I. Dist. presented plans of 
proposed Hospital, and reported that the estimated cost of the buildings 
varied from {32,000 to {40,300; that three-fourths of the cost of land 
and building and an initial equipment expense of [4,200 would be borne 
by the Dutch Goyt.; and also that there would be annual government 
grants towards the running expenses as follows; Doctor’s salary [3,500 ; 
European nurse /600; native doctor /1,200; each native dresser /120; 
Native nurse (240; Current expenses (2,500; 5% on depreciation of 
buildings, 10% on equipment. 

The statement was made that there was a possibility of an additional 
expense of 78,000 for timber. 

Approval was given to the general proposition and the details 
referred to the Com. previously appointed, with power to proceed. 

The Buitenzorg Boarding School building plans were presented 
by R. L. Archer, estimating the cost at between $25,000 and $30,000 
gold. ‘The plans were approved, and in view of the imperative need of 
the building, Bro. Archer was authorised to make every effect to secure 
the money for it in America. 

N. I. Overdraft. The Com. approved the action of the Supt. of 
the N. I. Dist. in making arrangements with the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, Batavia, for an overdraft of 10,000 for the purchase of 
land for the Buitenzorg Boarding School. 

Medan. It was agreed to increase the limit of the loan for the 
purchase of property in Medan to $10,000. 

Singkawang. Plans and estimates of the cost of the erection of 
a house in Singkawang were ordered made by C. M. Worthington or his 
successor, and presented to the mid-year session of the Fin. Com. 

Banka. Voted that we accept the piece of ground offered to us 
in Banka by the Government, 
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West Borneo. Approval was also given for the acceptance of land 
in West Borneo, at Pakmiong Theu and Sunga Duri, and of three 
abandoned houses. 


Saturday, February 20th, 1915. 


Treasurership. HH. B. Mansell was nominated Mission Treasurer, 
and the Cor. Sec. instructed to notify the Board. 

W. T. Cherry, being no longer Mission Treasurer, was given per- 
mission to re-open a separate account with the Bank for Publishing 
House business. 

Audit. Messrs. Mansell, Cherry and Denyes were appointed a 
Committee to determine the amount to be charged by the Conf. Auditor 
for the audit of the various institutions. 

Transit. An additional allowance of $25 gold each was made to 
Mr. and Mrs. Wells and C. C. Underhill for their homeward passage. 

C. E. Draper’s claim for the sum of $25 sanitarium transit for 1914 
was allowed. . 

K. L. Property. Authority was given Miss Marsh to use the 
building and insurance money, amounting to about $9,000, to purchase 
the Gabriel property in Kuala Lumpur adjoining the Girls’ School. 


Poerwokerto. A proposition to enter into an agreement for the 
erection and joint ownership of the Poerwokerto Church, in Java, was 
declined. 


Furloughs. The following names were mentioned for furlough 
consideration for next year: Draper, Shellabear, Worthington, and 
Parker.

his transit. But the amount contributed by the Mission shall not exceed 
the sum raised for ministerial support and current expenses by the 
applicant’s congregation in the conference year preceding his application 
for leave. Three months’ notice of his desire to take such leave shall be 
given to the District Supt., who shall determine the date of leave. The 
allowance shall be paid in advance of departure on leave, against a 
written promise to return to his post within the time allowed. |

Penang Dist. be 
authorised to “borrow from the Pool a sum sufficient to pay off the 
mortgage and the transfer expenses on condition that the Alexandra 
Home property be transferred to the Sec. B. B. L. 

(b) that G. F. Pykett ask Dr. Young for a pro note for $1000 
payable in three years with interest at 1% per annum, on the under- 
standing that Dr. Young expects to make monthly payments as stated 
in his letter of June 1th , deposited with Mission ‘Treasurer. 

Ipoh Property. J. R. Denyes reported that the instructions of 
Fin, Com. given Feb. 18th last, regarding the debt on Ipoh bungalows 
were being carried out. 

Port Swettenham. G. F. Pykett and W. G. Parker reported 
having been unable to carry out the instructions of Fin. Com. given 
Feb. 19th. 

H. B. Mansell’s motion carried to pay survey fees $93.20 adding 
same to amount already loaned from Pool to Pt. Swettenham Church. 

The acquisition of the land in front of the Church was recommitted 
to the Com. on Mission Extension with G, F. Pykett added.

Report of Sec. B. B. L. The following is a record of the principal 
matters attended to since my report at Conference time: 

(1) Gelang Church building contract was put in hand immediately 
after Conference, and the building was dedicated the last Sunday in 
June. The land was paid for and about $1500 in hand towards the 
building, which has at present a debt of about $1,800. This will be 
met by rent from the day school that has been opened in the building, 
T await your instructions before insuring. 

(2) M. P. H. Godown. This has also been completed to plans 
passed at Conference time. ‘The total cost including architect’s fees was 
$3000, It is proposed to pay to the College fund a land rent of $20 
per month, and to write off the whole cost of the building in annual 
sums for a limited term of years. No insurance has been placed on the 
building, which has practically. nothing to burn; but $5000 has been 
placed on the contents. > 

(3) N. D. LZ. Claim. A claim has been entered against the liqui- 
_dator of Behn Meyer & Co., Ltd., agents of the North German Lloyd, for 

the following sums:

(4) Ipoh Tamil Church. Just before going home Mr. Horley 
reported that the church encroaches on sovernment land, and eee 
to attend to the matter on his return. 

(5) Sungai Siput. The Govt. grant of a lot for religious purposes 
has not yet come into my hands. Bro. Horley reports having paid the 
fee of $25 on the 13th of January last, at which time the Collector at 
Kuala Kangsar promised to have the lot surveyed, and stated that the 
Resident had approved the grant. (K. Kk. L, 0, 4538/1914, 7 Jan. 1915). 

(6) Oldham Investments. A duly stamped promissory note in 
favour of W. F, Oldham for $10,000 gold was sent him at his request. 
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(7) Ml. Sophia Road has been remade by the Municipal authorities 
at the expense of the owners including our properties as far as the en- 
trance to Nind Home. . 

(8) Orchard Road Property. Building plans are in preparation 
for a structure on the Orchard Road vacant lots. 

(9) The M. P. H. Mortgage has been reduced since Conference from 
$74,240 to $46,000, by turning over cash and the Kampong Acheh 
loan to the Pool. The deeds of the Publishing House property have 
been deposited with the Hongkong Bank as security for an increase in 
the Mission Treasurer’s credit of $60,000, and the deeds of View Place 
have been released from encumbrance. 

I urgently recommend such action as will prevent the M. P. H. 
deeds being obligated to secure any debt but its own, 

(10) Mandai. Certain members of the Syndicate having refused 
to abide by the agreement made in 1913 conveying their rubber land to 
the Mission, we have begun legal proceedings against the Syndicate for 
specific fulfilment of agreement. 

(11) Rosely Rubber Estate, Ltd. The documents completing the 
transfer of this property to Mr. Coghlan subject to a mortgage in our 
favour of $66,847.99 are now completed and in the custody of your Secy, 


(12) Nibong Tebal. The deeds have been received for a small 


piece of land adjacent to our present site. 


(13) Tronoh. I have a letter from the Secy. to Resident, Perak, 
(4 in 2287/1914, 12 Feb. 1915) stating that the reserve for school 


purposes would be gazetted shortly, but have not yet received such notice, -

Item (5), S. Abraham was requested to furnish Sec, B. B, L. with 
a copy of the Gazette notifying the Sungai Siput grant. 

Item (9), On motion of W. 'T. Cherry it was resolved, That the 
credit. secured by the deposit of the title deeds of the Publishing House 
be not made use of except in the interest of that institution and to 
secure the payment of the Kampong Acheh loan taken over from the 
Press. 

Item (10), The Sec. B. B. L. was instructed to take legal pro- 
ceedings against the Mandai Syndicate, unless a settlement on an alter- 
native basis could be reached, and Messrs. Cherry, Mansell, and Shellabear 
were appointed a Com. with power to deal with the situation. . 

Item aby, The Committee just named were also empowered to deal 
with all contingencies arising in connection with Rosely Estate.

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The Treasurer’s Report accompanied by the Pool Balance Sheet 
(see pages 116 and 117) was then read as follows: 

The following new accounts appear among the assets :— 

Methodist Publishing House .. $48,074.62 

Kampong Acheh .. or oe Ee dao 
The ‘Treasurer took these over in pursuance of your action last 
February. ‘The first is somewhat less, the latter somewhat more, than 
was expected but both have been reduced since the accounts were closed 
on May 31st. The Bank preferring one overdraft increased our limit 
by $60,000 to $180,000 against the deposit of additional deeds, those 
for the Methodist Publishing House. 

Gelang Church, owing to the erection of the building, has passed 
from the liabilities to the assets and Port Swettenham Church owes 
$1063 more than it did. The first of these is being cared for but the 
second ‘is not meeting its interest. 

In the list of liabilities you will doubtless note the following 
new items: 

Oldham Hall Student Aid Fund which will be explained verbally. 

Conference Claimants: This sum represents the amounts raised 
by conference collections plus interest and minus the payments, includ- 
ing $30 for January to June 1915, on account of the children of Job 
-Gnanasihamoney. ‘These monies have in the past been carried in the 
Superannuates Fund but as the Bishop decided at last Conference that 
no money received from the Book Concern or interest on such money 
could be used except for members of conference or their dependents 
the treasurer thought it best to separate the two subject to your 
approval. 

Kuala Lumpur M. G. 8. Building Fund explains itself. 

The Overdraft at the Bank stands at over $97,000, Of this $60,000 
is on account of the M. P. H. and Kampong Acheh Loans. It should 
be noted that the probable demands will run us close to the limit of 
$180,000 before the year is out. The schools will withdraw their deposits 
and create overdrafts requiring in these ways not far from $40,000. 
Kuala Lumpur for the New Church and Girls’ School may withdraw 
$25,000 to $28,000 while the authorized but not used loans amount to 
$26,000. Care must be exercised in approving any new loans and none 
should be passed unless due provision is made for regular payment of 
interest and some repayment of the principal. The Mission Treasurer 
now has to pay $500 monthly to the bank as interest on the overdraft 
and $230 every month on salaries and other charges so that he must 
collect interest monthly. The M. P. H. and 8. M. P.. pay promptly 
which yields $425 a month. In the case of Mission accounts the charges 
are made monthly and if not paid are compounded as the bank does,

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The S. M. P. were not paying monthly but as the Plantation is running 
ahead of its expenses the directors agreed to compound the interest to 
January Ist, 1915, to pay the interest since then and a small sum on the 
principal which now stands at $32,400 with a monthly interest of $189. 
‘An effort will be made to get the Rosely Estate in a like satisfactory 
condition. 

Ravensway & Co. have not paid anything towards their back or 
current rent. The treasurer advises that this matter be placed in the 
hands of our lawyers with instructions to colleet by law. 

A large number of loans to Mission stations and institutions are 
not making satisfactory progress and some are moying in the wrong 
direction. The Pool is a convenient resource but unless streams run 
in as well as out there will soon be an end to its usefulness. A separate 
list of Mission loans shows their condition for six years past. Your 
attention is called to the fact that only six loans have been paid off. 
Of the six two were by sale of a property to W. F. M. S. another was 
in part by transfer to another account, two were small, while another— 
Gelang Church—has had to borrow again to put up its building. 

In this connection the treasurer suggests :— 

(1). That all churches and parsonages be estimated for under 
Class VII the estimate to cover (a) interest (0) not less than one-tenth of 
the principal. 

(2). That on all property used for institutions we charge a rent 
sufficient to cover the interest and repay the principal within a reasonable 
time. No fixed rate is suggested, for in the case of a loan to repair an 
old building one-tenth is insufficient; in case of new land purchases 
one-twentieth may not be too low. 

The District Superintendents should also bear in mind that these 
are minimum repayments which should be increased whenever possible. 
If this is done then we can turn our loans over frequently,

_ The Provident Fund has taken a leap forward and is getting into 
its stride. Wuthin five years more this Fund will amount to $25,000. 


The Reserve Fund now stands at $5125. I am strongly of the 
opinion that we should make this Fund the foundation of an Insurance 
Fund that would enable us eventually to save the whole of the $2500 
we now pay, as well as to cover the uninsured properties, which would 
cost another $400, 


The Board’s Balance Sheet (see page 120). Since the Balance 
Sheet was presented the treasurer has checked up Bro. Pykett’s transit 
and finds there will be a saving of gold $447.50. 


The Deficit stands at $899.30. The sum of $493.04 has been re- 
ceived on account of Bro, Davis back salary and may be applied against 
the deficit. On the other side the Superintendent of N. I. District has 
secured documentary evidence that this district was short changed to 
the extent of $344.83 on account of Borneo Special Gifts ete., and as 
the ultimate end of the transfers was the Deficit this sum should be 
charged to Deficit and credited to Netherlands Indies. If both transfers 
are made the deficit will be reduced to $751.09. 


The matter of Dr. Perkins transit and special gifts Deficit. should 
be considered. he charge of Evatt & Co. for the Sitiawan Audit should 
be cared for in some way. 


Turning to the liabilities you will note that the bank overdraft is 
small, much smaller than it has been running for some time. It would 
have been nearly $2000 but for the arrival just before the books closed of 
$750 gold from Mr. Ely for Bukit Lan. It is not advantageous for the 
Board’s account to be overdrawn as it means the Pool pays 6% to the 
bank and has no source from which to collect interest. The explanation 
of our overdraft is S. M. P. anticipated dividends. This item will be 
$625 higher at the end of the year. As the Plantation is earning a 
profit it may pay a dividend at the end of the year and so reduce this. 


General Conference collections and Missionary Collections are sums 
raised here, reported home but not yet charged against our appropriation. 
The item in Suspense is money received here to be paid in America. 
Sarah Wilkinson Annuity is a half-year’s annuity paid to keep the 
accounts here in order, the charge will be received from N. Y. in due 
course. The other items are current balances.

C. E. Davis. The Treasurer was authorised to apply to the credit 
of Deficit 1915 the money received on account of C. E. Davis’ support, 
which had been written off against Deficit a/c, and also to debit to 
Deficit 1915 account the sum of $344.83 Special Gifts due to the 
pt oT. Dist. 

Auditor’s Report. H. B. Mansell presented the following report. 

As but four months have passed since Conference the work done has 
been for the most part connected with previous years or seeing that a 
clean start was being made. In March and April the following stations 
were visited: Kuala Lumpur, Ipoh, Penang, Sitiawan, Taipeng and 
Malacca. At the first place I found that the audit for 1913 had never 
been completed and that three different workers in succession had 
handled the books without the cash in till and. bank agreeing with the 
book account. Since the cash on hand was in excess of book require- 
ments I did not know which to do—admire the honesty of the workers 
or condemn the bookkeeping. The errors seemed to have arisen through 
entering payments twice but in the absence of vouchers and the dis- 
order of back accounts all that could be done was to weed out what 
seemed probable errors and get a new start with bank and cash in 
agreement with the books. 

At Ipoh T had the help of Dr. Denyes who did a.great deal on the 
books last January. The accounts were in reasonable order. Owing to 
the changes at Conference it was necessary to divide the accounts between 
Bros. Parker and Hinch, the former taking the Mission and out-station 
schools, the latter the A. C. S. Advantage was taken of the opportunity 
to draw a sharp line between school and other mission accounts. Unless 
T misread the signs the time is coming soon when Government will 
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require Grant-in-Aid Schools to furnish not merely statements of income 
and expenditure but also place their account books before government 
auditors. I do not think we have any reason to fear such a course but 
rather should welcome it as our clearest vindication. But we should 
purge our school accounts of all non-school business, standardize our 
missionary charges, and put our finances in clear order. As it is now 
each school is very much of a law unto itself. For instance it seems to 
me it would be wise for the schools to have one fixed rate of salary for 
contract teachers. At present every station has its own rates based 
on local costs. 

There are no items of note from the other stations visited. 

In May such of the Singapore accounts as were available were 
checked up to date. 

In June a visit was made to Sibu. Here too confusion had arisen— 
partly owing to the heavy pressure.of work on Bro. Davis during the 
furlough of Bro, Hoover, partly owing to incomplete records. The errors 
were dug out as far as the auditor was able and the discrepancy remain- 
ing squashed. A Balance Sheet as at January Ist, 1915 was prepared. 
The accounts since that date was found to be in order after making a few 
bookkeeping corrections. As it may be some time betore another visit 
can be made a balance sheet as on June 18th was struck. If Bro, 
Brewster can keep the accounts and Bro. Hoover do the business Sibu 
ought to flourish financially. 

The auditor would suggest the standardization of our school ac- 
counts. The four large schools are not so far apart but what a little 
comparison could produce a standard system for fees, book sales, athletic 
fees, and other receipts and a standardized form of salary roll. There 
would be two advantages; the most important being that a transferred 
worker would not have a new system to learn, and the auditor would not 
have to change his mental view point half way between stations. 

A second suggestion is more attention to the preparation of school 
budgets. The hard and fast regulations of a Government budget should 
not be adopted but a working budget is very advisable especially in view 
of our general shorthandedness. If a worker sent to fill an emergency 
found ready to hand a budget he would be saved many hours of anxious 
work. It would also enable the auditor to work with greater ease and 
satisfaction. ' 

__ In closing all that remains to be added is that the auditor is not 
visiting the stations to find out what is wrong but to help the workers out 
of tangles and keep their books from getting wrong. He has pleasure 
in acknowledging the courtesy he has received everywhere he has gone and 
the willingness to assist him manifested by all. -

The Committee met at Thoburn House at 8.30 a.m., the same 
members in attendance as before. 


The Estimates were resumed. 


E. R. Hibbard having nearly completed his 3-year contract was 
recommended for recognition as a missionary of the Board. 


It was directed that Bro. Hibbard charge Oldham Hall with his 
salary as Principal at the rate of $1200 gold, plus $100 allowance for 
one child at exchange 58. 

Transits. The request of W. TT. Cherry for the transit of two 
preachers from China, was included under Estimates Class LV, and 
referred to the Singapore members of Fin. Com, with power to incur 
expense. 

Estimates. The Treasurer was instructed to include Class VII in 
the Estimates. 

Penang Property. The Treasurer was directed to merge items 4 
and 5 on the list of Assets (see Balance Sheet of Pooled funds) into one 
account to be known as Fitzgerald Memorial Church account. 

It was also directed that the account known as ‘“ Neubronner” be 
divided as follows:—“ Hill View” $10,000; “Hill View Cottage” 
$5,000; Anglo-Chinese School $9,000; the last named to be an account 
on the station books and not on the books of the School, Penang.

Missions 
be requested in sending out teachers for Malaysia to endeavour to secure 
at least one specially qualified for normal training work who would 
be willing to remain permanently on the field. 

Thanks. Mr. Mansell laid on the table a countour map of the 
Mission properties at Mt. Sophia, Singapore, prepared by the students 
doing practice work under the Colonial Survey Office. A vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr. R. H. Young, Chief Colonial Surveyor, for 
his kindness in permitting the class to prepare such plan. 

Votes of thanks were also passed to Mr, Oh Jitt Yeow the donor 
of the house at Ayer Etam, Penang, and to Mr. ‘IT. Gawthorne, the 
solicitor who transferred the same to the Mission without charge. 


Lim Eng Chuan Loan. To settle a misunderstanding in regard 
to the rate of interest, the Treasurer was instructed to pay Mrs. Lim 
Eng Chuan interest to date at the rate of 6%, and to notify her that

the loan, if retained by us, would be at the rate of 5% henceforth, 


kK. L. Property. Correspondence representing Mr. VanLangen- 
burgh’s claim for $50 fees for preparing plans for the K, L. Church was 
laid on the table, and the Treasurer was directed to inform him that in 
view of the unreasonable delay in bringing this matter to our notice, and 
of our opinion that his charge is excessive for the preparation of mere 
pencil plans that were not made use of, we are prepared to offer him 
$25 only in discharge of his claim. 
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The newly chosen site for the church and approaches thereto was 
approved, and G. F. Pykett was authorised to conclude contracts for 
the erection of the church and work incidental thereto, the same to be 
submitted to the Sec. B. B. L, for signature. 


Thoburn House. The rental of this house while occupied as at 
present by the Mission Treasurer was fixed at $50 per month.

The Committee met at 8 a.m., the same members present except 
J. R. Denyes. 

Orchard Road Property. Rough plans were presented of a pro- 
posed building on the Orchard Road lots, and were referred to the 
Com. on Orchard Rd. Property, viz. Messrs. Cherry, Shellabear, Oechsh, 
Denyes, Nagle, Polglase and Mansell, with instructions to submit formal 
plans and estimates to our next session, 


N. I. Property. The sale of part of Wesley Place, Batavia, to the 
W. F. M.S. was discussed and referred back to the District for report. 

The matter of acquiring W. F. M. 8. property in Buitenzorg was 
similarly referred. 


Preacher Training. It was proposed by L. Oechsli and carried, 
that the English Preacher-teacher Training School be affiliated with the 
Anglo-Chinese School, Singapore, but without financial obligation to 
the latter. 

The committee appointed Feb, 22nd, namely the Supt. Singapore 
District, and Messrs. Oechsli, Shellabear, Nagle, Hibbard and Mansell, 
was made a standing committee of Management and Finance for this 
Training School. 

The Principal of the School was given permission to solicit financial 
assistance for his work from Sunday Schools, Y. M. C, As, and similar 
organisations within our Day Schools. 


Insurance. The question of self-insurance was resumed and the 
following adopted as the rules under which the Board of Building and 
Location is prepared to accept risks on Mission properties; and to 
establish a Fire Insurance Fund: 


1. The sum of $5000 from the existing Reserve Fund shall be 
set aside to underwrite the Fire Insurance Fund.

. The nature of the risk is limited by the conditions appearing 
on the form of poli¢y in current use by the Commercial Union Assurance 


Co., including extra hazardous clauses. In case of dispute the Finance

4. ‘The annual premia shall be collected by the Mission Treasurer 
and deposited with the Pool in a 5% account. 
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5. The premia charged in taking over existing insurances shall 
be those charged by the companies now carrying the risk. In the case 
of new risks the sub-Committee hereinafter provided for shall fix a rate 


subject to approval by the Board of Building and Location at its 
next regular meeting. 


6. The payments from each station shall be kept separate, and if the 
W. PF. M.S, uses the Fund their accounts shall likewise be kept by 
stations but separate from those of the Parent Board properties. 


i. Approved risks may be accepted at any time after the adoption 
of these rules. 


8. As rapidly as possible the Mission Treasurer shall bring all 
payments of premia to date of April 15th in each year. 


9. In the event of loss by fire, payment shall be made first from 
the interest earnings; if these are insufficient then from the premia paid; 
and if these are insufficient then from the Reserve Fund mentioned in 
Rule 1, 


10. As the Insurance Fund accumulates the limit of risk shall he 
raised to such sum as the Board of Building and Location may later 
determine, 


11. When the Fund may become sufficiently large the extent of 1isk 
covered may be increased to include other accidental loss, e.g, hurricane 
floods, earthquake, riot, ete. 


12. The administration of the Fund shall be controlled by the 
Board of Building and Location which pledges itself not to pay for 
losses on Buildings not insured in the Fund. . 


13. There shall be a sub-committee of four with power to accept 
proposed risks by a three-fourths vote of its membership subject to final 
action by the next session of Finance Committee. The Secretary of the 
Board of Building and Location shall be chairman of this sub-committee 
and he shall see that all proposals for insurance are submitted for action 
within fifteen days of his receipt of same. Proposals for insurance shall 
be acted upon only in committee session, unless more than one member 
of the sub-committee is inaccessible for the holding of a meeting, in 
which case the chairman and/or remaining members may act upon pro- 
posals until such time as the sub-committee can be convened, 

14. The Treasurer shall issue in respect of each risk accepted, a 
Certificate of Insurance in duplicate, and in due course renewal receipts, 
such certificates and receipts to bear a serial number from 1 up. 

15. All applications for insurance shall be in writing and shall 
declare the amount of co-insurance if any.

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S. Abraham’s Loan. 8. Abraham requested that in view of the 
failure of his son’s employment and the vacancy of one of his houses, he 
be allowed to defer the payment of interest on his loan. It was ordered 
that the interest be allowed to accumulate for one year or until further 
action by this Com. 

G. F. Pykett was authorised with the concurrence of 8S. Abraham 
to endeavour to effect an exchange of part of the Abraham property for 
the Gabriel property adjoining the W. F. M. S. premises in Kuala 
Lumpur, with a view of ‘increasing the area of the latter and at the same 
time of liquidating the Abraham loan. 


Furloughs. C. S. Buchanan presented the following report of 
the Com. on furloughs for Asiatic workers: 

After six years’ continuous service within the Mission, or earlier 
if returning to home land to be married, three months’ leave on full pay 
will be allowed to alien Asiatic preachers to return to their native land, 
provided the applicant’s congregation raises an equal amount for his 
transit. But the amount contributed by the Mission shall not exceed the 
sum raised for ministerial support and current expenses by the applicant’s 
congregation in the conference year preceding his application for leave. 
Three months’ notice of his desire to take such leave shall be given to 
the District Superintendent, who shall determine the date of leave, 
The allowance shall be paid in advance of departure on leave, against 
a written promise to return to his post within the time allowed. 

The above plan was approved for use in the N. I. District only, 
modification of same if any to be submitted to Fin. Com. for approval. 

The Estimates were resumed. 


The Cor. Sec. was directed to notify W. A. Wells that in view of his 
expressed intention of remaining in America without charge to our 
budget beyond the end of his furlough period, we have made no provision 
for his support after February 1916. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Estimates were resumed. The Cor, Sec. was instructed to 
write the Board that the married man for Palembang asked for under 
Class III was not to be sent unless our appropriation could be increased 
by the amount of his support. 

Contract Workers. The Cor, Sec. was instructed to request the 
Board to add the following as Clause XV of the teacher contract except 
in the case of those who are unwilling to go to the Neth. Indies :—* In 
the event of appointment to the Neth. Indies the teacher will be given 
a salary of $600 gold with an increase of $100 per year should he stay 
a 4th or 5th year.” 

Siouw. C. S. Buchanan was authorised to assist the Hoe Koan to 
secure a teacher for Siouw but on the understanding that the Mission 
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will conclude no contract and can assume no responsibility for the 
appointment or work, of that remote siation. 


Contract Workers. It was ordered that the requests for con- 
tract workers in our Minutes for Feb. 20th be numbered, and that such 
numbers be continued consecutively for all subsequent requests.

Palembang. (. 8. Buchanan was authorised to write off one- 
half of a debt of {1200 due to theft from the Principal of the Palembang 
school, the other half to be recovered from the Principal, 
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O. H. Student Aid Fund. The following Constitution was ap- 
proved for immediate operation, subject to final adoption at our next 
session, 

1. Name. here shall be a Fund to be known as “ Oldham Hall 
Student Aid Fund.”

4. Conditions of Adnussion, A beneficiary of the Fund must 
meet the following requirements. 

(a) He must become a resident of Oldham Hall. 

(b) He must be a student of good standing both in character and 

scholarship, and not below the Fourth Standard. 


(c) He must pledge himself to complete at least the Seventh 


Standard. 


(d) He may continue a beneficiary until the Junior Cambridge, 


Senior Cambridge or Commercial Course is completed. 

5. Repayment of Loans. Upon attaining to self-support the 
beneficiary shall consider himself under obligations to render to other 
students, through the Fund, assistance equal to that which he himself 
has received, making the Fund self-perpetuating, 

The beneficiary shall be provided with a small account book of his 
own and be taught to keep therein an accurate account of his expenses 


including his monthly board and shall total the same at the end of each ~ 


month, the total to be checked by the Principal of Oldham Hall. 

Each beneficiary shall promise that when he has finished his course 
and has become self-supporting he will make such payments to the fund 
as shall equal at least five per cent of his yearly ‘income until he has 
paid the loan made to him. 

‘he payments may be increased or the account paid in full at any 
time. : : 

6. Partial Self-Support. Should the student’s relatives or 
friends become able to any time to contribute partially to his support or 
donate any small amount, such sums shall be deposited to the credit of 


the Fund and the same shall be deducted from the total amount loaned 
to the student during his school course.

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8. Donations to the Fund. Beyond the fulfilment of the stu- 
dent’s obligations, the Fund stands ready to receive his donations in 
proportion to his financial success in after years, with the purpose of 
rendering aid to a larger number of students than would otherwise be 
possible, 

9. Administration. (a) ‘The principal of the Anglo-Chinese 
School, the supervisor of the department in which the student is en- 
rolled, and one missionary teacher shall determine what students are 
most worthy of aid. 

(b) An accurate account of the expenditures of each beneficiary, 
and an account of the amounts received from the student, his relatives or 
friends during his course or after he leaves Oldham Hall shall be kept, 
by the Principal of Oldham Hall, in the books provided for that purpose, 

10. Allowances. The annual expenditure per each beneficiary 
shall not exceed $300.00 and should be applied somewhat as follows.

The Principal of O. H. shall pay the “cake-money” allowance to 
the student, monthly. ‘The student shall make the same cover rainy-day 
ricksha fare, hair-cuts, pencils, treats, athletic fees, ete. 

The student shall apply to the Principal of Oldham Hall for such 
amounts as are required from time to time for books, clothing, ete., and 
the Principal shall pay such amounts at his discretion. If an extra 
amount is needed for books the allowance for clothing will have to be 
curtailed. 

11. Limited Number of Beneficiaries. A new student should 
not be added to the beneficiary list until the amount on hand, or the 
amount guaranteed is sufficient to support the student for such a period 
of time as is necessary for him to complete Standard Seven. 

12. Proof of Membership. Students accepting membership will 
sign the foregoing conditions, in the book provided for that purpose. 


The Minutes of all the foregoing sessions were duly confirmed.

‘This is of especial value in the case of the 
schools which are normally in credit in May and in debit in November. 


In the liabilities you will doubtless note the reduction of the Singa- 
pore College account due to the adjustment of the Oldham Investments. 
The increase in the Superannuates Fund is the result of the arrival of 
the Book Concern Dividend. The Bank overdraft has increased chiefly 
because of withdrawals from schools and for buildings at Kuala Lumpur, 
this last also explains the $7,000 reduction under the head Petaling 
Hill Property. Sundry 5% Deposits includes the $17,391.30 by Bishop 
Oldham. The Provident Fund has increased by $2,180 making a total 
of $8,000 in four years; since six more years must pass before any 
member is entitled to both sides of his account we need not worry re- 
garding withdrawals. The amount under the name of W. Ansley Young 
represents payments on the $1,000 connected with the Alexandra Home 
mortgage. As soon as details regarding the cost of closing out the 
mortgage are available an account will be opened for the $1,000 and this 
sum applied to cost, interest, and principal. 

In the Assets it should be noted that all of our boys’ schools are 
financially worse off than a year ago, in some cases nearly the whole of 
the grant-in-aid will be needed to clear off the debt on our books 
on December 31st. 

View Place has gone deeper into debt. The question of an increase 
in rent on this place needs consideration. Wesley Church has reduced , 
its debt, but it has to be noted that the debt is really $5,231.26 of 
which $500.00 is non-interest bearing. Gelang Church shows the effect 
of the final payments for the building. 


‘ . SSS 
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Penang District accounts have been rearranged to accord with your 
action last July. The new account Alexandra Home will have to be 
adjusted between the Home, Anglo Tamil School and Dr. Young. 


Ipoh Property (The Bungalows) is gradually being paid for out of 
the rents. I fear, however, that painting and extensive repairs will 
have to be cared for soon and the Bungalows will not last long at best. 


The stewards of Port Swettenham Church understood that he loan 
was a gift form the Mission. Some provision caring for this debt should. 
he made at this session of Finance Committee. 


The loans to Malacca also require some attention. Sitiawan has 
closed out one of the Parsonage loans and with rubber at present high 
prices should soon care for all its debts. 


F. M. 8. Tamil District Parsonage account requires attention. In 
connection with all these Church and Parsonage loans some working 
plan for repayment is necessary. The only sound plan I see is the 
creation of Class VII in the Redistribution even if Class IV has to 
suffer. 


The most satisfactory of our investments are found under the head- 
ing General. Kampong Acleh, Methodist Publishing House and Sitiawan 
Plantations have all paid interest in full and considerable sums on 
principal account. The S. Sundrrm and J. A. Wijevekoon accounts are 
more satisfactory than formerly. The increase in the S. Abraham account 
is the result of your action in July. If the unpaid interest cannot be met 
now it should be capitalized and in view of our condition, the treasurer 
cannot advise a renewal of our action of last July. Our interest at the 
bank has to be met on the last dav of every month and as the monthly 
amount is over $700.00 we simply must have our interest monthly. 


The increase in the M. P. H. Oldham Endowment represents the 
amount the Press owes on account of Rosely and Mandai. The treasurer 
recommends that this account bear interest at 6% payable monthly and 
se the Pool have the margin, less than 1%, on the deposit by W. F. 
Oldham, 


The accounts—H. L. Coghlan; Oldham Shares, 8. M. P.; and Mandai 
represent the contra of the Ccllege and Press Oldham Properties. 


The first is the face of our claim and is secured by a charge on Rosely 


Estate, the second is the shares at par, the third is the money put into 
Mandai by the College and Press. Much of this latter is in the hands 
of our lawyers. 

The treasurer would call attention to two related facts, the absence 
of growth in the Revenue account and the excess of non-interest bearing 
assets over non-interest liabilities. The difference in the latter case is 
nearly $4,000 which at 6% is $240 interest a year. More than half of 
the difference is the $2,024.64 overdraft on Board of Foreign Missions 
account; the remainder is largely Ravensway, Michael and Suspense 
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accounts. This last consists of the Municipality’s charge for repairing 
Mount Sophia Road and should be charged against View Place and No. 
7 unless you direct otherwise. A distress warrant on Ravensway & Co. 
resulted in the reduction shown and more is expected. Your treasurer 
must point out that instead of a $2,000 overdraft the Board needs that 
much of a current credit to meet just such emergencies as Bro. Buchanan’s 
return involves. Moreover, the possession of a non-interest bearing 
liability is just so much clear gain to the Mission. The cause of the 
Board’s overdraft is our continued unsound policy of spending dividends 
we hope some day to get from S. M. P. Unless the dividend materializes 
some other means should be found to finance the Missionary at Sitiawan 
during 1916. 


To the recommendations made above your treasurer adds the follow- 


ing:—Reduce from 6% to 4%: Singapore College and Jean Hamilton 
Training School, except for fixed deposits of $1000 or over. 


Reduce from 6% to 5%: Java Hospital, Baba Church Building 
Fund, Nind Home Electric Lighting, Nind Home Dormitory, Oldham 
Hall Sinking Fund, Tamil Building Fund, Superannuates Fund. 


Reduce from 5% to 4%, Teacher Transit Fund. 
All new missionary deposit accounts to draw 4%. 


The reasons for these recommendations are the work involved in 
some of the accounts and the fact that the Mission Treasurer’s office is 
required to be self-supporting. Even with the reduction, interest paid 
is in excess of that paid by banks on fixed deposits or by the post office 
savings bank and very much more than is paid on current accounts: by 
the banks. 

The Teacher Transit Fund has steadily decreased during the past 
year. This is due in part to the enforced return home of Bro. Hooley 
throwing one-half of the expense of his home transit as well as part of 
his outward transit on the reserve of the Teacher Transit Fund. The 
Whites were another source of loss and other losses are quite probable. 
In view of this condition your treasurer recommends that the payments 
on account of teachers staying beyond 3 years be restored to the original 
rate of $30 a month. If there are any exceptional cases they should be 
dealt with on the individual merits. He also recommends that we do 
not renew the action rebating payments on account of Bros. Jones and 
Allstrom. 

Board’s Balance Sheet. As far as possible the following accounts 
should be written off the assets. Deficit $751.09; Huong Pau Seng’s 
Transit $100.00; R. G. Perkins Transit $740.49. Total $1,591.58. 

The following liabilities are available for this use in whole or part. 
Class IT, $912.83; Class IX $387.37. Total $1,300.20. 

Some of the credit under Class IX is needed to cover unpaid Hill 
or other transits of 1915. 
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Tn addition to the above it should be noted that the receipts for Dr. 
Perkins salary did not quite equal his salary for the year. 

The entry under Brewster Special Gifts represents money paid at 
the request of Bro. Hoover ; $100 gold is said to be on the way here which 
if received will pay nearly all of this.

Report of Sec. B. B. L. The Sec. B. B. L. reported the following 
as the principal matters attended to since last session: 

c (1) Contracts were made for the erection of the Chureh and Girls’ 
School, Kuala Lumpur, and for Nind Home Dormitory, Singapore, 

(2) Towkay Teo Hoo Lye rebuilt at his own expense the right-of- 
way up Mt. Sophia from Dhoby Ghaut, we repairing the upper half. 

(3) The M. P. H. mortgage has been further reduced to $43,500. 

(4) Petaling Hill Property, We. L. Certificate of Title No. 2174 
ee cancelled by Govt. owing to the alienation last year of a portion of 
the site to the Railway, and a new certificate, No. 4480, has been issued 
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in its stead and re-deposited with the Hongkong Bank, Singapore. Govt. 
having discovered that certain outbuildings of ours which the Railway 
re-erected at the time of the alienation, encroach upon their own land, 
we have signed an agreement to pay a rental of ten cents per year so long 
as the encroachment continues. 

(5) NV. D. L, Claim. The first three items in our claim against the 
N. D. L. as per my last report, have been paid, and the remainder 
admitted for early settlement. 

(6) Mandai. This case is still pending in the courts. 
_ (%) Rosely. Mr. Coghlan offered us £6,000 for our interest in 
Rosely but the Committee declined the offer. 

(8) Ravensway’s tenancy continues to be extremely troublesome. 
We had to resort to distraint proceedings to collect the rent.

Provident Fund. J. A. Supramaniam having become a Conference 
Claimant, was retired from the Fund under Rule 12, and the Treas. was 
instructed to pay to him the sum standing to his credit on the Contri- 
bution side of his account.

Permission was given the Treasurer to pay 
Miss Hawes a lump sum of $300 in lieu of itemised account for her 
passage to America. 

Miss Nettie Moore having been appointed to Taipeng shortly after 
her return from furlough, her transit to that station from Singapore was 
ordered paid from her Teacher Transit account. ' 

The Treas. was directed to pay Miss Moore’s Conf. transit because 
of exceptional circumstances. 

The arrangement making the A. C. S., Singapore, responsible for the 
salary of A. B. Kitzmiller from the date of his appointment until he was 
well enough to take up work, was approved. Ky 

Orchard Road Property. The Sec. B. B. L. presented a request 
from A. W. Neubronner, Managing Director of Ravensway & Co., asking 
for a change in the terms of his tenancy and a reduction of rent. It 
was decided to reply that we agree to waive our claim for insurance 
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premiums already paid by us if all arrearages are paid by January 12th; 
to fix the rent, inclusive of all charges now being collected separately, at 
$160 per month, subject to a discount of 15% if the amount due on the 
19th of each month be paid by the end of that month; and to continue 
the present arrangement whereby the tenant makes repairs to the build- 
ings. 


Loans. The request of Vanniasingham, a teacher in the A. C. 8. 
Penang, for a loan of $300, was declined, and the Rec. Sec. directed to 
write him to that effect. 


Yacht Fund. F. H. Sullivan reported that B. O. Wilcox had sold 
the motor purchased with money from the Yacht Fund, and asked per- 
mission to continue using the money on Singkawang station as a loan 
from the Fund. The matter was referred to the Supt. N. 1. Dist.

In view of the existence of movements to 
acquire property in three churches in Singapore (Telok Ayer, Tamil, and 
Baba Malay), the following Com. was appointed with power to authorise 
the acquisition of sites, plans and buildings, without exceeding specific 
provision by Fin. Com. for the expense in each case, or funds in the hands 
of the church concerned: W. T. Cherry, L. Oechsli, J. Polglase, Goh 
Hood Keng, E. R. Hibbard, G. H. Little, H. Ponnampallam, Dr. Ng 
Sam Tek, Miss Jackson. 

Java Hosmtal. The Dist. Supt., J. R. Denyes, R. G. Perkins, and 
A. VY. Klaus were appointed a Com. with power to proceed with the 
building. : 

The foregoing Coms. to supersede existing Coms. on the same enter- 
prises. 

Training School. A grant of $50 from the S. 8S. Board annual 
donation in the hands of the Publishing Agent, was authorised to enable 
the English Preacher-Training School to purchase a library, the Board 
itself having referred the Principal to this source. 

Kampong Acheh. The Com. approved the terms proposed by the 
sub Committee on Kampong Acheh bequest, as follows:—W. G. Shella- 
bear desires to bequeath to the Malaysia Conference his estate of 540 
acres of land at Kampong Acheh, Dindings, about 160 acres of which 
are now planted with rubber and 20 acres with coconuts, on condition 
that the Mission shall apply all available income therefrom in perpetuity 
to the support of mission work among the Malays and Jawi Pkans of the 
Peninsula, and shall undertake to pay whatever may remain of the 
existing loans now amounting to £1400 which have been ineurred for the 
development of the estate, to pay an annuity of £200 per annum on the 
life of his wife, and to provide as soon as possible from the profits of the 
estate for the payment of legacies of £2000 to each of his three children 
and £1000 to his wife, interest at 6 per cent being payable on the amount 
of these legacies until such time as they can be paid. Provided, that 
both partics to the agreement be free to withdraw therefrom at three 
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months notice, and if Mr. Shellabear should live to develop the estate 
further an increase of the legacies shall be considered. 


Loans. Telok Ayer Church:—Permission was given the Com. on 
Singapore Sites to dispose of or exchange the present site for a larger 
one of about 6000 sq. ft., and to incur the necessary expense. _ 


Middle Road Church. On a proposition by W. T. Cherry anent this 
property, J. R. Denyes stated that when he was pastor of the Malay work 
in Middle Rd. Church the property was bought from the W. F. M.S. Dr. 
Luering being appointed to the charge of the Chinese congregation 
worshipping in the same building, there was devoted to the purchase 
price $1000 Straits that he had raised as a special gift. The remainder 
of the purchase money was raised and paid by the Baba Malay congrega- 
tion, and the primary room extension was added, and all other repairs 
made to date, at their expense. 


The Fin. Com. authorised the purchase of an eligible site mentioned 
by W. T. Cherry at $14,000, or some alternative site approved by the 
Singapore Site Com. at a lower price, the deeds to be used to secure the 
necessary additional overdraft if any.

Mid-Year Session, 1916. 


Tuesday, July 18th, 1916. 


Finance Committee met at View Place, 4a Mt. Sophia, at 8.30 a.m. 

Present :—Messrs. H. C. Bower, W. 'T. Cherry, J. R. Denyes, W. E. 
Horley, and G. F. Pykett; the Bishop being in America, 8. Abraham in 
Ceylon, Messrs. Archer and Hoover absent, and Messrs. Mansell and 
Oechsli due to arrive later. 

G. F. Pykett was elected chairman, and W. 'T. Cherry Recording 
Secretary. 

W. E. Horley informed the Com. that he had been appointed by 
Bishop Eveland as Supt. of the F. M. 8S. North District, embracing the 
area from Taipeng to Tanjong Malim; and was therefore recognised as 
an ex-officio instead of an elective member. 

Minutes. ‘The tentative impression of the minutes of the January 
session was approved as the official minutes, with minor alterations, and 
with certain changes in the Redistribution including those made by the 
Board; and leave was given to destroy the MS. of such minutes. The 
changes are :— 

The Supt. Tamil Dist., was allowed to rearrange the itemised Re- 
distribution for his Dist., provided there be no change in Class VII. 

Dr. Perkins’ salary. and transit was transferred from Class VI to 
Class I as instructed by the Board; but not to Col. 3, as his support is not 
provided from the Appropriation. 

C. M. Worthington’s furlough salary was altered by the Board from 
$600 to $650, and this change was made in the Redistribution; but as 
Worthington does not expect to proceed on furlough until next year, the 
Treasurer was instructed to,continue paying him at field rates. 

Permission was given to include in the Minutes of Jan. 9th, our 
action nominating H. B. Mansell as sub-Treas. for Neth. Indies Dist., 
with certain instructions. See page 163. 

Approval was given to closing of accounts on the Pool books with the 
Neth. Indies Dist., except one—the District Account, on which the rate 
of interest is to be: for debit balances 7%, for credit balances 5% ; and 
the sub-Treas. was instructed to present to each ‘session of this Com. a 
statement of all property matters similar to property accounts in the 
Pool. 

Wesley Church. The Cor. Sec. requested, and it was ordered, that 
Mr. A. Long be permitted to present a proposition from Wesley Quarterly 
Conf., at to-morrow morning’s session,

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_ Circular Letters. (a) Nolemnisation of Matrimony. The notice 
from the Bishop regarding Central Conference action was read, and the 
Publishing Agent was requested to prepare a statement of the legal require- 
ments affecting preachers authorised to solemnise matrimony, and to 
have the same printed in English, Malay and Chinese, and placed in the 
hands of our preachers.

(D) Thoburn House. The circular vote unanimously approving the 
sale of this property, the Board’s approval also having been given, was 
confirmed. 


(c) Rosely Estate. The cireular yote authorising the sale of our 
interest in this matter to Mr. Coghlan for £6,200, only one member hay- 
ing voted in the negative, was confirmed. 

(d) WW. L. Property. Unanimous approval was given to the request, 
already circulated by letter, to increase our offer from $25,000 to $30,000 
for the purchase of land adjacent to Petaling Hill property, present in- 
come from the property being equal, in ten months, to one year’s interest 


at 7% on the purchase price; and the latter was ordered placed on the list 
of loans to be authorised. 


G. F. Pykett and W. T. Cherry were appointed a Com. to secure from 
the F. M. 8. Railway an undertaking to re-erect on our own land the 
buildings which, by their own mistake, were erected on their land, the 
encroachment being at present recognised by a nominal rental. 

(e) Drapers’ Furlough. The circular vote approving of the home- 
going forthwith of Mrs. Draper and children, Mr. Draper to follow after 
Conference, was confirmed. 

(f) Rules Governing Circular Votes. The Cor. Sec. proposed the 
following Rules to govern the taking of Circular Votes, and they were 
adopted. 

(1) Cireular votes for Finance Committee shall not be taken unless 
the matter is of such urgency that it cannot await action in committee 
session. 

(2) Propositions for circular vote may originate from the Cor. See., 
the Mission Treasurer, the Sec. B. B. L., any Dist. Supt., or on the 
written request of any three missionaries. 

(3) Propositions shall be circulated for vote by the Cor. Sec., who 
shall immediately upon receipt of a request to do so by any person men- 
tioned in Sec. 2, address the proposition to all the available members of 
Fin. Com., receive and record their votes, and declare the result to the 
members of Finance Committee and to the parties concerned. 

(4) It shall be legitimate to circulate with the proposition, any in- 
formation relevant to the subject which the originator of the proposition 
or any voter may add, either in advance or in process of circulation. 

(5) A two-thirds (or nearest fraction) majority of the members of 
Finance Com. on the field shall be necessary to carry a proposition. 
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(6) Every vote shall be confidential with respect to non-members of 
the Com., and to members also when they are the subjects of the vote. 

(7) Committee action when expressed in accordance with these pro- 
visions shall be binding upon all concerned in the same way as is Com- 
mittee action in regular session. 

(8) All circular votes shall be submitted to the next succeeding 
session of Finance Committee. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Board’s Correspondence. ‘The Cor. Sec. read all letters to and 
from the Board since last session. 

Furniture Grants were ordered asked for, for L. Oechsli, It. L. 
Archer, G. F. Pykett, and B. J. Baughman. 

W. E. Horley. The deficit in W. EF. Horley’s transit was ordered 
paid from the Board’s War Relief Grant of $500 gold. The whole of his 
salary for June was ordered found locally. 

B. J. Baughman’s salary was ordered paid by the A. C. S. Penang. 
The Cor. Sec. was directed to reply to his letter asking that his salary 
commence from the date when he left America, and not from date of 
arrival on the field, that we do not think such action would aecord with 
the Board’s rules, but that we will refer the matter to New York for 
decision, 

O. E. Hooley’s teacher transit account being in debt, notwith- 
standing a special grant from the Board, the balance was ordered written 
off to Teacher Transit Reserve. 

T. C. Maxwell asked for a special grant to cover his child’s medical 
expenses while detained at Saigon, and the Cor. Sec. was instructed to ask 
the Board to pay same, amounting to $71 gold, advancing the money to 
Mr. Maxwell meanwhile. . 

W. T. Ward. In reply to the request of the Board for a specifie 
statement regarding Mr. Ward, the Cor. Sec. was directed to draw their 
attention afresh to the minute of Jan. 5th, and to add that in view of 
Bro. Ward’s activities in this field instead of proceeding on furlough, we 
decline to be responsible for his support after the end of 1916. The 
Treas. was instructed to refer Bro. Ward to New York for the unpaid 
portion of his 1916 salary (Oct.-Dee.), and J. R. Denyes was requested 
to draft a letter representing his case to New York. ; 


R. L. Archer’s request that he be paid married instead of single 
furlough salary for May and June was declined, the Com. pointing out 
that our action (page 94) specifically covered this point, and that a 
special concession had been made in allowing him a furlough after only 
three years’ service. a :

é - Huong at a time when a copy of his 
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contract was not available, so no settlement has been arrived at. The 
matter was recommitted to the Supt. Penang Dist. 


W. A. Wells’ request for furlough salary was declined with the 
notation that he had been paid a bonus of $400 gold upon the expiration 
of the contract of himself and Mrs. Wells, and offered, as an alternative, 


furlough salary and re- -engagement as a Born missionary, but that he had 
declined appointment. 


Adis Road House. At this juncture the Com. adjourned to inspect 
the recently acquired property on Adis Road, also the Nind Home and 
adjacent properties. 


Gelang Property. W. TI. Cherry reported having purchased, with 
A. C. S. local transit funds, the lot lying at the rear of the present 
Gelang Church site, together with the lane approach thereto, for $2,500, 
and the transaction was duly approved. 


Fairfield School. ‘The acquisition of a triangular extension with a 
50-foot frontage on Neil Road adjacent to Fairfield School, at a nominal 
rental to Goyt., for extending the school building, was approved. 


Singapore Property. T. C. Maxwell was substituted for L. 
Oechsh on the three Committees named on page 161. 


Oldham Hall. Messrs. Cherry and Little were authorised to im- 
prove the system of accounts in use at Oldham Hall. 


Wednesday, July 19th, 1916. 


The Committee met at View Place at 8 am. Present: Messrs. 
Bower, Cherry, Denyes, Horley, Oechsli and Pykett, Mr. Mansell having 
wired from Palembang that he would arrive to-morrow. 


Wesley Church. Mr. A. Long, on behalf of the Quarterly Con- 
ference ot Wesley Church, stated its financial position, and asked that 
Finance Committee wipe out the debt on the Pool accounts, giving his 
personal assurance that if this course be taken, the Church would be 
responsible for the entire support of Mr. Maxwell, for repairs now 
needed, for the installation of new seating and a new organ, assigning 
as the basis of his appeal, the large price realised on the sale of Thoburn 
House, which was formerly the parsonage of Wesley Church, and the 
position of the Church in relation to our entire work. 

Sarawak. Mowe Property. J. M. Hoover was authorised to 
sell the bazaar property, the proceeds to be applied as follows:—(a)_ to 
pay the debt on the Mowe property; (b) T’o pay to Oldham Hall Sinking 
Fund the $1,070 loaned to Sarawak under the name “ West’s Borneo 
Investments,” and to recover same at the earliest possible date; and (c) 
to deposit the balance, together with sums recovered under (b), in a Pool 
account for future use in Sarawak. 

Girls’ School, Sibu. The sale to the W. F. M. 8S. of the Girls’ 
School property, Sibu, for $4,000 gold, was authorised, " being under- 
stood that a self-supporting lady missionary: was available for that work. 
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Bishop Oldham Borneo Investments. ‘The Supt. Singapore 
Dist. was requested to investigate this subject fully on his next visit to 
Sarawak, and to report on this and all other finances of the station. 

Port Swettenham Church. Mr. Horley reported that Bishop 
Byeland had stated in his presence to Chew Keow that the Mission would 
be asked for a loan to complete the erection of the Church. and that he 
would himself endeavour to realise the funds in America to repay the 
loan. Finding that the local Chinese had proceeded with the erection of 
the church without sufficient funds to complete, the money had been 
borrowed from this Com., but the church could not repay the loan, and 
did not regard it as a loan, but as a gift as above stated. 

Mission Treasurer’s Report.—The ‘Treasurer presented his 
Report and Balance Sheets as follows :— 

The business of the Mission T'reasurership was transferred to the 
Publishing House the last week in March. 

Your Treasurer would remind the Committee that he accepted the 
office in anticipation of the arrival, in August, of Mr. Morris, and on 
condition that you recognise the impossibility, meanwhile, of giving more 
than general supervision to the work, omitting such details as itemised 
checking of the books, interest computations, furlough and insurance 
schemes, and similar work. Within these limits he has carefully super- 
vised the work, and it has been capably done by Mr. G. Hock Seng. 

The Board’s Accounts. ‘lhe Balance Sheet appears on page 177. 
After making the adjustments suggested by my predecessor on page 
151, and including the deficit of $505 gold from the Redistribution for 
this year, the Deficit now stands at Straits $1,253.80. Until various 
matters now to come before you are settled, it is impossible to say what 
the final deficit will be for the year. 

A special War Relief grant of $500 gold from the Board will be 

found most welcome. There will also be considerable gain on exchange 
available. 
_ ‘The receipt of a ten per cent dividend from the Sitiawan Mission 
Plantations, Ltd., justifies the use of the word “anticipated” in the 
third item in the list of Assets, which, after paying Mr. Spoor’s salary 
to the end of June, was reduced to about $1,200, but the inclusion of 
the Spoors’ outward transit, $1,005.32, increases the debit balance to its 
present figure. The breakdown of Mr. Spoor after only 34 months 
service, necessitating his return home and the outcoming of his succes- 
sor, confronts us with a very serious financial obligation that calls for 
your special consideration. 

The Board has kindly granted all of the Baughmans’ and half of 
the Buchanans’ transits. The other items in the Balance Sheet appear 
on your agenda, or require verbal explanation only, most of them being 
routine matters that could have been adjusted on the books before 
striking this balance sheet, had your Treasurer been able to give more 
personal attention to the bookkeeping.

The overdraft is very low, only $432.03, but it will be observed that 
there is some $7,000 worth of liabilities of which $4,000 is subject to: 
call. Taking debits and credits together, however, we are not likely 
to exceed say $2,500 overdraft. 

The Pool Accounts. The school grants-in-aid came in at late 
and irregular intervals this year, thereby preventing us from reaching 
the usual low-water mark in our bank account. The highest debit 
balance was reached March 11th, $158,896; and from that date our over- 
draft receded steadily until at June 30th it was $73,301. By the end 
of this month, with the consummation of two transactions now under 
way, I expect this to be entirely covered, with a small balance remaining 
to our credit. It should be borne in mind that of our total overdraft 
limit, $60,000 belongs to the Publishing House on its own securities, 
free of obligation for any liabilities except the first three under the 
heading “ General,” aggregating $45,000. At the end of June, there- 
fore, the overdraft of Pool accounts proper, was say $28,301 only—a 
very low limit. 

In accordance with our. action on page 151, the Publishing House 
has taken over its investments in toto, though they continue to appear on 
the Pool accounts for the sake of the record. They consist of the 
following : 

Debt on the Publishing House land and building $25,000.00 

Cash expended on Oldham Investments .- _ 15,628.25 
and on the credit side, : 

Half of the Oldham Annuity a 8,695.65 
besides which the Kampong Acheh loan, $4,397.19, is secured by the 
Publishing House credit without compensation. 

The readjustment of accounts necessitated by the foregoing action 
leaves $14,896.79 in the College 4% current account. It is not my 
intention that the College should suffer by this fact, but I would 
suggest that $13,000 be transferred to a 5% fixed deposit account as 
in the case of Oldham Hall Sinking Fund, and that this rate of interest 
be retroactive to date of foregoing entries. : 

The principal changes will be found under the following accounts :— 
(1) Assets: Telok Ayer Church Site debt having been reduced to about 
$500, T am handling that on my District accounts, so it disappears from 
the Pool. View Place appears to be running behind, but only because 
two bills incurred in the preceding half year for non-recurrent expenses 
were paid in this half; there is actually a gain with the increased rental 
ordered on page 151. The Girls’ School, Kuala Lumpur, has availed it- 
self of all but about $250 of its $10,000 loan; the payment. of 
the principal and interest on this loan is an important question. 
Wesley Place and Singkawang debts, and the Java Hospital credit, have 
been merged into the Neth. Indies Dist. account as a liability, and the 
District undertakes the management of its own properties. The Com. 
should specify the rate of interest on this account for both debit and 
credit balances, and I have no doubt the Supt. of that Dist. will submit 
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a semi-annual balance sheet of his property matters to this Com. The 
Abraham loan is accumulating by your arrangement deferring pay- 
ment of interest. I concur in my predecessor's ‘remarks on. this action 
(150). Both our Orchard Road tenants (Michael and Ravensway) are 
slow-paying. The Contra Accounts have been grouped in a way that 
more readily shows their complementary accounts. 


(2) Liabilities: Here also the grouping of building funds, insti- 
tutional accounts, ete., has been altered in the interest of lucidity. Of 
the standing ** funds ” at 5%, the Superannuates’ Fund has been invaded 
to aid Mrs. Toomey, pending your further action. A loan to Sing- 
kawang from the Y acht Fund (158) should be restored to that fund and 
the loan allowed, if at all, under its own name. Oldham Hall Sinking 
Fund has remained stationary for 18 months, except for interest earned. 
I hesitate to make a recommendation while the cost of housekeeping is 
so high, but eventually I think the amount paid for each teacher’s rent 
($10 per month) should be regarded as destined for this fund, and not: 
put into current account to be spent. The various Building Funds are 
progressing slowly but favourably except KX. L. Church, which is now 
overdrawn ; this calls for instructions as regards interest and repayment. 
Your instructions are desired in regard to Dr. Young’s account also. 
Revenue was relieved of the Treasurer-Auditor’s support as from the 
ist of April, and will gain rapidly until that charge has to be re-imposed. 
The Insurance Fund will be made the subject of a separate report. 

The following accounts have not maintained their interest pay- 
ments :—Abraham loan (part); Sarawak property, concerning which a 
special proposition will be submitted; Sitiawan property; Malacca 
Chinese Parsonage and School; Gelang land; Port Swettenham Church ; 
Taipeng Church: Kuala Lumpur Girls’ School; and Penang, Alexandra 
Home. Undoubtedly the use of Class VII is the best way to handle 
these matters where it is at all applicable, but the use of this class is a 
drain on the Appropriation. 

A statement of the Teacher Transit accounts, 27 in number besides 
the Reserve, will be submitted for your inspection. Five of these, with 
your approval, will be closed, the w orkers having fulfilled their contracts. 
The Board made a grant in the case of Mr. Hooley, but there remains 
a loss on his account. The accounts of Mr. Hinch, Mr. Jones, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Allstrom, as the result of exemptions, will run considerably 
behind, though fully protected by our Reserve. All the others are in 
good condition. 

Under Provident Fund, your pies is directed to an important 
case in the Appeal Court (Nlyne 1 Municipality, 1916) in which a 
forfeiture clause in the Municipal sc ee on which ours is based, was 
declared invalid, and has since, I believe, been repealed. I suggest that 
a sub-committee report on the effect of this decision on our scheme. 


Three transactions are of sufficient magnitude or importance to 
call for special mention :— 
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(1) Mandai. After three years of most disagreeable work, this 
matter has at last been settled by the payment to us of $4,009, the 
delivery to us of the Deed of Dissolution of Partnership by which no 
further claim can be made upon us or upon Bishop Oldham, and by the 
payment to the lawyers from the aboye sum of the modest fee of $946.30, 

(2) Rosely. his also has taken three years to settle—if it be 
settled. The present status is that we have accepted Mr, Coghlan’s offer 
of £6,200 in full settlement of all claims to date, payable in Singapore 
on the 18th inst. If this deal is consummated, Rosely will disappear 
from our books as soon as the legal transfer can be effected. The liqui- 
dation of the old limited company has been accomplished, it having no 
raison d'etre once its assets and liabilities became nil, which was the case 
when we sold the Oldham interests to Coghlan and took a mortgage in 
payment for same and as security for our cash advances. 

These two transactions close out the “ Oldham Investments ” except 
277 shares of Sitiawan stock, which we are wisely retaining. ‘The name 
will continue in our accounts because they constitute accounts with the 
College and Publishing House, including the Oldham Annuity of $10,000 
gold. I hope to be able by next session to declare the final cash result 
of this whole undertaking. 


(3) Thoburn House. By unanimous circular vote, including that 
of the Board of Foreign Missions, this property has been sold to 'Towkay 
Eu Tong Sen for $30,000. The transfer will date from July 31st, 1916. 
I have to ask your instructions as to the disposition to be made of the 
proceeds of this sale.

The following action was taken on the 
report and balance sheet of Pool funds :— 


Malacca. Tt was ordered that the sum of $183.70 standing to the 
eredit of the Malacca Chinese Church Building Fund, be placed to the 
credit of the Malacea Church loan, $812.77. 


Singapore College. ‘The transfer was ordered of $13,000 from the 
College current account to a 5% deposit account, the rate of interest to 
be adjusted retroactively to May Ist, 1916. 

Abraham Loan. It was ordered that full interest payments on 
the loan to S. Abraham be collected as from Aug. Ist, 1916, and 
that Mr. Abraham be advised to sell the property if it be not possible 
to maintain his interest payments. Failing this, Messrs. Pykett and 
Cherry were appointed a Committee with power to accept the conveyance 
to the Mission of the property involved, the consideration being that we 
pay off the debts to the Govt. and the Mission. 

Revenue to Reserve. The transfer was ordered of $500 from 
tevenue to Reserve. 

Teacher Transit. ‘The Treas. was authorised to write off the 
balances of the accounts with the following persons whose contracts had 
expired :—Miss Read, Miss Hawes, Mr. Hinch, Mr. and Mrs. Parker, and 
Mr. Hooley. 

Payments were suspended on T. R. Jones’ transit account as from 
the date when he left Ipoh, namely May 15th, 1916. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Provident Fund. The Treasurer raised the question of the effect 
of a recent Appeal Court decision (Klyne vs. Municipality, 1916) regard- , 
ing their Provident Fund, on which ours is based, and the matter was 
reterred to J. R. Denyes to consider the court’s decision and report as to 
whether, in his opinion, it affects our scheme, the point at issue being the 
enforcement of the forfeiture clause in the event of default by the con- 
tributing member. 

The Treasurer’s Report and Balance Sheets were approved sub- 
ject to audit. 

Report of Sec. B. B. L. The Sec. B. B. L. reported the following 
as the principal matters attended to since last session : 

(1) Contracts were made for the erection of a kitchen and students’ 
mess room at 367 Sirangoon Road; for Dormitory No. 3, Nind Home; 
for connecting Dormitories 1 and 2, Nind Home 

(2) Properties were acquired as follows:—(a) At Gelang, Sing- 
apore, sq. ft. of freehold land adjacent to the present church site, 
for $2,300, from local transit funds of the Anglo-Chinese School, for 
purposes of a future school building. 

- (b) In Singapore, adjoining Fairfield School, sq. ft. on a 
Government lease, annual rental of $1, for extending the Girls’ School, 
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(c) In Seremban, 74 acres for School and Church purposes, on 
various conditions, including the surrender of the present Birch Road 
site, and the erection within two years of a $10,000 schoolhouse. 

(d) In Singapore, residential freehold property at No. 3 Adis 
Road, adjoining No. 7 Mt. Sophia, at a cost of $8,180. 

(3) No Title Deeds have yet come into my possession for the Govt. 
grant at Sungai Siput, or the Tamil Church lot at Simpang Ampat, 
Sitiawan. 

(4) The N. D. L. Claim has been settled in full. 

(5) Mandai claim has been settled by the payment of $4,000 to the 
Mission, of which our lawyers kindly relieved us of $946.30. I hold a 
Deed of Dissolution of Partnership that protects Bishop Oldham and the 
Mission from any further liability under this heading. 

(6) Rosely Rubber Estate On the circular vote of Finance Com., 
unanimous save one, Mr. Coghlan’s offer of £6,200 in full settlement was 
accepted and the matter is in the hands of our solicitors for reconveyance 
to him. This disposes of all the Oldham Investments except 277 
Sitiawan shares, which are not for sale. I desire to acknowledge the 
valuable assistance in these matters of Bishop Oldham’s attorney, Rey. 
Ay J. Amery. 

(7) Thoburn House. By the unanimous circular vote of Finance 
Committee and the approval of the Board by cable, this property was 
sold to Ku Tong Sen as from July 31st, 1916, for $30,000, 

(8) Ravensway’s complicated tenancy arrangement, involying sepa- 
rate payments for rent, assessments, and insurance, has been terminated 
by due notice, and a straight monthly rental stipulated instead. 

(9) Property has been acquired at Soerabava at a cost of (24,350, 
and the deeds deposited with the local Hongkong Bank as security for an 
advance of £15,000, 

(10) Membership in the newly organised Singapore Landowners 
and Ratepayers Association has been applied for, but the fee of $25 being 
too high, I have asked for admission at the minimum fee of $12 per 
annum, on the ground that ours is a philanthropic and not money- 
making organisation. The matter is pending. Since granted. 

(11) I strongly recommend a restatement of the nominal values 
of such properties as we are using for collateral security for the Mission 
Treasurer’s bank overdraft, and have notified the Bank to expect a com- 
munication from us on the subject.

Oechsli submitted figures showing the estimated cost of 
his removal to Medan ($85.54), salary May to Dee. (at $1,400 gold), and 
rent (at f75 per month, say $55), making a total of approximately $1,912 
against a special gift for this work of $1,000 gold say $1,766, thus leaving 
a deficit by the end of the year of $146 Straits. The Treas. was ordered 
to ‘ae on the above basis, leaving the deficit to be cared for at the year 
end. 

English Training School. The transit of the students to Medan 
and resultant expenses, amounting to over f200, was ordered paid from 
the School’s current account. Messrs. Denyes and Pykett were requested 
to endeavour to raise the scholarships from Penang and Kuala Lumpur 
respectively for the support of this work, as suggested at conference time.

Lawton, Ree. Steward Tamil Church, K. L., that the matter of disposing 
of the Tamil parsonage lot is under consideration by this Com., and that 
if the Tamil Church has any proposition to submit respecting this pro- 
percy, 1t should be made to the next session of this Committee. 

Mr. Mansell took his seat on the Committee. 

West Borneo. H. B. Mansell outlined the opportunity for 
establishing a Hospital at Sambas, and was authorised to wire Dr. Perkins 
to investigate the opening, without expense to us.

Estimates. The Com. approved a list of Fin. Com., Sanitarium 
and Conf, transits, and approved of the notification of each missionary by 
the Treas. through his Dist. Supt. of the amount so approved. 


Medan. L., Oechsli was authorised to secure whichever one of three 
Medan properties indicated by him, may be available, and the loan 
authorised for this purpose was raised to $12,000. 


CABINET AND W. F. M.S. JorntT Session. 


The Cabinet met in session with the Woman’s Finance Committee at 
View Place, Thursday July 20th, at 1 p.m., to consider business arising 
from conditions in the women’s work, and suggestions in letters from 
the W. F. M.S. officials in America. 


Appointments. ‘The Cabinet concurred in the wisdom of sending 
Miss Urech to Java rather than to British Malaya, owing to the prejudice 
in the latter area against people of German extraction. 

Neither of the Supts. of the districts concerned desiring to have Miss 
Holmberg transferred from Buitenzorg to Singapore, it was agreed that 
we request the Bishop to withdraw his sanction to that change. 

In view of the approaching furlough of Miss Mary Olson, and of Miss 
Marsh’s continuance on the field until Conference time, and of Miss Web- 
ster’s approaching furlough, it was decided to request the Bishop to 
appoint Miss Dean to the principalship of Fairfield School instead of to 
Kuala Lumpur. 

The Secretary was directed to wire to America stating that we could 
not finance Miss Urech, and asking that her salary be provided, and re- 
questing that the departure of Miss Dean be expedited. 

Taipeng. After a general discussion regarding the difficulties con- 
fronting us on this station, it was decided that we should continue our 
work, hoping for an early opportunity to add a male missionary for 
evangelistic work; and approval was given to the proposition to erect a 
new school building, Mr. Horley being asked to apply to Government for 
a building grant to the amount of half the cost of a $30,000 building. 

Sibu. The recommendation was made that the ladies ask for the 
sum of $4,000 gold to take over the Girls’ School property there, 
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Penang. It was agreed to wire for the money already appropriated 
for the acquisition of property adjoining Winchell Home, Penang, 
$10,500 gold. 

J. R. Denyes asked that Alexandra Home be kept in mind as a 
suitable place for establishing a Tamil Girls’ Boarding School. 


Kuala Lumpur. The provision for handling the Pool loan of 
$10,000 Straits to the Girls’ School was stated to be $1,500 appropriated 
this year, and $1,500 estimated for next year (gold), with a good’ pros- 
pect of further substantial help locally. 


EVENING. SESSION. 


The Com. reassembled, all present. 


Soerabaya. ‘he Sec. was instructed to ask sanction for the fur- 
lough of Mr. and Mrs. Bower after Annual Conference 1917, 


Wesley Church. The Treas. was ordered to write off the debt of 
Wesley Church subject to certain conditions to be embodied in a letter to 
be approved by this Com. before sending (see letter in Minutes of 
Saturday’s meeting). 


Thoburn House. ‘The Treasurer was authorised to make the fol- 
lowing disposition of the proceeds of the sale to Eu Tong Sen of Thoburn 
House :—(a) to write off the debt on Wesley Church as above stated; (b) 
to write off the debt on Port Swettenham Chinese Church; (¢c) to pur- 
chase the property No. 3 Adis Road for $8,180 and to thoroughly renovate 
same at an approximate cost of $2,500; (d) to acquire if possible the pro- 
perty adjoining “ View Place” at approximately $13,000. He was also 
instructed to acquire if possible the property adjoining No. 7 Mt. Sophia. 

The furniture now belonging to Thoburn House was ordered trans- 
ferred to No. 3 Adis Road. 


The Com. gave to the property No. 3 Adis Road the name “ Hill- 
side.” 

Friday, July 21st, 1916. 

Com. met at 8.30 a.m. with same members present except Bro. Bower. 

Provident Fund. The applications of the following persons for ad- 
mission to the Provident Fund were approved :—Goh Hood Kiat, Miss E, 
M. Eber, D. W. Devaraja, Clarice Gomes, Maude Fox, Bong Ah Joon, 
Syed Abdulrahman, all of the A. C. S., Singapore. The applications of 
Miss F, H. Cornelius, Miss Vera Aeria, and M. Jawahir Singh, were not 
granted, the applicants being under the required age. ; 

The Mission Treasurer and the Supt. N. I. Dist. were appointed a 
Committee to effect a division of the Provident Fund accounts so that 
Contributing Members within the N. I. Dist. would be financed and th2 
accounts kept, wholly within that Dist., the lapsed Donations to be simi- 
larly divided on the basis of the source of payments. 

‘The Com. consented to entertain, at its next session, suggestions from 
the N, I. Dist. Meeting for amendments to the Provident Fund scheme, 
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E. R. Hibbard appeared before the Com. to state his wishes concern- 
ing his future relation to this field. 


The Cor. Sec was instructed (a) to ask the Board to defer Bro. 
Hibbard’s recognition until this Com. makes further representations on 
the subject, there being financial difficulties connected with giving hint 
recognition. 

(b) ‘To notify Bro. Hibbard that he will be continued as a contract 
teacher until the Annual Conf. of 1918, on the salary already agreed to, 
with the probability that he will be appointed to Bukit Mertajam if the 
Mission will assume part of his support. 


Ipoh. ‘The Manse being in a badly dilapidated condition, W. FE. 
Ilorley was authorised to present to our next session plans and tenders cr 
estimates for the erection of a new house, with the prospect that we 
would endeavour to finance the enterprise from the budget rent allowance. 


Yacht Fund. The N. I. Dist. was instructed to open a separate 
account with that part of the fund loaned to West Borneo, to ensure its 
use in accordance with the donor’s intent. 


Annual Conference. ‘The Cor. Sec. was instructed to inform the 
bishop of our earnest desire that he should call the next session of Ann. 
Conf. for Thursday Jan. 11th, holding the examinations the two pre- 
ceding days; that advantage may be taken of the school vacations. 


S. M. P. Ltd. In reply to the suggestion of the Directors that we 
reduce the rate of interest on the loan, the Cor. Sec. was directed to state 
that we cannot see our way clear to do so. 


Emma Olson was recommended for recognition as a missionary of 
the Board, the A. C. 8S. Singapore to continue finding her support as at 
present; the Com. does not contemplate any change in the method of 
paying her board to Oldham Hall, nor that that part of same ($10 per 
month) designated as rent Shall be provided over and above the regular 
salary, or that the Com. will guarantee board at any specific rate for the 
future ; and the A. (. S. Singapore is instructed to continue making 
such payments into her Teacher Transit account as shall provide for her 
furlough at Board rates, as well as for transit. Miss Olson to signify in 
writing her acceptance of these terms. 

Seremban. Plans for a missionary residence were approved for 
construction, the funds to be raised locally, 

Kampar. W. E. Horley was authorised to proceed with the erec- 
tion of a school on plans gipilat to the M. G. 8., K. L. or Seremban 
School, Govt’s grant of $10,000 being conditioned upon this work being 
put in hand this year ; the a akee cost to bé $20,000 altogether ; and 
Mr. Horley was urged to secure the opening of this school without debt. 


JOINT SESSION. 


The W. F. M. S. Estimates were presented, and, after discussion, 
approved. 
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Penang. Fin. Com. offered to sell Alexandra Home to the W. F. 
M. S. for the amount of debt upon it, approx. $1,200, and it was decided 
to ask in the Woman’s Estimates for $1,000 gold to pay this sum and re- 
pair the Home. 

Income Tax. W. ‘I’. Cherry and Miss Blackmore were appointed a 
Com, to formulate a statement of missionary salaries subject to tax in 
the event of an Income Tax being imposed. 

Teacher Contracts. he following resolution from the board of 
Education was presented and adopted in joint session. The Sec. was 
instructed to see that the change is embodied in all missionary contracts 
hereafter made, and the action was recommended to the W. F. M. 5. for 
adoption. 

Whereas misunderstandings have arisen regarding the meaning of 
Clause 4, Section (5) of the Teacher Contract, and 

Whereas it seems to be desirable to make the rebate for board more 
generous, 

Resolved, (1) ‘That the contract be altered by striking out the words 
“the Mission institution in which the Teacher boards may.allow a re- 
bate up to one-half the amount he/she pays for board” and by sub- 
stituting the words “ he/she shall be allowed a rebate of the amount paid 
for board. No rebate will be allowed other than for the annual va- 
cation.” 

(2) That for such regular vacation, the institution that pays the 
teacher’s salary shall pay to the home where the teacher boards, in ad- 
dition to the regular board, a sum one-third the amount rebated. 

‘These amendments shall not be retroactive. 


EVENING SESSION, 


Present: The District Supts., except S. Abraham. 
The Estimates were read. 


Malacca Parsonage. G. F. Pykett was instructed to write Dr. 
Shellabear stating that the Com. were of opinion we should sell the 
vacant land at the rear of the parsonage property, as it is a financial 
burden with no provision for payment of its debt, and asking whether he 
had any alternative course to suggest. 

Redistribution. G. F. Pykett having been deprived of his Railway 
pass on the return of Mr. Horley from leave, was allowed $60 Straits for 
district transit. 

Training-School. W. T. Cherry reported on the necessity of 
strengthening the work of the Jean Hamilton School, and proposed that 
upon the arrival from China of Ne Hong Mang, he be temporarily 
detached from his intended appointment to Telok Ayer, and assigned to 
the Training School until Conference time, with the probability that he 
will be continued there next vear until its work is well reorganised, the 
school to hear the expense of his support for the balance of this year, 
that for next year going into the Estimates. Mr. Cherry asked that it

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be kept in mind that he did not surrender his claim to this man whom

BRETHREN :—The Finance Committee. having before it the state- 
ment of your representative, Mr. A. Long, together with his request that 
the Committee write off the debt of Wesley Church, have acceded to that 
request, subject to the conditions named by Mr. Long. As these were 
made verbally, I am instructed by the Committee to ask that they be 
confirmed in writing as herein set forth, your letter of confirmation to be 
signed by the Chairman and Secretary of the Quarterly Conference as 
the action of that body, and by Mr. Long, who pledged his personal 
guarantee for their fulfilment. 

Subject to the matter going into our permanent records as above, 
I am instructed to write off the entire debt subject to the following con- 
ditions: 

(1) You will complete your contributions entitling you to Bishop 
Oldham ’s offer of $500 for the current year. 

(2) You will assume the entire support of your pastor, and he will 
devote his entire time to the work of your church. 

(3) You will effect all needed repairs to-your church and parsonage 
property as heretofore and as from time to time needed, 

(4) You will reseat the church throughout. 

(5) You will install a new organ in the church. z 

Interest payments will stop as from the end of July 1916, and the 
debt will be cancelled as from the same date, but the Finance Committee 
will regard the lability for the debt as having terminated when the con- 
ditions are met, which it is their understanding will be in the near 
future, that is to say within a year or two. 
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The Supt. of Singapore District undertakes to call the Quarterly 
Conference together at your early convenience that it may order the 
above action taken. 


The Committee’s action is not based upon the recognition of any 
claim to the contribution it is making, and is wholly without precedent 
in the annals of its work; it has furthermore passed over many needy 
cases possessing far fewer resources for self-support than Wesley Church 
possesses. ‘Lhe contribution is made in the hope that the Church will 
thereby be able to fully realise its desire to stand as an increasingly 
powerful influence in the community and over all the rest of our work, 
amongst which it is our first and oldest congregation.

Breruren :—Replying to your request for a definite statement in 
the case of Mr. W. T. Ward, Finance Committee took the following 
action at its session of Jan 5th: 

“W. T. Ward made a statement to the Com. and the Cor. Sec. was 
“instructed to write to the Board that he having presented a medical 
“certificate advising him to return to the United States, and having 
“expressed his desire to go on leave and to permanently retire from this 
“field, we are therefore making local arrangements to release him as 
“soon as reinforcements are received, and request that Bro. Ward be not 
“returned to this field. Mr. Ward, who had been excused by the Bishop, 
“was recalled, the above minute read, and approved by him.” 


In addition to the above, the Committee at its session to-day, dic- 


tated the following statement to be made to you: 

“During the time of Mr. Ward’s services in India, he was charged 
“by the Govt. with causing political unrest, and pressure was put upon 
“the Mission to withdraw him from that country. Mr. Ward was trans- 
“ferred to Penang. While there his influence was very harmful. He 
“was given another chance by being transferred to Medan, Sumatra,-a 
“station where we have no other missionary. In that field he was in 
“some respects successful, but on the whole this success was neutralised 
“by his hurtful influence in other directions. It is our judgment that 
“there is no appointment in this Mission where Mr. Ward could be used 
“to advantage, 

“In May of this year, on the representation that his health was 
“precarious, Mr, Ward was allowed to proceed on leave, although his 
“successor had not arrived. He started for America via Saigon, and 
. Yunnan, China. The rebellion in the province of Yunnan preventing 
‘him from continuing his journey by that route, he returned to Malay- 
“sia. According to his own statements, while in China he associated 
“himself with the revolutionary party, of which he claims to be the 
‘ official adviser in Medan, and the purpose of his return was to collect 
: funds locally for the Yunnan-fu Red Cross Society. His visiting card 
. reads : Rey. W. T. \\ ard,- M.A, PH.B., vice president Yunnan-fu Red 

Cross Society, Yunnan, China.

“Mr. Ward is a man of restless impulsive disposition, with a strong 

“bent toward political intrigue which renders him a source of continual

“the approval of the Mission. We especially disapprove of his return to

Teacher Contracts. <A letter was read from R. S. Fraser asking 
for payment of a bill of $100 (with further treatment to follow) for 
medical treatment for acne. The request was not granted, and the Com. 
ordered a record made that it regarded Clause 4, Section (4) of the 
Teacher Contract as making the Mission liable for medical expenses in 
the case of illness contracted on the field, but not for the treatment of 
ailments due to conditions existent prior to arrival on the field, nor for 
chronic diseases, dental work, maternity cases, or surgical (other than 
emergency) work. In cases of doubt the missionary concerned should 
obtain the written approval of his District Supt. before incurring ex- 
pense in expectation that it will be paid by the Mission. 


The engagement by the A. C. 8., Singapore, of Mr. Noon on the 
usual contract terms as a physical director was authorised. 

Mrs. Toomey. ‘The Treasurer was instructed to pay Mrs. Toomey 
£30 per month from the Superannuates Fund from July ist 1916, and 
the Conf. Stewards were requested to make this action permanent. The 
bill for transit to India was disallowed, the previous allowance of $100 
a month for four months having been intended to cover that expense. A 


statement of the provision thus made was ordered sent to the authorities 
of our church in So. India.

Loans. It was ordered that the school be allowed to overdraw 
against next year’s payment of the grants-in-aid, with the consent in each 
case of the List. Supt. 


Furloughs were asked for Mrs. Denyes and family, and for Messrs. 
Freeman, Bower, and Worthington. 


A scheme for distributing by annual payments the cost of mission- 
ary salaries and transits was considered at length and finally committed 
to Messrs. Mansell, Denyes and Cherry for completion, after which it 
is to be submitted to the Board for approval.

Friday, February 2nd, 1917. 


Finance Committee met at the home of W. T. Cherry, 4a Mt. 
Sophia, at 10 am. Present:—Bishop J. E. Robinson, presiding, and 
Messrs. Abraham, Archer, Bower, Cherry, Denyes, Hoover, Mansell, 
Oechsh and Pykett. : 

R. L. Archer was elected Recording Secretary. 

The Treasurer’s Report was presented, with the Board’s and Pool 
Balance Sheets, as follows :— ) 

Your Treasurer presents his second half-yearly Balance Sheets with- 
out being able to report the appointment of his successor. Neither of 
these Balance Sheets has been audited, and no statements have been sent 
to the Board of Foreign Missions. One does not like holding office under 
these conditions, but my other work leaves me no alternative. 

The Board’s Accounts. Some labour has been saved by passing 
the Netherlands Indies District accounts through a single, account on 
our books, though I have not been able to effect, the division of Special 
Gifts, Pr ovident Fund, or Teacher Transit. There are difficulties in the 
way of dividing the last two which you will be asked to consider. 

The Deficit on 1916 Redistribution stands, as at mid-year, at 
$1,253.80. Unless you direct otherwise, the savings on Exchange, Class 
Ti, and Class 1X will reduce this to $468. 66, but this is $175 00 more 
than we brought forward a year ago, so we should construct our Redis- 
tribution accordingly. 

Sitiawan Mission Plantations Anticipated Dividends had been mort- 
gaged up to $3,226 to meet the Manager’s salary down to the date when 
our “ Anticipations ” were realised by No. 1 Dividend of 10%, when we 
reached the low-water mark, on this account, of $432. Then came the 
unfortunate breakdown of Mr. Spoor after only 34 months’ service, the 
outward and homeward passage, and the payment of both Spoor’s and 
Draper’s salaries for some months, leaving the account at its present 
figure, to which must be added the transit of the new Manager, making 
the ioial about $6,000. Even with a dividend of 10% per annum, it w ill 
take over two years to liquidate this sum, besides which the Manager’s 
salary must be met monthly. 

The transits of T. C. Maxwell, Eddie Horley, and C. Bec are 
claims against the 1917 Redistribution, as is also the ok of $272.37 
on the Medan work. 

The Board’s War Relief grant of $500 gold (Straits $862.07) has 
been debited with the following, subject to your approval :—

The Pool Accounts. (1) Liasitirins. By having no Treasurer’s 
salary to pay, Revenue Account has earned over $2,000 in excess of ex- 
penditures, and a sum has been transferred to Reserve Fund sufficient to 
bring it up to that figure. Audit fees have not been collected, though I 
have done part of the local work as District Superintendent. 

_ Superannuates’ Fund has been augmented by the Book Concern 
Dividend of $980.53, and reduced by the payment to Mrs. Toomey of 
$580.00, 

Fire Insurance Reserve Fund has earned $375.39 interest, while 
premia paid have brought the open account credit balance up to $571.14. 
As there are no claims even on the open account, you might instruct your 
Treasurer to transfer to Reserve at any time such sums as will cause the 
Reserve to rise by $500.00 stages semi-annually. Oldham Hall has had 
such large calls for repairs and for replenishing depleted furnishings, 
that it has made no contribution to Sinking Fund this year. Your 
special committee instituted a new system of book-keeping that shows 
the results of the business monthly. The profits, though meagre, are 
real, provided the Hall has a full enrolment of boarders as at present; 
but the Hall’ Finance Committee, considering the contribution to Sink- 
ing Fund inadequate, has authorised the abolition of Class I board, the 
continuance of Class II as the only grade other than Teachers’, and an 
increase in the boarding fee from $14.50 to $16.00 per month. Sarawak 
has repaid the $1,070 of Oldham Hall Funds loaned several years ago to 
develop a private agricultural enterprise, and the Hall has lost at least 
$700 by not having had this money in its Sinking Fund. It would seem 
that this Committee ought to receive from the Conference Auditor, at 
least annually, a report on every such loan or investment wherever found 
on the Mission, for the Pool Balance Sheet makes no pretence at includ- 
ing such matters. 

Kinta Recreation Club Scholarship is a fixed deposit from Mr. 
Horley entered at 6% subject to approval. Ayer Tawar Church is a 
deposit by a group of Hinghua colonists who plan to establish a rubber- 
planting settlement and build a church near Bruas, a few miles from 
Sitiawan. 

As Secretary of the Methodist Episcopal Building and Location 
Board, your Treasurer holds Certificate No. 19 for five shares Nos. 
2143 to 2147 of Sitiawan Mission Plantations, Ltd., stock, issued July 
11th, 1910, of which he does not know the owner. He suggests that you 
designate an owner to receive the $5.00 Sitiawan Mission Plantations 
Dividend on your Balance Sheet, and future dividends, subject to re- 
cognition of the real owner if and when found, without refund of divi- 
dends already disbursed. . 

‘The Sanitarium taxes for 1916 have been collected as per list on 
the table. Your Treasurer differs from the W. F. M. 8. Treasurer’s 
opinion that lady missionaries are required to pay $10.00 instead of 
$12.00 per annum.

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(2) Assers. With the sale of our mortgage to Mr. Coghlan on 
Rosely Rubber Hstale tor £6,200, as agreed by cireular vote, the 
“M. P. H. Oldham Properties” and “ College Oldham Properties ” 
disappeared from the Liabilities, the College Fixed Deposit rose to 
$40,666.67, the Publishing House overdraft went down to $25,000 
(since temporarily increased by war conditions), and this whole class 
of so-called “Oldham Investments” is eliminated from our accounts 
except $2,800 in Sitiawan Mission Plantations, Ltd., stock, and the 
$10,000 gold which appears on both sides of the Balance Sheet as “ W. F. 
Oldham Annuity” Straits $17,391.30. This latter represents a loan by 
Bishop Oldham of part of the proceeds of his personal property, to the 
College and the Publishing House in equal shares, as a 5% annuity, sub- 
ject to recall, and it is to be kept in mind as a possible claim against the 
resources of those two institutions. As my predecessor was under the 
impression that this was a loan to the Pool, it is well to record that this 
point was referred to Bishop Oldham, and he replied under date of July 
17th, 1916:—“ I intend that the $10,000 loan shall be direct to the 
College and the Press. Any advantage that may accrue, beyond the five 
per cent. paid to me, should be divided between these institutions. I 
have it in mind to finally relinquish everything but the annuity, but 
defer that for a time, for I do not know what life may bring forth. You 
will therefore carry it as a direct loan to the two institutions, at five 
per cent.” 


Kampong Acheh is now in credit. As this, when a debit account, 
was underwritten by the Publishing House, the obligation is now dis- 
charged and the Publishing House freed ftom further liability. 

The group of property transactions centering in the sale of Thoburn 
House requires special report. We have paid off Wesley Church and Port 
Swettenham Church debts. We have bought No. 3 Adis Road and No. 8 
Mount Sophia, and both are under repair. When these charges are all 
paid, it is my suggestion that we retain say $10,000 to the credit of 
Thoburn House account as a basis for the purchase of one more property, 
and divide the resultant debt between No. 3 Adis Road and No. 8 
Mount Sophia, to be liquidated from the rentals of those properties, 
charging 7% on such debt, and paying 6% on the Thoburn House 
eredit balance; or, as an alternative, that we retain only the actual sur- 
plus in Thoburn House account at 6% and impose no debt upon the 
other two properties until we purchase-a third, when all three are to share 
the debt equally. Meanwhile, the appearance of No. 3 Adis Road and 
No. 8 Mount Sophia as $10,000 assets is temporary only, and does not 
mean that they are to pay interest on the purchase price. 

_ No, A Sophia Road was purchased with the interests of Woman’s 
Work in mind. The position will be explained and your instructions are 
desired, as the W. F. M. 8. desire to take over this property, 

The purchase of Paya Lebar Property was authorised by circular 
vote and is to be financed by the Anglo Chinese School, < 
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The purchase of the Gelang School Site reported by the Sec’y 
B, B. L. at mid-year, accounts for the apparently abnormal rise in the 
A. C. 8. overdraft. 


Medan has drawn part of the authorised property loan, but I have 
no report as to the use made of the money. At mid-year session we 
proposed the transfer to the W. F. M. 8S. of Alewandra Home, but I 
believe our offer has not been accepted, though I have no official informa- 
tion. The W. F. M. 8. Penang property has reduced its loan by pay- 
ments in September and October, and it now stands at $6,746.08. 


The A. L. Church now rivals its Penang and recently emancipated 
Singapore sister churches in the size and arduous outlook of its debt. 
The K. L. Girls’ School has paid $1,500 gold on the figures before you. 
Ipoh A. C. 8. has no explanation of its disquietingly large overdraft 
except that we have not relieved it sufficiently of European salaries and 
transits. It seems to me unwise to continue burdening this School with 
interest charges for such a large overdraft. The charges are all both 
proper and moderate in themselves, but the School is unable to bear them. 


In Sarawak, our permission to sell the Mowe Property has not yet 
been used, and now that Bro. Hoover is here we can doubtless get a clear 
statement of the “‘ Bishop Oldham Borneo Investments.” 


The Sitiawan Mission Plantations, Ltd., have paid off their loan 

from the Publishing House. Is it your wish that we accept payments on 
“ne 3 pt pay 
the Pool Loan, if tendered? 

Treasurership. With the prospect of Mr. Hornbeck’s departure on 
furlough I must ask to be relieved of the Treasurership, which I have 
already had much longer than I anticipated.

Report of Sec. B. B. L. The principal matters attended to since 
last session, in addition to financial business already dealt with in the 
Treasurer’s report, are :— 

(1) Nind Home has further extended its outbuildings by the erec- 
tion of a coach house, and the reconstruction of servants’ quarters and 
stables. 

(2) Properties were acquired (a) In Singapore, No. 8 Mt. Sophia, 
and general repairs are to be undertaken at a cost probably under $2,000, 

(b) In Singapore, No. A Sophia Road, 39,950 square feet of free- 
hold land with large house, at present rented at $75 per month. The 
W. F. M. S. desire to take over this place. 

(c) In Singapore, Paya Lebar School, over 100,000 square feet of 
freehold land, with the former Recreation Hotel building and two small 
frame bungalows. 
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(d) In Penang, the “ Sultan of Perak’s property ” 42,475 square 
feet and building thereon, adjacent to Winchell Home, for the Anglo- 
Chinese Girls’ School. 

(e) At Medan, land was acquired for general mission purposes. 
The title deeds have not yet reached me. 

(3) Leases have been made for the occupancy, for six years, of the 
former Waverley House and Zetland House premises for the Anglo- 
Chinese School, Singapore. 

(4) Insurance has been effected in our own Fund of the following 
risks : $4,500 on No, A Sophia Road ; $6,000 on No. 3 Adis Road; $6,000 
on No. 8 Mt. Sophia; $1,000 each on the two bungalows at Paya Lebar. 
The action of the Insurance sub-Committee was not unanimous in regard 


to the Recreation Hotel building, so it has been insured for $5,000 in the 
Commercial Union Co. 


(5) I have had two new plans made of all our Mt. Sophia pro- 
perties, at an expense of $125, and have in hand the making of a portable 
case for all such plans. 


(6) 1 have received the title deeds to Alexandra Home property 
in Penang, and of properties (a), (0), and (¢) above.

Wells left in the hands of Mr. Oechsli be delivered to Oldham Hall and 
that the Hall pay to the Mission Treasurer the sum of $66.21 in satis- 
faction of Mr. Wells’ debt. 

Mark Freeman. ‘The Com. agreed to approve the action of the 
Supt. of the Neth. Indies Dist., in asking the Board to provide the fur- 
ough salary of Bro. Freeman for the last quarter of the year 1916. 

E. T. Brewster. The Cor. Sec. was instructed to write to the ~ 
Church in Los Angeles which sent him to the field, and also to the Cow- 
man and Nillbourn Mission in Japan, regarding his debt of $82.26 to the 
Mission Treasurer. 

C. E. Davis. W. T. Cherry and J. M. Hoover were instructed to 


correspond with the Elm Park Church, Scranton, Pa., concerning the 
deficit in the salary of C. E. Davis.

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K, L. Property. A letter was read from the Official Board of the 
Tamil Church, Kuala Lumpur, offering to pay on the Parsonage debt, 
the sum of $633, in response to our action of July 20th (page 188). 
The offer was accepted with the request that the balance be met as soon 
as possible. 

The K. L. Parsonage Loan account was ordered merged into the 
KX. L. Manse account on the Pool books. 


Saturday, February 3rd, 1917. 


Fin. Com. met at 2 p.m. at the same place and with the same mem- 
bers present. 

The Treasurer’s Report was resumed. 

Sarawak Property. It was ordered that the debt on the Mowe 
property be reduced to $3,000, and that the Bishop Oldham Borneo In- 
vestments be paid off entirely. 

Sundrum Loan. It was ordered that the rate of interest on the 
Sundrum loan be reduced to 7% conditioned on the monthly payments 
towards principal and interest being made without fail. } 

F. M. S. Tamil Dist. Fund. The Supt. Tamil Dist. explained 
that this Fund was an endowment for evangelistic work and that the 
interest only is available for use. 

Sitiawan. It was ordered that the account now known as “ Siti- 
awan Church Lot” be designated “ Sitiawan Tamil Church Building 
Fund.” 

The Treasurer’s Report was approved, subject to audit. 

S. M. P., Ltd., Shares. It was ordered that the recommendation 
in the Treasurer’s Report in regard to Certificate of Shares No. 19, be 
adopted, and the Jean Hamilton School designated as the owner of the 
shares. 

Thoburn House. The Sec. B. B. L. was authorised to buy an 
additional property from the Thoburn House proceeds, and to distribute 
any debt so incurred over such new purchase and the two properties 
already purchased, namely No. 8 Mt. Sophia and No, 3 Adis Road, 

S. M. P., Ltd. The Treasurer was authorised to accept payments 
in reduction of the $30,000 loan from the Pool, in instalments of not 
less than $3,000. 


Monday, February 5th, 1917. 


Fin. Com. met at 2 p.m. at the same place and with the same mem- 
bers present. 
The Redistribution was taken up. 


Furloughs. The Bishop stated that the Board would be prepared 
on application to the New York office to consider an increased rent al- 
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lowance to missionaries on furlough, each case to be dealt with on its 
merits. 

Cc. M. Worthington. The Supt. Neth. Indies Dist. was granted 
permission to allow the equivalent of $500 gold from local funds for the 
homeward transit of Mr. and Mrs. Worthington. 


J. B. Matthews. The Supt. Neth. Indies Dist. stated that the 
support of J. B. Matthews as a married missionary is provided for by 
the District, and that the Dist. Supt. assumes responsibility for same. 


Tuesday, February 6th, 1917. 


Fin. Com. met at 5.30 p.m. at Wesley Church, having all members 
present except J. Rk. Denyes. 


Provident Fund. The Supt. Neth. Indies Dist. and the Mission 
Treas. were appointed a Com. to effect a division of the Provident Fund 
accounts that those of the N. I. Dist. might be kept by the Treas. for 
that District. 


Applications for admission to membership in the Fund were called 
for. W. T. Cherry, Jr., was proposed and accepted. 
Teacher Transit. It was decided that the T. T. accounts for the 


N. I. Dist. remain as at present in the hands of the Treasurer at Singa- 
pore. 


The Treas. was authorised to close the accounts of teachers who have 
left the field. 


It was ordered that the A. C. S., Ipoh, pay $20 per month into 
Mr. Hinch’s Teacher Transit account, he having been engaged in England 
and being entitled to no bonus.

‘The return to the field after furlough of Mark 
Freeman was asked for, provided he presents satisfactory medical cer- 
tificates to the Board. 


. C. E. Davis. Similar action was ordered taken in the case of Bro. 
Davis. 

: West Borneo. A Com. consisting of the Supt. N. I. Dist., Dr. 
Perkins, and Messrs. Cherry, Sullivan and Archer, was authorised to 
approve the plans for the new hospital at Sambas. 


Mission Architect. The Cor. Sec. was instructed to ascertain 
what buildings have been erected by the Mission during the past three 
to five years, together with the expense incurred for architectural sguper- 
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vision, and to forward this information to the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions with the request that they report upon the feasibility of. appointing 
a locally supported Architect for this field. 


Wednesday, February 7th, 1917. 


Fin. Com. met at View Place at 2 p.m., all members present except

Ipoh District. W. E. Horley requested the Com. to take into con- 
sideration the deficit in the running expenses of his Dist. vernacular 
work during 1916. 


School Fees. A Com. was appointed consisting of Messrs. Horley, 
Pykett and Denyes to approach the authorities on the matter of an in- 
crease of the school fees at Ipoh and Kuala Lumpur. 


Teacher Transit. It was agreed that the monthly Teacher Tran- 
sit payment be increased from $30 to $35 for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing the Teacher Transit Reserve from which furlough salaries may be 
provided for contract missionaries who may be given recognition as Board 
missionaries ; this action to have effect from Jan. 1st, 1917. 

S. Abraham was excused for the remainder of the day. 


Furloughs. The Proposed Scheme for Furlough Transits and 
Allowances of Board Missionaries was presented and revised item by 
item. 


Thursday, February 8th, 1917.

Teacher Transit. The Supt. N. I. Dist. noted that the proposed 
increase of $5 in the monthly payment might be difficult for the Tiong 
Hoa Hoe Koan schools to meet, but that he would try to adjust matters. 


The Redistribution was resumed, and after consideration, ap- 
proved,

J. J. Kovilpillai appeared before the Com. and expressed his willing- 
ness to return to Telok Anson provided that he be allowed to receive all 
the money that he could raise on his charge in addition to the monthly 
allowance of $15 from the Mission; if this request was not allowed, that 
he wished to return to India. The Fin. Com. recommended to the Telok 
Anson Quar. Conf. that they should allow him a salary of $50 per month 
if that amount could be raised, not more than $15 of which is to come 
from the Mission, and $35 from the local church; any amount raised 
above $35 to go into the local church treasury. 


Audit. It was ordered that the schools pay the Conf. Auditor’s fee 
on the basis of $20 per annum per hundred students or major fraction 
of that number, this amount to include the Educational Secretary’s fee 
for this year.

Furloughs. It was resolved that Fin. Com. may at its discretion 
allow leave of absence to Asiatic preachers of alien nationality to return 
to their native land on the following terms, or such modifications of same 
as may seem best: After six years’ continuous service, three months’ 
leave on full pay, without other compensation. No allowance will be 
made for leave spent within the Conference nor for longer leave neces- 
sitating the employment of a paid substitute. 


Furloughs were granted to the following men for three months sub- 
ject to the above regulations :—V. Devasahayam and J. A. Supramaniam. 
Tai Po: Ting was allowed twelve months’ leave with the same financial 
provision as for three months. 

J. J. Kovilpillai’s request for the transit of his family from India 
was not allowed, he having sent them to India at his own expense against 
the expressed wish of his Supt., but it was decided that in the event of 
his own return to India, he shall be allowed $150 from Class LX to cover 


all claim on the Mission. 


Lim Po Chin was allowed two months’ leave to attend the Jubilee 
in China with no obligation to the Finance Com. 


Date of Conference. The Bishop requested that mid-year Fin. 
Com. propose a date for Annual Conference. 


The second week of July was fixed as the time for mid-year Finance 
Com. meeting. 


Secy.-Treasurership. W. T. Cherry was elected Cor. Sec. and 
J. R. Denyes was nominated Mission Treasurer. 


Centenary. The Supts. presented the requests and reports for 
their various Districts and these received several hours’ consideration. 
It was decided to formulate, first, a statement of our attitude to the 

Coilege Project. (1) After years of consideration, it is our 
mature judgment that the time has come to take the necessary measures 
for establishing a.central institution for higher education in the Malaysia 
Conference. 

(2) Our opinion is that three College Departments at this stage 
would meet the requirements, namely: Arts, Commerce, and Theology. 


(3) We recommend that at the earliest date well appointed classes 
in Arts, Commerce and Theology be related temporarily to the Anglo- 
Chinese School at Singapore, looking towards the full development of 
the Departments specified on an entirely separate and independent basis 
later, 
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(4) In order to the success of the foregoing measures it is most 
important that thoroughly competent instructors should be provided for 
the respective classes, and that suitable measures be taken to secure 
scholarships in accordance with action already taken by the Conference 
Board of Education. , 


(5) We earnestly request the special committee on College recently 
appointed by the Board of Education to take up immediately the College 
enterprise and give the time that may be necessary to working out the 
details connected therewith, so that a full working plan may be in our 
possession when we approach Government and present the scheme to the 
Centenary Commission of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

(6) A sub-Committee consisting of the Secretary of Education, W. 
T. Cherry, J. 8. Nagle and G. F. Pykett is hereby designated to gather 
information and to work out the details which are necessary to the 
launching.of the scheme. This sub-Committee shall meet in Singapore 
not later than the 15th of March. 

(7) The Finance Committee recommends that a Singapore College 
Endowment Fund of $500,000 gold be asked for from the Centenary 
Commission. 

Centenary Representatives. ‘The Cor. Sec. was directed to ask 
the Board to allow Mr. Buchanan to remain in America as a Centenary 
Representative, also to make use of C. E. Davis in like capacity. 

J. S. Nagle was chosen to represent the College Project in the 
Centenary Campaign, together with other Singapore interests. It was 
agreed to allow him a furlough salary of $900 a year and rent allowance, 
and to ask the Board to pay his Centenary travelling expenses on our 
account up to $500 gold. 

Centenary Requests. It was agreed to ask for a working en- 
dowment of $500,000 gold for the College, exclusive of buildings, for 
which we would endeavour to raise $200,000 gold locally. 

It was agreed to ask, further, for a Self-supporting Educational 
Endowment of $100,000 for establishing out-station schools.

Mid-Year Session, 1917. " 


Tuesday, July 24th, 1917. 


Finance Committee met at the Methodist Publishing House, Singa- 
pore, at 9 am. Present:—Bishop J. E. Robinson, presiding, and 
Messrs. Abraham, Cherry, Horley, Mansell, Maxwell, Peach, Py kett and 
Oechsli. 


T. C. Maxwell was elected Recording Secretary. 


The Minutes of the last session were approved as presented in 
printed form, with leave to destroy the MS. 

Mr. Horley having raised an objection to the notation concerning 
Kampar (page 235), the Committee disclaimed any intention to censure. 


The College Project was made the order of the day for the after- 
noon session. 

The Treasurer’s Report, with the Board’s and Pool’s Balance 
Sheets, was presented as follows :— 

J. R. Denyes was nominated to the Treasurership at Annual Con- 
ference time, but owing to ill health has not yet assumed the duties of 
that office. ‘An office room was rented in the Publishing House build- 
ing from April Ist in anticipation of the transfer of the work to other 
hands than mine, but it has been necessary to continue the business of 

the Treasurership in the Publishing House office. The resignation, at 
the end of March, of the stenographer and bookkeeper, Gay Hock Seng, 
greatly increased the difficulties, and had not Mr. G. H. Little, of the 
Commercial School, very generously devoted his entire out-of- school time 
to the work I do not know how I should have managed. A new clerk 
entered our service from July 1st, and the terms of his engagement are 
submitted. 

Board’s Accounts. (1) Assets. The receipt of a 15 per cent 
dividend (No. 2) has reduced the debit balance of S. M. P. Anticipated 
Dividends ees by $4,222.50 below the figures in the balance sheet. 

W. T. Ward’s debit balance has since been disposed of except $22.15 
insurance money which the Board did not cut when they paid him his 
salary until the end of 1916. 

C. EB. Davis’s debit balance is practically offset by credits to be 
brought over from Class IT. 

The Methodist Publishing House debit represents bills from New 
York received just before closing the books, which have since been paid. 
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T. R. Jones’ debit represents the sum of $500 allowed him by vote 
of Finance Committee for which no provision was made. (See below). 

The debt against Miss Bacon, and also Sundry Debtors $25, re- 
present advances to missionaries of our church who were stranded in 
Singapore owing to unforeseen delays en route. 

The various sums headed “ Transits” will eventually be transferred 
to “Missionary Transit” account, the opening of which has been de- 
ferred in anticipation of formal approval from New York, where the 
matter has seemed to have escaped notice down to date. 

No further remittance or reply has been received from HL. Brewster. 
He is said to have enlisted. Your Treasurer recommends that this be 
written of to Bukit Lan Special Gifts. 

Mr. Spoor has been written to regarding the item of insurance $45.05 
standing to his debit. 

The sum of $307.20 designated “ Bishop Oldham, Medan” re- 
presents the deficit in establishing Mr. Oechsli on that station in excess 
of the special gift of $1,000 gold provided by the Bishop, and is not an 
obligation against the Bishop. Your Treasurer recommends that this 
and the above $500 for T. R. Jones be a charge against the 1918 Re- 
distribution. 

(2) Lraprurtres. The considerable sum standing to the credit of 
the Conference Board of Education represents quarterly remittances from 
the W. F. M. 8. for the maintenance of that office. 

Bishop Oldham has been written to regarding the sum of $248.22 
special gifts standing to his credit, but so far no reply has been received. 

The remaining items in the Board’s accounts require no special ex- 
planation. 


Pool Accounts. (1) Assers. The accounts involving Thoburn 
House, No. 8 Mt. Sophia, and No. 3 Adis Road, can not be finally ad- 
justed until the renovation of the second named property is completed, 
which will be in a few weeks. It is then intended to close Thoburn 
House account, and to distribute whatever debt there is between the other 
two properties, whose rentals, now that the houses are in a good state of 
repair, should soon liquidate the debt. 

Possession of No. A Sophia Road has been taken by the Bible 
Woman’s Training School at a monthly rental of $75. Owing to the 
considerable area of unused land on this site, this rental is not sufficient 
to discharge the interest and fixed charges on the property. Your 
Treasurer recommends that a request be made through the Woman’s 
Estimates and by letter from our Corresponding Secretary to America, 
for the payment of $5,000 gold on the purchase price, which will re- 
duce the debt to a point where the monthly rental will pay the charges. 

The Malay Girls’ Schools have a gradually increasing debt. It is 
the understanding of the Supt. of Singapore District that Mr. Shellabear 
has personally guaranteed the financing of this enterprise until his re- 
turn from furlough.

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The total indebtedness of Penang is to be considered as about 
$21,000 better off than would appear from the balance sheet, since the 
grant-in-aid ‘has been received since the letter was drawn up. The Dis- 
trict Account stood over $3,000 in credit at the end of June. 

The W. F. M. 8. are not maintaining their interest payments on 
their debt of $6,985.67. Possibly you will ask that their Estimates make 
provision for liquidating the principal debt. 

Ipoh accounts show no special change except that the Perak Cireuit 
does not reduce its debit balance. 

Taipeng stands out of Debt, the balance due on their church having 
been paid. 

Kuala Iumpur. The apparent increase in the debt on the Manse 
is due to you action (page 223) in merging with this account the Par- 
sonage Loan. “ Petaling Hill,’ which means the debt on the new 
church, has been further increased by calling for what I understand is 
to be the final instalment of its loan, and stands as from July 3rd at 
$8,194.80. The interest on this sum will amount to nearly $50 per 
month, and it would seem that the payment of the debt should engage 
your serious attention. 

The Girls’ School debt includes the loan of $2,000 from the local 
Y. W. C. A., which has since been transferred to a separate non-interest 
bearing account on our books, as the interest is paid in Kuala Lumpur. 
See contra account. 

There is in dispute a sum of $97.50 which Mr. Denyes charged 
against the Girls School for Miss Shilling’s salary. ; 

The promised payment on the Tamil Parsonage account of $633 has - 
been made since this balance sheet was compiled. 

The Netherlands Indies District is represented by this one account 
only on the Pool Books, and its transit from credit to debit is due to the | 
progress of the Hospital building scheme at Tjisaroea. A statement of 
the condition of the subsidiary debts will have to come from the Supt. 
of that District, and special action will be asked on the question of per- 
mitting the withdrawal by the District of the loans authorised. 

Medan’s debt has been increased by the payment of the Architect’s 
fees authorised some time ago but collected from the Treasurer only re- 
cently by Mr. Denyes. 

Referring to the items classed as “ General,” I have to report that 
Thoburn House Furniture, which was transferred at Conference time to 
No. 3 Adis Road, is partly stored there, and partly elsewhere owing to 
the tenant of that property not wanting the place as a furnished house. 
It will eventually be difficult to account for all the furniture under these 
conditions, but there seemed no alternative at the time. 

By an oversight, depreciation was not written off on Office Furnilure. 


_ Owing to the death of Mr. F. J. Benjafield, it is expected that when 
his estate is settled his debt to us will be discharged. 
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Mr. Denyes made a tentative adjustment of the Dr. Young debt, 
but it is not clear to your Treasurer whether Dr. Young is to pay $340 
or $415. Is he not liable for interest ? 

(2) Liasiniries. The Bank Overdraft after all the grants had 
been received, stood as at July Ist at $51,427. This favourable result 
is due to the fact that very little demand has been made for the loans 
authorised on page 235. ' 

The matter of a transfer from Revenue to Reserve, from Fire In- 
surance Fund to Fire Insurance Reserve, and from Oldham Hall current 
account to Sinking Fund, has been left for your action. It is gratifying 
to report that we have thus far had no fire losses to meet except a claim 
for $15 for damage to the church at Klang. 

An itemised list of Sundry Depositors, Teacher Transit accounts, 
and Provident Fund accounts, is on the table for your information. 

The Penang District outstation Reserve Funds that appear on the 
Balance aheet for the first time were entered on the books by Mr. Denyes. 

Owing to the temporary suspension of the Jean Hamilton Training 
School, its credit balance has been favourably affected, notwithstanding 
the huuse has remained vacant and the Chinese teacher has been on its 
pay roll, It is anticipated that expense must be incurred shortly for 
repairs and painting to No. 7 Mt. Sophia—which belongs to this School— 
but we are now receiving $15 a month more rent for this property than 
we have been. 

Your action on page 223 re Sitiawan Church Lot has been challeng- 
ed as incorrect. It is at least an exact record of what was read and pass- 
ed by the Committee, as the original Minutes prove, but you may wish 
to reconsider your action. 

The deposit to the credit of Sitiawan Hospital was made by Mr. 
Draper. 

Dr. Denyes’ nomination to the Treasurership has not yet been re- 
ported upon by the Board, and the writer of this report has at the request 


of the T’reasurer-elect continued to exercise full control of the office 


except for various adjustments above mentioned as having been made by 
Dr. Denyes. It will be some time before the new clerk can handle the 
work as the old one did, and until he can he must have more supervision 
than I have been able to give, for every entry and transaction must be 
earefully scrutinised. This Mr. Little has been doing: I have had to 
content myself with the position of adviser in close touch with all that 
has been done, with the responsibility of final decision when necessary. 

I regret that no provision has been made for the audit of the ac- 
counts and hope this matter will receive attention.

Report of Sec. B. B. L. The principal matters dealt with since 
last session are as follows: 
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(1) Our right of way through No. 5-B Mt. Sophia to Nind Home 
premises was disputed by the owner of the former, but finally conceded 
to our solicitors whose letter to that effect has been filed with the title 
deeds. 

(2) The title deeds to No. ¥ Mt. Sophia and Nind Home have been 
returned to your Secretary, having been for years with the Hongkong 
Bank in connection with the Mission Overdraft, which affected the third 
property on these deeds, namely No. 5 Mt. Sophia, now sold. 

(3) The Govt. grant for the new Seremian site has heen received 
in exchange for the old grant. 


(4) A copy of the Gazette Notification and a tracing of the lot for 
a Govt. grant at Sungai Siput for religious purposes was received in 
August last. : 

(5) Similar documents for Tamil Church Site at Simpang Ampat 
have been received. 

(6) A contract has been signed and plans approved for the Kampar 
School, and a contract signed for repairing No. 8 Mt. Sophia, Singapore. 

(7) The Jean Hamilton School missionary’s quarters have remain- 
ed vacant since the departure of the Hibbards, as the return of the 
Shellabears was anticipated before this date. 

(8) Insurance. The only new business accepted was the Chinese 
Church, Sitiawan, previously authorised. 

(9) At Gelang we are confronted with the affirmation by the Muni- 
cipal Engineer of his intention to reserve a 40-foot roadway right through 
our entire property in such a way as to destroy the margin of privacy 
and quietude so carefully planned for when the church was built, and to 
render the use of any of our land utterly impossible, as only odd angles 
and strips will remain. Your permission to contest such an obviously 
unjust ruling even to the extent of taking the matter into the Supreme 
Court, is asked for, though every effort will first be made to procure an 
amicable settlement. 

(10) The War Tax imposed a large amount of work upon your 
Secretary as a balance sheet for every church, school, piece of property, 
and investment that we hold in the Straits Settlements had to be given 
to Govt. The result is on the table for your inspection. The greater 
part of all our property is exempt from tax because of its educational or 
religious character, but it must be reported the same as if assessable.

Sec. was authorized to inform the Board 
that the Com. approved of the coming out of the fiancee of G. H. Little, 
final provision for which would be made at the Conference session of the 
Com. 

Jean Hamilton Training School. W. T. Cherry presented the 
following tentative outline of a plan for the reopening of the J. H. T.S., 
and it was adopted by the Com. :— 

(1) That the School be affiliated with the A. C. 8., Singapore, so 
thatthe students may receive the most of their instruction in the Cam- 
bridge Classes, leaving the theological instruction to be otherwise pro- 
. vided. for. 

(2) That.Dean Swift be designated as Director of this department, 
without altering his present connection with the A. C. 8. 

(3) That 'T. C. Maxwell be associated with Dean Swift in the pre- 
paration of a curriculum, to be circulated for suggestions from the Dis- 
trict Superintendents and others, and that they also devise plans for the 
hostel including the allowance to be made to each student. 

(4) That the instruction not provided for by attendance at the 
A. C. 8. regular classes, be undertaken for the present by local mis- 
sionaries, Brothers Swift and Maxwell to draw up the lst of assignments 
for this work, to be submitted for approval to the Superintendent of the 
Singapore District. 

(5) That the present Training School premises be a hostel for 
students taking this course; that in view of the expected residence there 
of Dr. and Mrs. Shellabear, arrangements be made for Dean Swift to 
board with them and supervise the entire hostel arrangements of the 
students. 

(6) That an advisory Committee consisting of the Supt. Singapore 
District, W. G. Shellabear, Dr. Chen Su Lan, Lim Hong Ban, Dean - 
Swift, and 'T. C. Maxwell be consulted on all matters when and as the 
two last named shall formulate definite propositions on the same. 

(7) ‘That’ the reopening of the School be notified in due course to 
all concerned with a view to having students ready to enter with the 
New Year. 

Simpang Ampat. W. E. Horley presented a communication from 
the Secretary to the Resident, Perak, re the Hospital at Simpang Ampat 
and was authorized to acknowledge receipt of same but to state that 
the Mission was unable to accept the terms proposed by Government, 
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Sitiawan. W. E. Horley was authorised to purchase, on Sitiawan 
Hospital Fund account, Dr. Caer 8 property at not more than $1,000. 


The request for a manager’s bungalow at Sitiawan was referred to 
the Board of Directors of the . M. P., Ltd. 


Ipoh District. The action jaket at ‘Tuesday morning’s session 
concerning the Perak Circuit Schools was reconsidered, and it was order- 
ed that the sum of $540 be transferred from the Sitiawan Church Lot 
Account to the Perak Circuit Schools Account, in order to furnish 
financial relief to the Lpoh District. 

Mr. Mansell withdrew at this point. 


Audit. The Conference Auditor was instructed to make a thorough 
audit of all the School accounts, those of the A. €. S., Penang, to he 
audited as soon as possible. 


School Affairs. The Principal of the A, C. S., Penang, submitted 
correspondence from the Government in which various requests concern- 
ing schools were granted on the condition that the Mission employ none 
but qualified teachers, and was authorized to reply to Government that 
the conditions were accepted provided Government would guarantee to 
supply the number of qualified teachers demanded. 


The Principals of the A. C. 8., Singapore, Penang, and Ipoh, and 
the M. B. S., Kuala Lumpur, were appointed as a Committee to make 
representatious through the Director of Education to H. E. the Gover- 
nor, setting forth the hardships under which our Mission Schools now 
operate, 

The Principals of the various schools were authorized to formulate 
their own salary schemes. 

The expenditure of $1,200 was authorized for an addition to the 
School building at Nibong Tebal. 

The expenditure of a sum not exceeding the credit in the Reserve 
Fund was authorized for similar addition at Dato NKramat. 

The Principal, A. C. S., Penang, presented a petition from H. M, 
Omar asking for a pension, and was instructed to refuse the request, 
therein. 

The transfer of J. A. Supramaniam from Penang to the ‘Tamil 
Church, Kuala Lumpur, having been decided upon by the Bishop, it was 
directed that $100 per month be raised by the Church, and that the 
amount allowed from the Redistribution be increased by $35 per month. 

College. J. S. Nagle announce that the Chinese had accepted the 
proposed College Agreement. 

Y. J. Jesudasen. An appeal of Y. J. Jesudasen for financial 
assistance due to illness was presented, and the Com. voted that any 
further increase in salary was impossible at this time. (The amount 
asked for was provided by subscription).

tions under which the gift or subscription is made by the Subseriber 

_, Ul. Conprrions.—Whereas the Mission agrees to establish as soon as con- 

ditions permit a College on the Island of Singapore, which shall be known as the 
Anglo-Chinese College, 
‘ And Whereas the Mission agrees that the objects of the said College shall 
include (a) the provision of higher education, (b) the conferring of degrees in 
accordance with such regulations as may be ‘established by the Government of the 
Straits Settlements, (¢) the development and formation of the character of 
students without distinction of race, nationality, sex and ereed, and (d) the main- 
tenanee of loyalty to the Government of His Majesty the King, 

And Whereas the Mission agrees to seek from the Government of the Straits 
Settlements an Ordinance for the incorporation and regulation of the said 
College so that the authorities of the said College may have powers (1) to grant 
and confer degrees, (2) to grant diplomas and certificates, and (3) to seck 
University affiliation when cireumstances for such affiliation are favourable, 

And Whereas the Mission agrees that the scope of the work of the said 
College shall inelude the following :—

(a) Electricity, sanitation and hygiene, surveying, mining, 
mechanies, ete.

(2) AGRICULTURE:—Giving special attention to rubber, cocoanut cotton 
and other planting.

And Whereas the Mission agrees that shonld it include theological courses, 
in the above scope of work, no portion of this gift or any income derived from 
it shall be used in any way for the erection of the buildings and the maintenance 
of the School of Theology.

Nagle at least one year 
for the specific work of securing the entire amount required,

of the War, shall be invested in British War Loans,

Malaysia Finance Committee. 


Saturday, February 16th, 1918, 


Finance Committee met at View Place at 2 p.m. Present:—Messrs. 
Abraham, Archer, Baughman, Cherry, Hoover, Horley, Maxwell, Mansell, 
Oechsli, Peach, Pykett. G. F. Pykett was elected chairman pro tem, and 
W. 'T. Cherry recording Secretary. 

N. I. District. The Com. discussed the details of the organisation 
of the Netherlands Indies District into a separate Mission Conference, 
and adopted the following to be submitted to Annual Conferencé for 
approval, 

(1). Name. The name of the new Conference shall be the Nether- 
lands Indies Mission Conference. 

(2). Boundaries. The Netherlands Indies Mission Conference 
shall include all the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
Netherlands East Indies. 

(3). The Provident Fund has already been divided, the accounts of 
Contributing Members in the Netherlands Indies District being kept by 
the swb-treasurer of the Board for that District. This arrangement is to 
continue. ; 

(4). Missionary Transit accounts pertaining to members who shall 
be appointed within the bounds of the Netherlands Indies Mission Con- 
ference shall be transferred to the Board’s Treasurer for that Conference. 

(5). Teacher Transit accounts shall be divided as follows: (a) The 
Treasurer shall first bring all accounts to normal by transferring to or 
from Teacher Transit Reserve such sums as shall bring each teacher’s 
account to the balance it would show if regular payments had been made 
thereto from the beginning of the teacher’s engagement to date; (b) The 
balance in Reserve shall then be divided between the two Conferences in 
proportion to the number of Contract Teachers remaining in each, 

(6). Publishing House. (a) The Publishing House shall be re- 
garded as serving the entire area of both Conferences. (b) The question 
of the allocation of profits shall be deferred until such are available. 
(c) Free printing shall be at the discretion of the Local Publishing Com- 
mittee. (d). The Cabinet to be asked to nominate to Central Confer- 
ence of Southern Asia a Local Publishing Committee adequately re- 
presentative of both Conferences in this area. (¢) The Book Depot in 
Batavia is to pay f60 per month on the salary of the sub-Agent as from 
January Ist, 1918. 

(7). Superannuates and Conference Claimants Funds to be re- 
ferred to the Bishops for division. 
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(8). Jean Hamilton Training School. The Netherlands Indies 


Mission Conference is to be entitled to one student in ten on the usual _ 


scholarship basis, but loans to such students, if made, are to be at the 
expense of the Conference concerned. ‘The Netherlands Indies Con- 


- ference is not required to take an annual collection in support of the 


school. 

(9). Sitiawan Mission Plantations, Ltd. 'The Netherlands Indies 
Finance Committee is to retain such share in the dividends of the Plan- 
tation as shall be determined upon by the two Finance Committees con- 
cerned. 

(10). Property and Loans. (a) Netherlands Indies Conference 
shall seek local incorporation when in the judgment of its Finance Com- 
mittee the time is ripe for such action. (b) Meanwhile, the title to its 
properties shall remain vested in the Secretary of the Board of Building 
and Location of the Malaysia Conference, whose Power of Attorney is 
held by Mr. Mansell, Supt. of the Netherlands Indies District. (c) The 
Netherlands Indies Conference shall not without the written consent of 
the Finance Committee of Malaysia Conference in session, first obtained, 
place any encumbrance upon any of the properties in the following list, 
the Buitenzorg School alone excepted, without a corresponding amount 
being paid in reduction of its indebtedness to the Malaysia Conference, 
which amount now stands at $50,000, with an application pending for 
its increase to $65,000,

_ The Committee met at View Place at 8 a.m., the same members 
being present as at Saturday’s session, besides Bishop J. E. Robinson and 
Bishop Burt. 

Bukit Lan Industrial School. Wallace H. Miner, of the Foochow 
Conference, gave an outline of the project to establish at Bukit Lan 
Sarawak, an Industrial School for the employment of boys from the 


a} 
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“Christian Herald ” interdenominational orphanages in connection with 
work amongst the Foochow-speaking people of China. 

The proposed Constitution (see page 311) was read, and four specific 
proposals presented, which after discussion were sent to the Annual Con- 
ference for action. ' 

. [These proposals are as follows, and were in due course adopted by 
the Conference :— 

_i. Approval of the enterprise of the proposed industrial school 
which shall be located at Bukit Lan, Sibu, Sarawak, Borneo, as presented 
by the Rev. Wallace H. Miner and of the proposed constitution of said 
institution as read. 

2. Approval of the transfer of about sixty acres of land in the 
eastern section of the present mission plantation at Bukit Lan, Sibu, 
to the proposed new industrial school enterprise in exchange for an area 
of equal size on the northern boundary of the present mission plantation, 
thereby giving a river frontage to the land reserved for the proposed in- 
dustrial school. 

3. Loan of the present mission property at Bukit Lan, including 
residence and school buildings, machinery and equipment for industrial — 
work for a period of ten or fifteen years free of rental but repairs shall 
be maintained by said proposed industrial school. In case a missionary 
is appointed by the Malaysia Mission to reside at Bukit Lan during said 
period, the residence shall be vacated in favour of said missionary. 

4. The transfer of the Rev. and Mrs. Wallace H. Miner to the 
Malaysia Conference and Mission as self-supporting missionaries for this 
self supporting industrial school. | 

General approval was given to the project, the details—including the 
transfer of land, and the loan of our property—being referred to a Com- 
mittee consisting of the District Supt., the missionary-in-charge at Sibu, 
and the Mission Treasurer, with the suggestion that a fixed rental be 
charged sufficient to keep the property in repair. 

During the discussion the following information was given by Mr. 
Miner:—The Bukit Lan enterprise is under a different Board of 
Trustees from that in Foochow, viz., Revs. J. M. Hoover, Lim Po Chin, 
Uong Keng Huo, W. T. Cherry, Geo. 8. Miner, J. C. Hugh, Mr. G. H. 
Little, Rev. Wallace H. Miner. The promoters have about $10,000 in 
hand. It is not a “ Christian Herald” project. Boys of about 16 years 
of age or over will be brought. ‘The interdenominational character of 
the work will not result in opposition mission work to ours at Sibu. The 
Christian community of our work in Sarawak will not be burdened with 
support of the Industrial School. 

Bishop Burt advised that a definite time limit be placed on the use 
of our buildings, with the privilege of extending the time by mutual 
arrangement, and the Com. fixed ten years as the term. 

The question of the amount of rent to be charged was referred to the 
local members of the Board of Management. 
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The Board of Management is to be appointed by the Board of 
“Trustees on nomination by the Malaysia Conference Finance Committee. 

The missionary-in-charge of the Industrial School is to have the 
approval of the Cabinet of Malaysia Conference. 


Treasurer’s Report. The Treasurer read the following report: — 

The work in this department during the past half year has gone 
along nicely. ‘The new assistant who entered the service July first has 
proved most-acceptable in his work. At the end of September I was 
relieved from school duties to devote my entire time to the work ag 
treasurer and auditor. During my vacation in August and an audit trip 
in October and November, Mr. Cherry attended to immediate matters in 
the office. 


Board Accounts. ‘The $175 gold asked from the Board by this 
Committee to cover the deficit on Oechsli at Medan, last year was received 
four days before closing the books and leaves the Deficit account in good 
shape considering the charges against it made at mid-year session. 

At the same time came drafts to cover the home-going of Mr. and 
Mrs. Draper. ‘The former had been charged to S. M. P. Anticipated 
Dividends, the latter to Class IT. 

The seemingly large balance against the Methodist Publishing House 
was more than covered by remittanees direct to the Board which have 
since been reported back, so the account is now closed. 

Class II is overdrawn on account of bills paid by the Board on home- 
going of W. T. Ward. 

Class IV balance was carried over from a year ago and should be 
written off to Deficit. 

The item C. #. Davis represents his salary for 4th quarter 1917. 
There is a further charge of $2,181.27 for salary and transit that has 
been transferred to his account under the Furlough scheme which will 
appear in the Pool accounts. 

Mark Freeman Salary is for 4th quarter also and will come up in 
connection with N. I. Dist. as the other charges were made to that Dist. 
by the Board. 

C. HE. Draper Salary covers three quarters of 1917. W. G. Shellabear 
Furlough Salary is for the furlough from which he returned in August. 
This should be increased by $55 gold, $94.83 Straits, to cover salary as 
delegate to General Conference. The amount paid by the Board and 
charged to Malaysia was $100 less rent three months $45. This would 
then bring the account up to $1,655.18. Neither of the above is covered 
by the Furlough scheme. 

Under the head Transits, all three items call for consideration as to 
source of income. The item W. G. Shellabear is for outward transit. 
This will be somewhat reduced when the expense account is received. 
This is covered by only $300 gold in the Furlough plan. The third item 
is for the present furlough.

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The debit balance against Class IX is due to sanitarium transits 
being nearly double the amount appropriated for that purpose and by 
the three months furlough salary granted Tai Po Ting having been paid 
from this account. 

There are then four accounts that show overdraft: Deficit and 
Classes 11, IV, and 1X, in all $1,444.54. This is offset slightly by gain 
on Eachange and a small part of Class I. The large credit balance in 
Class I is due to three months’ appropriations for Mr. Davis who is still 
in Class II, and for Dr. Shellabear five months of which he drew but two. 
I thus suggest that: the amount standing against Mr. Davis for salary 
fourth quarter be met from Class I; that $594.83, furlough salary and 
- rent for fourth quarter, be transferred to W. G. Shellabear Furlough 
Salary account; and that the balance of Class I, $323.29, be written off 
to Deficit. This with the transfer of Exchange would leave a deficit 
balance of $1,010.52. 

The New York overdraft has been reduced since date of Balance 
Sheet, to approximately seven thousand by the entering of the November 
statement since the Balance Sheet was made up. 

C. EL. Draper Suspense was automatically balanced by the last New 
York statement. 

Special Gifts need no attention except the one under W. F. Oldham. 
A letter has been written Bishop Oldham asking his disposition of these 
items. 

Pool Accounts. (1) Assers. The large overdraft by Anglo- 
Chinese School is due to the altering and furnishing of Waverley and 
Zetland houses. 

Hillside and S Mt. Sophia shared the balance against Thoburn 
House as found in last Balance Sheet, and at present rentals will be 
liquidated within two years. 

Paya Lebar continues to rise with interest of $85 a month against 
income from rent of $45. 

_ Penang District, which is really the Anglo-Chinese School’s account 
is in good shape considering the heavy drafts made upon it this year. 

Alexandra Home needs further mention. 

Since these figures were made, $100 has been received towards in- 
terest on the Penang Girls’ School Building loan. This covers two and a 
half of the twelve months. 

_ Kuala Lumpur Girls’ School Building Account continues to increase 
by interest with no payments made this year. 

A payment of $633 was made to the Tamil Parsonage Account by 
Rey. 8. Abraham in accordance with Finance Committee action last 
February. 

Petaling Hill Property is accumulating by monthly interest. 


Malacca Chinese Parsonage and A. C. 8. are increasing by interest. 
The Chinese Church is being helped by Class VII. 


Seremban A, C. 8. is a loan authorised against this year’s grant. 
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Sitiawan Teachers’ House is a loan of $100, with interest accumu- 
lated, made at the request of Mr. Shellabear. It evidently does not 
appear on the Sitiawan books as Mr. Draper was unaware of the loan. 
Thus the reason for remaining unpaid. 


General. The $7,500 against the M. P. H. should read $10,000 
owing to a cheque for $2,500 given to them in November being omitted 
by error till December. : 

Thoburn House Furniture has been reduced by the taking over by 
the Sec. Board of Education of some book cases. No depreciation was 
written off for the half year as an inventory would show a larger value. 

As nothing was written off at the last closing, 15% was taken from 
Office Furniture. 

‘The account with the late F’. J. Benjafield has been paid in full since 
closing. 

S. Sundrum has been making monthly payments as agreed upon a 
year ago. 

J. A. Wijeyekoon has paid no interest since July 1916. Letters con- 
cerning the matter have brought no answer. I suggest that this com- 
mittee decides on a course of action in this case. 

The account of Dr. Young has been agreed upon by him and is 
being paid by monthly instalments. 

Sanitarium account was put in credit at the end of December, $260 
by the annual assessment on workers. 

Jean Hamilton Training School Loan to Penang is in accordance 
with Finance Committee action in July. This contra appears with the 
habilities. 

(2) Lrasinities. H. #.B. Memorial Scholarship has been reduced 
to the original gift, the accumulated interest being transferred to Siti- 
awan Orphanage account. 

Bank Overdraft shows a low figure because of the repayment by N. I, 
Dist. of their accounts as authorized at the last session. This overdraft 
has been since increased by heavy withdrawals by the schools to meet 
December salaries and by $25,000 to the College account so that January 
1st it stood at a little over $90,000. This has been reduced by $10,000 
from Ipoh on Kampar School. 

Reserve Fund has been reduced by the $2,000 authorized to be trans- 
ferred to the Deficit from the Pool. 

In October $2,500 was transferred from Oldham Hall Current Ac- 
count to Oldham Hall Sinking Fund. 

Netherlands Indies District has passed from debit to credit as ar- 
ranged. 

Teacher Transit Account. In the case of Mr. and Mrs, Allstrom 
there will be $140 more added to the credit leaving then a balance of 
say $870 from which must be paid them $600 gold, which means a loss 
of at least $200 Straits. The account with Mr. and Mrs. Hibbard has 
been closed showing a deficit of $553.18 besides the amounts paid on 
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their salary last year from Teacher Transit Reserve $300. The deficit of 
$398.37 on account T’, R. Jones was closed to reserve. The account with 
Miss Mattie Shilling with a credit of $278.49 has been written off to 
reserve. I would point out that no account appears for Miss Kenyon. 
By mistake this was written off when she joined the W. F. M. 8. As 
she had fulfilled her contract, she is, I believe, entitled to her passage 
home. The ladies have planned with this in mind. I should however, 
suggest that the ladies be asked to pay part of her passage, say $179 gold, 
as they have had an experienced worker for a year without transit ex- 
penses. 

Owing to the present rates, it is impossible for workers to make the 
trip outward or homeward on the $300 agreed upon in the contract. I 
ask for instructions as some cases will come up immediately after this 
session. 

Missionary Transit has been opened as directed and needs further 
consideration. 

Board of Education is a transfer from the Board to the Pool ledger. 

Nebong Tebal Reserve has been reduced by $1,200 for addition to 
school as authorised. 

Heavy expenditure for repairs on 7 Mt. Sophia and 367 Serangoon 
Road have reduced the J. H. T. S. account to a low balance. 

Malay Work consists of special gifts secured in America for the work 
planned by Mr. Shellabear as separate from the Malay Girls’ Schools 
under Mrs. Shellabear. 


Bukit Lan Miner Fund is a deposit made by Mr. Miner when here. 


last August, subject to disposition by Mr. Hoover. 

Revenue does not stand at a high figure as Mr. Denyes salary and 
half payments to the Furlough Fund were taken from this account from 
March to October 1st. Audit fees were collected for only the second 
half year and then from only the schools whose accounts were actually 
audited. 

Sitiawan Mission Plantation Shares shows a charge due merely to 
the correcting of those held for others in the name of the B. B. L. 

College Fixed Deposit was reduced $10,000 in November by a 
deposit to a separate account under the name “ Anglo Chinese College.”

sionary transit scheme; (c) the deficit incident to the breakdown of W. 
G. Shellabear ; and (d) that we be relieved of the support of Bros. Denyes 
and Shellabear as from the first of January, 1918. 

After a thorough discussion of the case of J. R. Denyes, it was re- 
solved to ask Bishop Robinson to inform the Board that we do not desire 
the return of Bro. Denyes to the field. 

Wednesday, February 20th, 1918. 

The Committee met at the same time and place and with the same 
members as yesterday. 

College. J.S. Nagle presented the question of the form of organis- 
ation to be provided for the College. After discussion the following 
Committee on College Project was appointed to develop further details :—

to meet in the first instance at the call of Bishop Robinson.

It was ordered that Mr. Nagle’s furlough be at the expense of the 
Anglo-Chinese School, and that his additional expenses, if incurred in 
the interest of the College, be at the expense of the College-as already 
provided (page 229). he 

Mr. Nagle suggested that inasmuch as Dean Swift was giving part 
of his time to the work of the Jean Hamilton Training School, the Co- 
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lege should pay part of his salary. It was decided that his work fully 
warranted the payment by the Anglo-Chinese School of his present 
salary. 

The Redistribution was resumed and Classes II and IV dealt 
with. 

The Cor. Sec. reported that the application of the Com. for an in- 
creasc in missionaries’ salaries had met with the reply from the Board 
that they could take no action until the whole question should be dealt 
with under the Centenary movement. 

The Treasurer reported that the Board had announced its intention 
of hereafter fixing the rate of exchange for each Mission from year to 
year, and that the rate for Malaysia for 1918 would be 58 cents American 
to a Straits dollar. 

It was resolved that the Cor. Sec. write informing the Board that we 
consider the present plan of paying according to the average local selling 
rate for New York drafts to be much more equitable than the adoption of 
any fixed rate; but that if a rate must be fixed, it should not be higher 
than the current rate, and should be subject to revision in the event of 
abnormal fluctuation; and that the decision already announced by the 
Board imposes a serious reduction in salary upon our staff at a time 
when the contrary should be the case. 

District Accounts. ‘The cash statements referred to on page 265 
were called for, and the Committee substituted for that action an order 
that the Conference Auditor send to each member of Finance Committee 
a financial statement of each district and school as and when ready. 

Missionaries. Miss Shilling’s transit from Batavia to Penang was 
ordered paid from her Teacher Transit account. 

The engagement of Miss Scott by mail from New Zealand was men- 
tioned and the Bishop ruled that such contracts with workers outside the 
bounds of the Conference should be made through the Bishop.

B. B. L. Report. The following report of the Sec. B, B. L. was 
adopted :— ee 

(1). The principal property transaction of the year has been the 
acquisition of the College property, in accordance with your resolution 
on page 266. This consists of six separate acquisitions, and the degree 
of progress made toward completion is as follows:—(1) 7 shop houses 
on Wishart Road, between Recorder and Morse Roads, covering an 
area of 9,736 sq. ft., together with vacant land at the rear thereof having 
an area of 32,695 sq. ft., all freehold, for $16,500. (2) 24 shop houses 
on Rochore Road, covering an area of 23,217 sq. ft., freehold, for $13,500. 
(3) About 23 acres of freehold land adjacent to the foregoing and as- 
cending the hill, $42,000. (4) About 164 acres of freehold land ad- 
jacent to the last named and extending over the brow of the hill, $32,000. 
(5) A further adjacent area of 264 acres to be given to us. (6) The 
Street frontage between Telok Blangah and Wishart Roads, “freehold, 
containing approximately 3% acres, $40,000. 

Nos. 1 and 2 are completed. No. 3 is contracted for, to be com- 
pleted in March; No. 4, August 8th; No. 5 is demarcated ready for 
contract. Total area over 71 acres. No. 6 will be completed April 30th. 
Total cost about $145,000. 

(2). The financing of this matter has been managed as follows: 
Finance Committee agreed with the donors to deposit $50,000 in a 
separate College bank account. We depended upon a credit in the Pool 
of some $44,000 to fulfil this promise. Without the deposit of additional 
securities, we have transferred from the Pool to the College bank account 
to date $35,000. Donors have paid in $9,000. The completion of 
transactions (1) and (2), and advances on the other contracts, with 
sundry charges, have absorbed this amount except a balance in the bank 
of $4,366.88. ‘To complete all the purchases that we have contracted for 
will require a further $100,000. Lf subscriptions are not paid in to a 
sufficient amount to meet this, it is my intention to utilise the deeds of 
the property itself as security for a bank overdraft on the College bank 
account, which will eventually be liquidated by paid-up subscriptions. 
Also, the Mission Treasurer will be called upon for the remaining $15,000 
pledged by the Mission. The Bank account is kept with the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, and is signed for by the Secretary of the Board of 
Building and Location, to whom also the property is being deeded, 
pending organisation of the College. 

(3). The College current account with the Pool continues to be 
administered by the Mission Treasurer, and the College properties on 
Orchard Road and Oldham ‘Hall Lane will continue to be financed 
through that account quite distinct from the separate College Bank ac- 
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count. In connection with the Orchard Road property, your Secretary 
has entered into two leases, with the concurrence of this committee ob- 
tained by circular vote: (a) of the so-called Ravensway property to Alec. 
Williamson, Ltd., for three years from Dec. 1, 1916, with a written 
promise, by letter, apart from the lease, that if we erect on the site a 
building any part of which is to be used as a motor garage, we will give 
to our lessee the option of renting such part on terms to be mutually 
agreed upon. (0) of the vacant land on Orchard Road to Ambrosoli 
Stoppani & Co. for twenty years, for the purpose of erecting at their own 
expense a building for their use as a motor garage, with a twelve months’ 
option on the first lot across the canal at the rear for the residue of the 
term of the lease. 

(4). The Ravensway tenancy had to be terminated and legal pro- 
ceedings resorted to, to recover the arrears of rent. 

(5). The title deeds of the Alexandra Home property, Penang, 
have been received from J. R. Denyes. 

(6). The title deeds of the Girls’ School “Sultan’s” property, 
Penang, have been received from J. R. Denyes. 

7). A survey plan and copy of the Gazette notification for the 
Kampar School site have been deposited with our other deeds. 

(8). During the year we were forbidden by Government to use the 
road through Govt. House domain as an approach to our property on 
Mt. Sophia, but a written application to the Colonial Secretary brought 
the reply that Govt. did not desire to interfere with the continued use of 
the approach by residents on Mt. Sophia. ‘The cause for complaint seems 
to have been the indiscrimiate use of the driveways for testing decrepit 
motor cars, and for miscellaneous avoidable purposes. 

(9). Insurance has been effected on the College shop houses with 
Mr. 8. Tomlinson. 

(10). Referring to item (9) in my report to last session, the 
matter is still unsettled.

Provident Fund. Ah Joon, of the Singapore Anglo-Chinese 
School, was granted permission to withdraw from the Fund, but the 
Com. strongly advised against such a course, and directed Mr. Nagle to 
inform him that his withdrawal would render it impossible to entertain 
any application for relief aside from the Fund. 

Sitiawan. The Dist. Supt. was authorised to engage a local man 
for the Industrial School, to be supported from the Church and School 
rubber, pending the arrival of the missionary asked for in Request No. 
45, 

A similar permission was given, with leave to proceed with the Hos- 
pital building, in anticipation of the arrival of the doctor asked for in 
Request No. 26. 

Penang. The Dist. Supt. was authorised to provide himself with a 
motor car at the expense of the schools of the District, 
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Kampong Acheh. W. T. Cherry reported that W. G. Shellabear 
had cancelled the bequest on page 161.

Publishing House. The Publishing Agent asked for and was 
given approval for internal changes in the building to enlarge the Book 
Room, and to acquire if possible land at the rear to provide for the heavy 
machinery being removed from the main building. 

Alexandra Home. The Supt. Penang District reported that the 
W. F. M.S. had paid $100 gold as a guarantee that they would even- 
tually purchase the property from this Committee. 

Bukit Lan Industrial School. The monthly rental was fixed at 
ten dollars on the understanding that if alterations and repairs exceed 
this sum they are to paid, together with the insurance, by the Managers 
of the School. 

Missionary Transits. ‘The scheme of transits for missionaries 
was referred to the Mission Treas. and Cor. Sec. for final revision in 
connection with the Redistribution. 

Salaries. Mr. Peach asked for, and there was granted, approval to 
school principals to present to mid-year Finance Com. their respective 
salary schemes for the permission of Fin. Com. to allow our formal 
endorsement to be printed thereon as a guarantee against unauthorised 
alterations in said schemes. 


J. S. Nagle asked for an expression of the Committee’s wishes 
regarding his return to this field after a short furlough, stating that con- 
ditions did not permit him to return as a Missionary of the Board. The 
Com. gave its approval forthwith for his return, and referred to the 
Bishop and District Supt. the matter of the contract to be made with 
Bro.

CONSTITUTION OF THE 
NEW FOOCHOW CHRISTIAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL, 
SIBU, SARAWAK, BORNEO. 


Article I. Name. This institution shall be known as THE NEw FoocHow 
CHRISTIAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 

Article II. Location. Said institution shall be located adjoining the north 
boundary of the present Methodist Mission Plantation at Bukit Lan. 

Article III. Aim. The aim of said institution shall be the giving of train- 
ing for and employment in a suitable and respectable livelihood for orphans, 
destitute and worthy Chinese young people. 

Article IV. CONNECTION. Said institution shall be associated with the 
Methodist Mission at Sibu, Sarawak, Borneo. 

Article V. THE Boarp oF TRUSTEES OF THE New FoocHow CuHRIsTIAN IN- 
DUSTRIAL SCHOOL shall hold in its name the titles of all land, buildings, equip- 
ment, ete. of said institution. Said Board shall be composed of two representa- 
tives elected by and from each organization, person or persons providing funds 
for the development of each unit of one hundred acres of land and likewise two 
representatives from the Board of Managers. Vacancies shall be filled by the 
respective and the Board of Managers. 

Article VI. OFrricrRS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. Said Board shall have 
for its officers, a President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

The President shall be elected from among the members of said Board. He 
shall hold office continuously. In his absence from any meeting of said Board, 
a temporary chairman shall be elected. It shall be the duty of the President 
to eall the meetings of said Board and to preside at all meetings. He shall 
appoint all committees except such as shall be chosen by ballot. 


312 MaLaysta FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The Seeretary shall be elected from among the members of said Board. He 
shall hold office continuously. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a 
complete and accurate record of the minutes of all meetings of said Board and 
send a copy of the same to all absent members, and likewise the minutes of all 
meetings of the Board of Managers, 

The Treasurer shall be elected from among the members of said Board. He 
shall hold office continuously. He shall have the eustody of all money, bills, 
receipts and vouchers belonging to the organization and of all other papers and 
documents relating to the financial affairs of the organisation. He is authorised 
to pay monies in accordance with the policy of the Board in its different lines 
of work. He shall cause to be kept a journal and ledger which shall contain an 
account of all receipts and ‘expenditures and such other accounts as may ‘be neces- 
sary for the business of the organization. He shall prepare a quarterly report 
of all receipts and expenditures. 

Article VII. Duties or TRUSTEES. The duties of the Board of Trustees 
shall be as follows: It shall hold all property in trust and shall be responsible 
for the administration of said enterprise; It shall grant sufficient allowance 
and funds which are given for and earned by this enterprise to erect buildings, 
purchase necessary equipment and pay the running expenses to make efficient 
said orphanage enterprise, but said allowances shall be made proportionally to 
each unit and by each unit and special gifts shall be expended in accordance 
with the stipulations of the donors. When the necessary funds shall have been 
~ taken for equipment and running expenses, the balance shall be devoted to the 
cause as stipulated by and agreed to with the donors. 

Article VIII. MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. At each meeting of 
said Board a quorum shall consist of a majority of the members of said Board 
or their authorized representatives. A trustee may delegate any member of the 
Board of Trustees to represent him at any meeting and to vote on any subject 
under consideration. There shall be a meeting of said Board at least four times 
a year to consider the quarterly report of the superintendent of the orphanage 
institution and work, the Board of Managers and the quarterly financial state- 
ment of the treasurer of the Board of Managers. 

Article IX. THe BoarD oF MANAGERS of said institution shall be composed 
mainly of local missionaries and Chinese Christian workers. Said Board shall 
be elected ‘by and vacancies in the same filled by the Board of Trustees on the 
nomination of the Finance Com. of the Malaysia Annual Conf. The missionary 
in charge of said institution must have the approval of the cabinet of the 
Malaysia Annual Conf. and shall be a member of the Board of Managers. Any 
unit may appoint one or two representatives on the Board of Managers, with the 
approval of the Finance Com, of the Malaysia Annual Conf. 

Article X. OFFICERS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. Said Board shall have 
for its officers a President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

The President shall be elected from among the members of said Board by 
the Board of Trustees. He shall hold office continuously. In his absence from 
any meeting of said Board, a temporary chairman shall be ‘elected. It shall be 
the duty of the President to call the meetings of said Board and to preside at 
all meetings, 

Te Secretary shall be elected from among the members of said Board by 
the Board of Trustees. He shall hold office continuously. It shall be the duty 


of the seeretary to keep a complete and accurate record of the minutes of all — 


meetings of said Board and to sehd a copy of the same to the Secretary of the 
Board of Trustees. ; 

The Treasurer shall be elected from among the members of said Board by 
the Board of Trustees. He shall hold office continuously. He shall have the 
eustody of all money, bills, receipts and vouchers of the institution at the seat 
of the work of the institution. He is authorized to pay monies in accordance 
with the policy of the Board of Trustees and under its direction in the different 
lines of work, He shall cause to be kept a journal and ledger which shall con- 
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tain an account of all receipts and expenditures and such other accounts as may 
be necessary for the business of the institution. He shall prepare a quarterly 
report of all receipts and expenditures, 

Article XI. DuvtEs OF THE BoarpD or MANAGERS. Said Board shall have 
full control of the management of said ‘institution, and shall have power to 
engage and dismiss teachers, supervisors and workers. Said Board shall be 
financially responsible to the Board of Trustees for the use of funds given to it 
and for funds earned by said \enterprise. 

Article XII, MentINGS oF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. At each meeting of 
said Board a quorum shall consist of a majority of the members of said Board. 
There shall be a meeting of said Board at least four times a year. A quarterly 
report shall be made to the Board of Trustees. A copy of the minutes. of each 
meeting shall be sent to the secretary of the Board of Trustees. 

Article XIII, ORGANIZATION oF INsTITUTION. The Board of Trustees shall 
appoint a missionary to have charge of said industrial institution. He shall be 
a member of the Board of Managers. There shall be a faculty of teachers and 
supervisors who shall be subject to the rules and regulations as set forth by the 
Board of Managers. 

Article XIV. AMENDMENTS to this constitution or alterations may be made 


on a four months notice and by a two thirds vote of the members of the Board 
of Trustees. 


BY LAWS. 


1. Workers entering this service shall not be exempt from any previous 
contracts or obligations. This applies particularly to boys from the Christian 
Herald Fukien Industrial Homes Incorporated. 

2. Workers shall be willing to labor according to the piece work prices 
of the institution or by time or day work according to the orders of the superin- 
tendent and supervisors. 

3. Each unit of one hundred acres shall have its accounts kept separately 
if it so desires but shall bear proportionally its share of the expenses of super- 
vision, transportation and general expenses. 

4. The Board of Managers of said institution shall provide medical treat- 
ment for all in the service. 


5. The Board of Managers shall provide school and religious instruction, 
and shall stipulate Sunday regulations. 


6. All in the service shall be prohibited from smoking, drinking, gambling 
or any other unprofitable exercise. 


— 


7. All employees shall be urged to deposit a considerable portion of the 
balance of their earnings in the Savings Bank of the institution which receives 
deposits monthly paying one per cent per month. Such deposits shall remain 
until the end of the term of contract of service at which time the superintendent 
shall aid the employee in securing land, ete. 

8. The above By Laws may be amended or alterations made by a majority 
vote at any meeting of the Board of Trustees on recommendation by the Board 
of Managers, or if proposed by the Board of Trustees, on the approval of the 
Board of Managers.

Present :—- 
Messrs. Abraham, Baughman, Cherry, Horley, Little, Maxwell, Pykett, 
and Sullivan, Mr, Pykett was elected chairman, and Mr. Little record- 
ing secretary. 

Greetings. A letter from Bishop J. E. Robinson was read and the . 
Cor. Sec. was instructed to reply on behalf of the Committee. 

Agenda. ‘The agenda was completed. 


Mr. Maxwell. The resignation of T. C. Maxwell as pastor of 
Wesley Church was considered, but action was deferred till after the 
Official Board should be consulted. 

Treasurer’s Report. The following report was read by the 
Treasurer. 

In making my second report to this Committee, I am glad to say 
the work has run along smoothly and I trust satisfactorily. 

Board Accounts. John Mason Annuity is the interest for the 
second half year which will be charged to Singapore College.

Netherlands Indies Conference will be balanced by the N. Y. state- 
ment just received. : 

W. F. Oldham Special Gifts, This account will be reduced $77.59 
which has been deducted by Bishop Oldham, it being money due him. 
The balance $79.26 was part of special gifts for Wesley Church Debt.

Committee met at 9.00 a.m. at the office of the Treasurer. 


T. C. Maxwell. The question of Mr. Maxwell’s resignation was 
renewed and the following resolution passed :— 

“'T. C. Maxwell having presented to his Dist. Supt. his resignation 
as pastor of Wesley Church, with the request that it be considered ‘urgent, 
this Committee, in the absence of the Bishop, considered the situation 
exhaustively, at its Tuesday morning session, and in the afternoon in 
joint session with the Official Board of Wesley Church, and it is re- 
solved:—(1) That Bro. Maxwell’s resignation should be accepted: on 
the first of the two reasons he assigns, namely, that his pastorate is not 
meeting with the success that would warrant its continuance, (2) That 
in view of the fact that he presents two medical certificates that his wife’s 
health makes her early return home necessary, this Committee seems to 
have no option but to concur, without opportunity to refer the matter to 
the Board. But for these certificates, the Committee would feel bound 
to require Bro. Maxwell to at least submit to an alternative appointment, 
in view of the serious shortage of men that compels us to supply Wesley 
Church by the aid of already overburdened men until a regular pastor 
can be appointed. And we concur in the action of the Official Board, 
asking that the Supt. Singapore Dist., Mr. A. Long, and Mr. J. Polglase 
be authorised to communicate with Bishop J. E. Robinson’ ‘to’ find ‘a 
new pastor.” 

The Cor. Sec. was instructed to ask the Board for Mr. Maxwell’s 


transit not already provided under the furlough scheme and to make pas 


provision for his support after arrival in America as seems necessary. 

Mr. Peach took his seat in the Committee. 

Furlough. It was decided to ask the Board to authorise the tae 
lough of Mr. Peach and family, provided a suitable substitute for his 
work could be secured, the Board to be communicated with in regard to 
Mr. Parker or Mr. Throne.

This account was ordered written 
off the Board balance sheet as suggested in the Treasurer’s report. 


Singapore Residences. Mr. Cherry reported for the Com. on 
allocation of mission residences in Singapore (308). Mr. Hornbeck was 
called in and stated his wishes. The Committee adjourned without 
taking action. 

AFTERNOON SESSION, 


The Committee met at 2.30 at View Place. 

Singapore Residences. The question of residences was again 
taken up and it was decided that Mr. Loveridge be notified that the 
Mission would require No. 8 Mount Sophia after the 31st Dec., and that 
meanwhile Mr. Hornbeck be offered No. 367 Serangoon Road with Mr. 
Swift, or make his own arrangements concerning a house. 


Tt was agreed that if ‘ Hillside” was needed by Mr. Little before 
Conference time, the present occupants should be given notice to leave. 


Mrs. Horley. Mr. Horley made a statement of the condition of 
the health of Mrs. Horley and Eric, and it was deemed best to have them 
go to America for treatment. The Cor. Sec. was instructed to com- 
municate with the Board. 


Kampar Property. Mr. Horley was given permission to exchange 
the present church site at Kampar for the one near the school, the re- 
erection of the church to be made as promised by the transferee of the 
present site. 


Sitiawan Hospital. After a consideration of conditions and funds 
in hand, it was decided to communicate with Netherlands Indies and 
arrange for a visit of Dr. Perkins that he might look over conditions and 
advise as to the best course of action. Meanwhile, the Dist. Supt. was 
asked to seek support from the neighbouring estates. 


Appointments. It was decided to recommend to the Cabinet that 
Miss Akerstrom be appointed to Ipoh, and Miss Cass to Penang. 


‘Mission Architect. The Cor. Sec. reported that a letter had been 
received from Mr. Fritchley stating that he was entirely unable to secure 
a suitable man for the place. The request with the Board was continued. 


Recognition. The Board having reported consideration of Messrs. 
Proebstel, Fraser and Thomas for recognition, it was decided to ask that 
the Board suspend action in the case of Mr. Proebstel until further com- 
munication, that Mr. Thomas desires final action to be deferred till after 
his furlough, and that our request for Mr. Fraser be withdrawn as he 
has left the field permanently. (See later action at closing session). 

_ Sanitarium Transit. The question of Sanitarium allowance was 
discussed and passed as follows: Contract and Board Missionaries 
whose transit to the Sanitarium is paid by the Mission, shall render 
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account on the following basis:—‘ The equivalent of a 1st class Straits 
Steamship Co’s passage, missionary rate, will be allowed for the sea 
journey, and Ist class fare for railway travelling, for each missionary, 
his wife, and all dependent children for whom fare is charged; one ser- 
vant allowed to family with child, deck passage with food and second- 
class railway fare: and $6 per capita allowed to each woman, $3 to each 
man or child, for the trip up the Hill, $1 for the servant; the same 
allowance being made on coming down the hill.” 


Thursday, July 4th, 1918. 


_ Vacation Allowance. It was agreed that Contract Teachers tak- 
ing their vacation elsewhere than at the Nest, should be allowed up to 
$65 for actual transit expenses. 


K. L. Tami! Church. The Cor. Sec. was instructed to inform the 
Quarterly Conf. of the K. L. Tamil Church that this Committee is un- 
able to take further action in regard to a loan for the erection of a Tamil 
parsonage and vernacular school, until Annual Conference. 


Teacher Contracts. The case of Miss Scott and others was dis- 
eussed and it was decided: (1) That the Methodist Girls’ School should 
finance Miss Scott’s transit outside the Teacher Transit fund. (2) That 
schools be forbidden to enter into contract with teachers, other than 
Asiatics, where the question of furlough outside of, or transit to or from 
the Colony is concerned. 


Miss Olson. The Supt. Singapore Dist. reported that Miss Emma 
Olson desired permission to go to China for three months’ language 
study. The Com. granted leave of absence and ordered that the cost of 
passage to and from China be met from Teacher Transit Reserve. 


Audit Fees. The Treas. was-instructed to circularise the members 
of the Com. with a scale of fees to be levied for the audit of accounts. 


Salaries. It was decided that the Com. request the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Central Conference to recommend to the Board of Foreign 
Missions that salary increascs, retirement allowances, and like matters 
take into consideration the date a worker took up mission service rather 
than the date of recognition. 


B. B. L. Report. The following report of the Secretary of the 
Board of Building and Location was adopted :— 

(1). College. The governing body, known as the Council, has 
been organised and has held its first meeting, at which J. S. Nagle was 
elected President, and the Secretary of the Board of Building and Loca- 
tion becomes ex-officio Treasurer. Mr. Nagle immediately thereafter left 
for America on leave. 

The status of the College property is as follows at date :—I hold the 
title deeds of the Recorder Road and Wishart Road lots. The next lot, 
Chia Wee Chiang’s 23 acres, has been transferred to us, the deeds being 
still with Drew and Napier. The next, 16} acres, is to be completed in 
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August. The Sellars property, on the Telok Blangah Road, was com- 
pleted June 28th, and the deeds are with Drew and Napier. The gift 
land, 264 acres, is the subject of consideration by the Colonial Secretary, 

The recognition of the Council as a Society exempt from registra- 
tion under the Societies Ordinance is under consideration by Government. 

The question of whether we can acquire the above-mentioned gift 
land under the Rubber Lands (Restriction) Ordinance, which forbids the 
alienation of more than 50 acres of land suitable for the cultivation of 
rubber, until after the war, is under Government consideration, as our 
total area amounts to akout 71 acres, very little if any of it being suitable 
for rubber cultivation. 

There is no change in the financial situation outlined in my last 
report. 

: (2). The title deeds for land at Nibong Tebal came into my hands 

on the 15th of May, 1918. 

(3). The title deeds for the mission residence at Kampar have 
been deposited with me.

Centenary. Messrs. Peach and Sullivan were appointed to write 
expressing to the Board the sentiment of this Com. in regard to the 
Centenary. They presented the following resolution to be embodied in 
these minutes :— * 

The Malaysia Finance Committee at its Mid-year Session, 1918, 
unanimously adopted the entire Centenary Programme. We intend to 
urge every pastor and congregation of this field to increase all local 
support, especially by the tithing system. The dearth of workers atithis 
critical time shall not cause us to abandon work already started, but shall 
encourage us to raise up Asiatic workers. Our faith in God shall be 
commensurate with the wonderful opportunity we have here in this 
Peninsula, 

Loans. The loan to Mr. Hoover of $500 at 7 per cent. per annum 
was authorised, to be secured by the deposit with the Treas. of Shares Nos. 
532 to 553, 981 to 1011, and 1630 to 1679 Sitiawan Mission Plantations, 
Ltd., and these were handed to the Treas. at once.
